prompts petition to council

A traffic accident involving a 
Valley Elementary School carpool 
brought a delegation of about 20 
parents to Pelham City Council's 
Monday night meeting. 

Alluding to the mishap, which 
sent the driver of one car and two of 
the four children in the vehicle to a 
hospital, the group presented Mayor 
Burk Dunaway and council members 
with a petition reportedly bearing 600 
names of parents, teachers and 
administrators at the school. The 
petition requests that a police car be 
placed at the school’s entrance on 
Hwy. 31, between 7:15 and 8 a.m. and 
again from 2:45 until 3 30 p.m. 

The parent group noted that their 
concern stems from the fact that, 
‘according to witnesses, the other car 

, involved in the accident ran a red light, 
striking the car in which the three 
victims were riding. They urged city 
officials to take action to make drivers 


aware of the traffic signal as they 
approach the school. 

Asked by Councilman Roy Jowers 
what procedure is employed at the 
intersection, Police Chief Dave Watson 
replied, “We have been sending a car 
up there when we could, but we don’t 
have any special time.” To have an 
officer at the scene during the 
morning rush “would require keeping 
someone over from the night shift,” he 
added. 

The chief indicated he does not 
appreciate the tone of the letter 
accompanying the petition. “This 
thing is all out of context as far as I 
am concerned,” he commented. “They 
make it sound like we don’t care about 
the children.” He went on to explain 
that since a traffic light has been 
installed at the ‘school, officers who 
formerly directed traffic there now 
either follow school busses or patrol 
Crosscreek Trail in an effort to protect

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‘Mystery Baby’ found 


Shelby County authorities are 
continuing their efforts to identify a 
“‘mystery baby” found early Tuesday 
morning near Helena. 

Helena Police Chief Gary Carter 
told the Reporter the Newborn baby 
boy was found by Charles Lloyd 
Martin of Pelham at approximately 
7:20 a.m. Tuesday. 

Martin, according to Chief Carter, 
was looking for aluminum cans to 
recycle when he discovered the infant 
in a brown paper bag. The brown bag, 
along with another brown bag full of 
garbage was inside a large plastic 
garbage container, the kind used to 
line garbage cans. 

Upon discovering the baby, 
Martin went directly to the Helena 
Police Station. Chief Carter 
accompanied Martin back to the place 
where Martin had made his startling 
disicovery. 

The two men decided the baby 
was still alive and called for Rescue 80, 
the Alabaster Police Department’s 
rescue unit. After giving emergency 
treatment to the youngster, including 
removing the umbilical cord from the 
baby’s neck, the rescuers rushed the 
little boy to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital. 

Dr. Herbert Pegues, emergency 
room director at Shelby Memorial, 
estimated the six-pound, 13 ounce boy 
to be only a few hours old. The baby 
was then transferred to the high risk 
nursery section of University Hospital 
in Birmingham. His condition was

described as remarkably good, 
considering the ordeal he had been 
through. Officials believe the baby boy 
will later be transferred to Children’s 
Hospital in Birmingham. 


Martin discovered the baby a few 
yards off County Road 91, nine-tenth 
of a mile from the intersection of 
State Highwa y 261 and County Roads 
17, 52 and 91. The location is less 
than half a mile from one of the 
county’s landfills near Helena.

Public school enrollment soars 


Another whole schoolful of 
children started classes in Shelby 
County this fall. 

The county school 
superintendent’s office reported an 
increase of 398 children in the county 
public schools this September over the 
same time a year ago. 

The total number of children 
enrolled at the end of September was 
11,746, according to Sherry Hutto 
who tabulated the reports of all school 


principals. 

Reports from the first day of 
school indicated an increase of only 
about 250, but apparently, 
enrollments picked up during the first 
month of school. 


The county’s record in recent 
years has shown steady large increases 
in school population, and the building 
program has moved along, trying to 
provide adequate space for the 
children. 


The new Riverchase Middle 
School provided relief for 
overcrowding at Valley and Pelham 
High when it opened this fall. The new 
Columbiana Elementary School is 
scheduled to open in January, and will 
relieve overcrowding in the present 
school building. 

The school board last week set as 
its next first priority, the construction 
of an elementary school in Inverness, 
and similar needs are being felt 
elsewhere.

Authority for permission to change 
the landing pattern as a gesture of 
good will toward the group that is 
protesting extension of the runway. 

Chapman told the group of 
protesters at last week’s County 
Commission meeting that a right-hand 
landing pattern would reduce noise 
over their homes, because the planes 
would land differently. He said then 
that he would ask the FAA for the 
change at the time the runways are 
extended 1800 feet. 

But after the meeting, he decided 
to go ahead and request FAA 
permission for the change to show the 
residents he wanted to cooperate with 
them. He and others at the airport 
Strongly favor runway extension, 
claiming it would be a much safer 
airport for landing and takeoffs if the 
extra length were added. 

One reason the right hand landing 
pattern had not been used before, is 
that it requires planes to come in over 
the extensive power lines on the 
eastern edge of the airport. 

Civil Defense Director Bill Tucker 
told the Reporter the only change 
required on the ground was to make a 
segmented circle of rocks painted 
white to indicate to pilots flying in 
that the airport had a right hand 
landing pattern.

New fire truck answers 2 calls

Shelby County’s newest fire 
department is now in operation. 

The North Shelby County Fire 
and Emergency Medical District took 
possession of a new thousand gallon 
pumper last Thursday, checked out 
the vehicle on Friday and answered 
two fire calls on Saturday. 

The fire fighting unit went into 
operation on an official basis Saturday 
at noon. 

The first two alarms were 
answered satisfactorily, according to 
department spokesman Philip Walker. 
One of the calls was to a residence for 
a grass fire. The other was for grass 
and debris burning near a construction 
site. 

The new fire fighting organization 
is temporarily housed in the original 
golf club house in Inverness. The 
building has recently been used by the 
Rocky Ridge Fire Department. 

The former golf club house 
provides the fire fighting unit with 
sleeping quartets for the paid members 
of the department as well as garage 


space for the new fire truck. 

Grading is already underway for 
the construction of permanent 
facilities for the unit. The permanent 
location is near the intersection of 
Valleydale Road and Caldwell Mill 
Road, a point near the center of the 
area protected by the new fire 
department. 

Within two weeks, the unit will 
move to temporary quarters on the 
site of the permanent facilities. 

The North Shelby Fire District 
includes most of the area of Shelby 
County between I-65 and USS. 
Highway 280 and between the Shelby 
County-Jefferson County line and the 
base of Oak Mountain. This area 
includes the heavily populated 
Inverness, Riverchase and Indian 
Springs areas. 

Heading up the new department is 
Fire Chief Winston Boutwell who 
comes to Shelby County from 
Prichard where he served as chief of 
that municipal fire department. 

Four members Of’the department 
are -paid -fire-medics, They'are Philip 


Walker, Dennis Cook, Robert King and 
Randy Frank. Two members are paid 
fire fighters. They are Tim Durrett and 
Richard Payne. More than a dozen 
unpaid volunteers make up the rest of 
the department. 

The organization’s new fire engine 
is a Pierce Pumper with a thousand 
gallon per minute pump rating. Orders 
are expected to be placed in the near 
future for an additional pumper and a 
station wagon. Delivery date of the 
additional pumper will be more than a 
year. In the meantime the department 
anticipates leasing a pumper until their 
permanent second engine arrives. 

In addition to acquiring 
equipment, fire fighting personnel 
have prepared maps showing location 
of all houses, buildings, water lines and 
fire plugs. 

Permanent communications 
equipment is expected to arrive soon, 
Until a permanent dispatch office is 
established, the new fire fighting 
department will receive alarms and 
calls through the Pelham Police and 
Fire Departments.

to cost 1.3 


A new elementary school at 
Inverness is the number one priority of 
the county school board in a list of 
priorities sent to Governor Wallace this 
week, 

The addition of four classrooms at 
Thompson Elementary is the next 
priority. 

Money for both of these schools is 
already approved in the state bond 
issue. The cost of Inverness 
Elementary is estimated at 
$1,300,000, including architect’s fees, 
Acting Superintendent Vern Davis told 
the board last Wednesday. In 
comparing figures, he said the 
Inverness school could provide for 300 
students at that price where the 
Columbiana Elementary School is 
being built for the same price for 400 
students, but does not include the 
architect’s fee. 


The architectural firm of 
Thurston Sumner and Associates was 


designated to design the schools. 


The board voted in favor of these 
priorities by a vote of two with 
Barbara Whitman abstaining. Board 
members Lavon Moore and Doug Kent 
voted in favor of the priorities. Board 
chairman Elaine Highes was presiding 
and could not vote. 


Whitman protested, “It seems to 
me we're wasting money just getting 
by,with things that won’t do in the 
long run.” She referred to adding 
rooms at Thompson Elementary rather 
than planning a school in another site, 
and to preparing a long range plan for 
Chelsea, 

Nine other school projects 
were given priorities, with the 
understanding that changes could be 
made in the list. Mrs. Whitman voted 
against the second list of priorities 
which were: 


Daniels Property site preparation; 
8 classrooms at Montevallo 
Elementary; 4 classrooms and library 
at Thompson Elementary; 8 
classrooms at Vincent Elementary; 4 
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classrooms at Thompson Middle; 4 classrooms at Columbiana Elementary 
classrooms at Calera Elementary; 4 and 4 classrooms at Chelsea 
classrooms at Columbiana Middle; 4 Elementary. 


Hospital’s budget 
riddle explained 


The riddle of how Shelby 
Memorial Hospital’s budget could be 
10.7 percent higher than last year, yet 
show a 5.5 percent decrease was 
explained this week in a press release 
from the hospital. 

The total budget for the coming 
fiscal year was set at $8.7 million. It 
was assumed there would be 2,800 
more patient days during the coming 
year. At the same time the hospital 
wanted to cooperate with the cost 
containment policies set forth by 
national health organizations. 

So, in figuring what the actual 
increase in expenses would be, the 
hospital decided its budget was 5.5 
percent less than the expected 
increases. The nationwide goal of cost 
reduction is only 2 percent, so Shelby 
board members feel they have more 
than done their share to cooperate. 

The hospital is adding 22 full time 


employees and their salaries are 
included in the new budget. The

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Press may lose when it wins

Sixty years ago, a sick person who 
went to the hospital took a fifty-fifty 
chance that its ministrations would 
do more harm than good. Yet doc- 
tors were highly esteemed in public 
opinion. Today, when his brand of 
medicine is vastly improved, the 
medic’s standing in the polls has 
plunged dramatically. 

An even lower standing afflicts 
the nation’s press today, even 
though, it, too, is doing a far better 
job than yesteryear. In current 
polls, newspaper people are rated 
near the bottom of the occupational 
list, down among labor leaders, con- 
gressmen and used car salesmen. 
The doctor’s fall off can probably be 
attributed to the unconscionable 
money grubbing and interminable 
golf playing and resort hopping of a 
visible segment of that profession. 
Unfortunately, no such sybaritic 
explanation accounts for the press’s 
ill repute. It is in disfavor precisely 
because it is doing its job better than 
ever before, which is to say, it is dig- 
ging for news more abrasively and 
pursuing frauds more relentlessly 
than ever before. 

Much is said of press errors. 
However, it is not the errors of in- 
vestigation but the investigation 
itself, and the commotion and 
human carnage it causes that 
stimulates the current popular 
hostility. 

In the main, the press charges 
against Nixon and Agnew, Wayne 
Hayes and Bert Lance, the 
Watergate aides and the bribe- 
taking congressmen, have stood up. 
It is the diligence of the press in con- 
stantly looking for something 
wrong, not its carelessness, that is 
resented by large numbers. 

This means that large numbers 
object to the true mission of the 
press. It was not granted constitu- 
tional immunities and protection so 
it could go into the pap dispensing 
business of doing public relations 
work for celebrities but rather so it 
could hold their actions and poses up 
to a merciless light. In former 
periods, we have had a pap dispens- 
ing press and before we sink back 
into it by popular demand, let’s take 
a look at what this entails. 

It is often complained that 
celebrities — presidents for instance 
— are watched too closely, that the 
press has no respect for their 
privacy and that their most trivial 


quirks and personal ailments are 
callously blared out to the public. 
But it is the opposite press attitude 
— over-respect for a public person's 
privacy — that has caused the worst 
press derelictions. 

In the autumn of 1944, there was 
enough circumstantial evidence of 
President Roosevelt's medical un- 
fitness for a fourth term thai the 
press should have battered through 
the White House defenses, printed 
all it knew of the President’s 
decrepitude, and spearheaded a de- 
mand for honest information from 
outside experts. Perhaps the 
voters, given the facts, would have 
preferred a failing Roosevelt to a 
robust Dewey. But an over-polite 
press let them make the choice in 
the dark. 

A similar failure of press in- 
trusiveness occurred during Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s two major ill- 
nesses late in his first term: the 
massive heart attack and the ileitis 
operation. A docile press cooperated 
with White House publicists in sell- 
ing the false impression that Ike 
was really in charge of the major 
problems when in fact some 
reporters where bringing to their 
editors evidence that for a con- 
siderable period Ike was unaware of 
vital world events and unable to 
cope even minimally with his vast 
responsibilities, evidence that went 
mostly unpublished. 

The press is in disfavor, too, for 
supposedly being too quick to create 
scandals, for blowing up petty 
events and intimidating the govern- 
ment into launching damaging 
probes of office holders. Having liv- 
ed through the 1950s and 1960s, when 
it was necessary to build a bonfire 
under most of the press to get it 
moving on a real scandal, I contend 
that a fire-eating press is far better 
for the Republic than the reluctant 
dragon of yesteryear. 

I cite three instances involving the 
New York Times, not because it 
represents the worst in newspapers 
but the best, and its influential news 
policy, therefore, has _ great 
significance. 

The first is oft-cited case that the 
Times had foreknowledge of Presi- 
dent Kennedy's half-cocked Bay of 
Pigs operation but, out of deference 
to the government, kept it quiet — a 
service Kennedy later lamented. 

In 1957-58, Drew Pearson and I 


published many stories about 
widespread favor-taking and case- 
fixing in the federal regulatory com- 
missions, This trail, in the end, led 
to Eisenhower's White House chief 
of staff, Sherman Adams, and forc- 
ed his ouster. This scandal almost 
died out two or three times because 
the general press would not take it 
up. There was an attitude at large in 
the press, typified by the Times, 
that before a paper accused an of- 
ficial there should be an official ac- 
cusation, or at least an accusation 
by an official. Unfortunately, 
government agencies had a com- 
plementary policy: don’t accuse 
anyone unless forced to do so by 
press disclosure. Finally, we 
published excerpts from a 
memorandum prepared by the chief 
counsel of a House subcommittee 
proposing an_ investigation of 
general types of misconduct by un- 
named persons. This memorandum 
was kind of thin beer since we had 
already been naming the offenders 
and specifying their acts. But the 
existence of an official concern 
legitimatized this story for the 
Times, which published the memo in 
a front page account that set off an 
avalanche of press coverage and of- 
ficial reaction. 

Almost a decade later, our expose 
of Senator Tom Dodd was dying on 
the vine because other news outfits 
wouldn't pick it up. Two fine Times 
reporters submitted several ex- 
cellent stories on Dodd but they 
were pigeonholed by editors 
because there had not been any of- 
ficial accusation against Dodd. ‘“‘We 
report news, we do not create 
news,” they said. Fortunately, the 
Times scrapped this policy when it 
wrongly believed the Washington 
Post was about to jump in on the 
Dodd story. With the press finally in 
full pursuit of this inordinately 
documented scandal, the Senate 
censured Dodd and adopted its first 
code of ethics in two centuries. 

When the best of newspapers was 
displaying such investigative cau- 
tion, one dreads to recall what the 
mediocre were doing. Do we really 
want to go back to the days of an in- 
offensive press that was reluctant to 
roil the public or affront the power- 
ful by breaking the unpleasant news 
about sick presidents, corrupt com- 
missioners and bribe-taking con- 
gressmen?

Reporter that no tax is being charged 
for the past three months, The tax for 
cities is collected for the year ahead, 
she said, while taxes for the state and 
county are collected for the year that 
is already passed. 

Mrs. Reynolds quoted Title 37 of 
the Code as her authority, and said she 
had also telephoned state officials who 
confirmed it. 

The fiscal year for taxes, as well as 
for most governmental offices begins 
on October | each year and ends on 
the following September 30.

Shelter organizer responds 


Editor’s Note: 

George Starcher takes the Shelby 
County Animal Shelter very seriously. 

In fact, Starcher is concerned and 
is serious about nearly every issue that 
appears in the lives of Shelby 
Countians, He spent the largest part of 
his career with the Soil Conservation 
Service in Shelby County and was 
responsible for the construction of 
dozens of dams and ponds throughout 
the county. After his retirement, he 
joined the county department of 
Public Works where he has put his 
knowledge of the county and its 
people to work in many ways. 

He was given the job of building 
the animal shelter when citizens 
pushed the County Commission to 
establish it, and he wrote the rules for 
its use. 

From time to time criticism of the 
shelter comes up, and this week 
Starcher answers the recent questions 
with this statement: 

by George Starcher 

The Shelter was established upon 
a combination of Legislative Act and 
requests from Mayors of 
municipalities. No fees were set for 
animals brought to the shelter by law 
enforcement personnel. 

A small fee was set ($2.00 per cat 
or dog or $5.00 maximum for a litter 
of young) for animals brought in by 
individuals who would sign a form 
acknowledging their right to do so. 
This was expected to: 

1, Limit the number of animals 


brought in on whim or by 
irresponsible persons, 

2. Protect the pet-owning public 
from having some person bringing a 
temporarily strayed pet (or one who 
annoyed by barking, etc.) to the 
shelter anonymously, Such an animal 
might then be sold, or put to death 
before the owner could discover its 
whereabouts. 

For example: A valuable bluetick 
hound was brought to the shelter, kept 
over a week and sold before the owner 
traced it. Luckily for the county 
taxpayer the dog was located, 
adoption fee refunded and the dog 
given to its owner. A costly suit was 
avoided. 

As it was, we were accused of 
“being in cahoots with dog thieves”, 
providing a clear title to a valuable dog 
for merely $10.00 (or $12.00 since the 
person that brought it in paid $2.00 
fee). 

The County Commission may, at 
its discretion, eliminate the 
requirement for either the $2.00 fee or 
the ownership receipt or both. 

Personally, I cannot honestly 
recommend either course. Two dollars 
is only a fraction of what veterinarians 
charge, and only a fraction of the cost 
to the county at the shelter. I can see 
no reason for anyone who has fed or 
had a stray at his home for a 
reasonable period of time to object to 
signing a receipt saying he is owner 
(real or de facto) and has the right to 
surrender the animal to the shelter.

From 1914 until the last quarter 
of 1978 there have been four 
scuppemnong vines mixed up with my 
taste for the rascals. It ought to be 
against the law to like ‘em like I do. 
But I'd just have to slip around and get 
‘em and that’d make ’em taste even 
better. Like the peaches in W.G. 
Parker’s back orchard that a lot of 
guys remember who were hunting such 
things around 1918 or 1919. 

First, in 1914, there was the vine 
in the pasture below Granny’s house. 
The arbor had rotted down years 
earlier and the vine had snaked its way 
up a tall gum tree, almost higher than 
a boy could throw. But we kept at it, 
day after day, tossing sticks and 
chunks into the thick vines, knocking 
a few that always fell in the tall weeds. 
Once in a while we'd hit a heavy vine 
and the scuppernongs would rain 
down, while we crawled around on our 
hands and knees digging "em out of the 
grass. But it was never easy. Maybe 
that’s why they tasted so good, and 
why a boy kept going back day after 
day. 

Then, around 1920, Big Handy 
Ejlis had a vine on the old Hunter 
place west of town. We'd go up 
German hill and turn left and follow a 


wagon road all the way to the Hunter ~ 
house place. The vine ran along an old © 


fence, a crooked, winding fence some 
fellow, following a snake, had built 
years before. There were only the 
posts standing and a strand of wire 
long ago covered with vines. And on 
the vines oodles of scuppernongs. So 
many hidden under the leaves a boy 
could hardly believe it. 

Next, about the middle 1940's, 
Big Handy planted a half dozen vines 
and built an arbor that seemed to run 
forever on the edge of his garden 
across the road from Alf McClanahan’s 
house on the Kingdom road. That 
made it honky-dory for me, since Big 
Handy and I were as close as two little 
runaway boys. If he had a 
scuppernong vine I had permission to 
trespass with just one condition: I 
could eat all I wanted but I couldn't 
tote any off. That’s just the way it 
was. Even on the day his pretty 
granddaughter, Linda, went along and 
brought a basketful back for her 
grandmother to make jam. 

Then today I went down to 
Clarice Jordan’s place three miles 
below my house on the road to 
Walksie creek. Her husband, Frank, 
had built a scuppernong arbor before 
he died. And if you were fortunate 
enough to know Frank Jordan during 
his lifetime you know what kind of 
arbor it is. Steel posts and steel beams

for Riverchase School needs

Dick Mace wants $12,741 worth 
of new furniture for the new 
Riverchase Middle School. 

Mace, whose position as a trustee 
of the school was upheld by the courts 
after an ugly battle with the county 
school board, presented a shopping list 
to the board at its meeting last 
Wednesday. 

Mace pointed out to the board the 
the principal’s office, counseling 
rooms, the teacher lounge, the front 

ffice and secretarial areas are all 
rovided in the building, but have no 
furniture. 

He said the PTO has spent close to 
$7,000 already and wants its money to 
go to teaching materials rather than 
furniture. 

Mace said he had obtained prices 
on furniture and asked $3,835 to 
furnish the principal’s office; $3,735 
to furnish the assistant principal’s 
office; $2,100 for the teacher lounge, 
and smaller amounts for the other 
areas. 

“Do I get an answer on this now, 
or do I wait?” he asked. 

Acting Superintendent Vern Davis 
and Assistant Superintendent Ted 
Lansford told him that the state allows 
a teacher a desk and a chair for each of 
the areas described by Mace and they 
are available on request without board 
action, The state does not purchae 
filing cabinets, however. 

The board voted unanimously to 
buy five filing cabinets, agreeing with 


board member Doug Kent who 
commented, “I don’t see how you can 
require that man (the principal) to 
keep all those records with no place to 
put them.” 

Mace then asked the board to 
look into the fire protection at the 
school, saying the fire chief had told 
him the four inch main at the hydrant 
was not sufficient. Lansford 
commented that Riverchase was one 
of only three schools in the county 
that even has a fire hydrant, and none 
of the three has a main larger than 
four inches.

In Alabaster 
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Park raises hackles

Alabaster developer Greg Taylor 
says he’s committed to building a 
water slide amusement park in the 
Hickory Hills area. But residents of the 
subdivision on County Road 68 are 
equally determined that he won’t. 

Upset upon learning of the 
project, nearby property owners 
questioned whether it was permissible 
to set up such an enterprise in B-2 
zoning. 

At Monday night’s Council 
meeting an opinion from the League 
of Municipalities attorney was given. 
But no one from the area was present 
to hear it. 

Mayor Harold Davenport told the 
council and fair sized crowd who 
attended the meeting that attorney 
Perry Roquemore had advised him 
that the wording of the city’s zoning 
ordinance permitted the building of 
such a recreational facility. 

However, Devenport added, “I'd 
also like to get the Attorney General’s 
Opinion before construction is 
resumed, although that might take 
from six to eight weeks.” 

When the Reporter asked Taylor 
whether he would be willing to wait 
that long, he said that he would. 

“I don’t want to hurt anyone and 
I don’t want there to be any hard 
feelings,” Taylor declared. “If 1 had 
known there were going to be 
Objections to the location,” he 
continued, “I would have built it 
somewhere else.” 

However, now that he’s bought 
the property and installed a septic 
tank and field lines, Taylor says he 
can’t afford to forfeit that much 
money and he’ll have to continue on 
with the project. 

He expressed surprise that area 
residents didn’t know about the 
proposed park. “It was talked about 
for six months,” he remakred. 

But Sandra Templin, 
spokesperson for homeowners in the 
subdivision said no one knew about 
the project until the day bulldozers 
started clearing the land. 

Reasons given by homeowners for 
not wanting the park in their 
neighborhood included traffic 
congestion on the narrow streets, 
disturbance of the peace and quiet of 
their residential sector, and 
devaluation of their property. 


But Taylor contends the 
recreational facility will increase the 
value of surrounding land. And he 
emphasized that his reason for 
undertaking the project was to provide 
“a good, clean place for youngsters in 
the area to come and enjoy 
themselves,” 

He explained that the park would 
include the water slide, and perhaps a 
second one later on for older 
youngsters, a4 swimming pool, and 
enclosed tennis courts. There would 
also be adequate space for parking cars 
on the two acres of land, Taylor 
noted. 

Having studied slides located in 
other states, the developer reported 
that the one he designed would have 
deeper ditches and be much safer than 


most of the ones he had seen. 

But Hickory Hills residents are 
still adamant in contending the park 
shouldn’t be allowed in the B-2 
zoning. Explaining why no one 
concerned wast the Council meeting 
Monday night, Templin said, “It’s City 
Hall’s problem.” 

The group has an attorney, she 
remarked, “‘but we don’t intend to use 
him unless the city fails to take 
action.” As residents see it, the 
zoning ordinance is unclear about 
allowing such a park and they think it 
should be rewritten. 

However, the attorney for the 
League of Municipalities told the. 
Council in his letter, that the type of 
recreational facility in question was 
permitted by other cities in zoning 
designated B-2.

Jail withstands prisoner test

No, you cannot break the ‘‘glass’’ 
in the new Shelby County jail, even 
with a ten-pound sledgehammer. 

The new jail, that was occupied 
by prisoners for the first time last 
Thursday at noon, was tested and 
found secure, by Thursday night. 

In one of the cells, a prisoner who 
later said he had ‘‘lost his cool’’ 
jumped up and down on the metal

shelf that was mounted on the wall 
of his cell, until it broke off. 

Then he used the shelf as a tool to 
smash against the Watchgard win- 
dow in his cell. 

He managed to shatter it, but he 
could not make a hole in it. 

The Watchgard was installed in 
the jail rather than bars, on the 
suggestion of several architects. It is 
made of two sheets of plastic glass

fails on first round

A move to start legal procedures 
to sell Shelby Memorial Hospital to 
private interests was nipped in the bud 
by three Shelby County 
Commissioners Monday. 

None of the three would second a 
motion to put the issue on the 
November 7 ballot, so the proposal did 
not get off the ground. They all 
claimed the proposal came as a 
surprise, that they had not heard 
discussions on it with the hospital 
board or with citizens, and they did 
not feel the public would have time to 
inform themselves of the issues before 
November 7. 

Robert Byrd of Dogwood 
appeared at the Commission meeting 
with a petition bearing 314 names 
asking that the hospital be sold for an 
amount sufficient to pay for retiring 
the bonds that are presently obligated

by the hospital. 

The main reason behind the 
proposal was to reduce the four mill 
tax that property owners now pay to 
Support the county hospital. 
Traditionally the hospital has used the 
tax money to back the bonds used for 
construction of the facility. Byrd said 
the hospital now makes enough money 
to operate without the tax. 

The sum of $670,260 was 
collected last fiscal year from the four 
mills assessed for the hospital, and it 
will be about 20% higher this year, 
Byrd said. 

Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden suggested selling the county 
hospital soon after he assumed office 
in early 1977, but the idea was not 
taken seriously at the time. This is the 
first time it has come up again. 

If the four mills were removed 
from the hospital, it is assumed the

on state highways 


Motorists who travel State 
Highway 119 between Montevallo and 
Moore’s Crossroads or between 
Montevallo and Interstate 65 on State 
Highway 25 will have smoother driving 
in the near future. 

Representative Curtis Smith has 
been notified by Governor George 
Wallace that $100,000 has been 
allocated to resurface State Highway 
119 from its beginning in Montevallo 
to the intersection of 119 and County 
Road 22 (Moore’s Crossroads). Smith 
told the Reporter he had met with 
Governor Wallace earlier and stressed

the need for resurfacing these roads. 

Smith said the governor told him 
he hopes to continue the re-surfacing 
north of Moore’s Crossroads soon, but 
it is not in the present plans. 


In addition to the Highway 119 
resurfacing, Smith says the State 
Highway Department is planning to 
resurface State Highway 25 from 
Montevallo to Interstate 65 at the 
Clara Neal Motel in Calera. 


Another $127,000 has been 
allocated to resurface U.S. Highway 31 
from the Chilton County line to the 
intersection of Highway 31 and 
Interstate 65, north of Calera. This 
highway is in the district of 
Representative Sonny Moore. 


The Shelby-Jefferson County 
telephone network is being 
questioned by the Alabama Public 
Service Commission. 

In the telephone bills being sent 
out by South Central Bell to sub- 
scribers this month is a post card 
questionnaire asking them to vote 
on whether to divide the area served 
into smaller units. 

If changed, it would mean that 
telephone calls from Shelby County 
into Jefferson would be long distan- 
ce calls, instead of local calls. The 
entire area is now made up of 13 
divisions with toll free service bet- 
ween them. It is the third largest toll 
free area geographically in the 
United States after Denver and 
Atlanta. 

According to the explanation in 
the questionnaire, the base rate

area were not so large, but there is 
no estimate given on how much the 
rates might be lowered. 

The Public Service Commission 
asked subscribers to vote on two 
questions. 

The first was whether the sub- 
scriber wished to eliminate toll free 
service in the wide Jefferson-Shelby 
area, and be charged long distance 
fees for the calls he made outside the 
small area in which he lived. 

The second asked if subscribers 
would like to continue the present 
system and add the town of West 
Blocton in the toll free calling area. 
If West Blocton were added, it 
would cost resident subscribers ten 
cents more each month and business 
subscribers 20 cents more each mon- 
th, 
South Central Bell spokesman 
Ron Laughlin told the Shelby Coun- 


county leaders would want to leave at 
least two mills in effect. Snowden said 
the county could use the same tax 
money for other health purposes as a 
clinic or to support the county health 
department. 

All of the Commissioners agreed 
that the county could use more 
money, especially for the road 
program. No new road has been paved 
in the Shelby County System for three

Lowe and Jimmy Morris vigorously 
opposed the idea. 

Ned Bearden was especially firm 
in refusing to go along with the 
request. “All the comments I’ve been 
getting from the hospital are good,” he 
said. Later on, when pushed by Byrd, 
the normally easy-going Bearden raised 
his voice slightly, when he answered, 
“This Commission has never been 
asked to put anything on the ballot in 
30 days - not even a little thing - let 
along anything this big.” 

Morris commented, ‘‘Not a 
hospital board member or anybody 
has talked to me about it. I’m not 
opposed to people voting at all, but 
there’s not enough time.” 

Lowe agreed, “I don’t think we 
ought to do anything in a month’s 
notice. It needs to be presented to the 
people clearly.” 

Ballard said he was not necessarily 
for selling the hospital, but he said he 
has had a lot of people iell him they 
resent paying the four mill tax. He 
suggested the hospital could pay off 
the bonds and operate without the 
tax, and would not have to be sold. 

Hospital Board Chairman, Dean 
Jchn B. Walters, is known to oppose 
the idea of selling the hospital, and the 
hospital board members are thought to 
agree with him, 

Hospital Administrator Richard 
Lind expressed himself against the idea 
when it came up over a year ago and 
again this week.

A new salary scale for employees 
of Shelby County was adopted by the 
County Commission Monday.

As they gain experience and 
seniority on the job, their bi-weekly 
salaries will be increased to $320 and 
then to $340. Experienced people may 
enter the system at $340 and move up 
in 18 months to $362.24 bi-weekty. 

Part time employees who work in 
the front offices during peak tag 
season will start at $290 bi-weekly the 
first year they work; $300 the second 
year and $320 the third year.

Galicia had sued Adelaide P. Jones 
and Elaine Johnson of Inverness, 
asking a quarter million dollars. 

The accident occurred on 
September 27, 1976 on Highway 280 
at Valleydale Road. 


New county budget 


The Shelby County Commission 
adopted a budget for the 1978-79 
fiscal year of $5,238,991 at its 
meeting Monday. 

The general fund has the biggest 
revenue and appropriations in the 
amount of $2.2 million. 

The gasoline fund is expected to 
bring in $1.4 million and that same 
amount has been appropriated for 
expenses. 

The road and bridge fund is 
budgeted at $483,816, after some of 
the funds were shifted to the general 
fund to help balance the budget. 

Revenue sharing will“ bring in 
about $464,000. Other items are: 
Public Highway and Traffic fund, 
$202,000, jail construction fund, 
$209,000 and Law Enforcement 
Personnel Board, $100,390. 
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A mobile home trailer was in- 
stalled near the rear entrance of the 
Shelby County Courthouse this 
week to provide office space for the 
reappraisal program. 

According to Michael Brashier, 
corporation officer in the tax 
assessor’s office, the work is expec- 
ted to last from three to six months. 

Six people will be working in the 
new office, Brashier said, trying to 
reconcile the new data on property 
evaluations with the old records. 

Two state employees got started 
with the task on Wednesday and the 
tax assessor’s Office is in the process 
of employing four people to assist 
with the work. 


Courts begin year 


with clear docket 


Alabama Chief Justice C.C. 
Torbert, Jr. says the state’s three 
appellate courts will enter a new 
term-year this week with totally 


current dockets for the sixth 
consecutive year. 
Torbert said the zero backlog 


status of the three courts has been 
accomplished in spite of caseload 
increases during recent years. He 
congratulated the justices and judges 
on the courts for what he called their 
“diligent work.” 

This will be the ninth straight year 
the State Court of Civil Appeals has 
been totally current, the seventh 
straight year for the State Supreme 
Court and the sixth consecutive year 
for the State Court of Criminal 
Appeals. 

“The attention these judges have 
paid to their job is providing the 
people of Alabama undelayed justice 
in their appellate courts,” Torbert 
said. He added that Alabama’s 
appellate courts are probably the only 
such courts in the Nation with totally 
current dockets. Torbert said he feels a 
great deal of pride in this 
accomplishment. 

During the Supreme Court’s 
1977-78 term-year, the nine justices 
handled and disposed of 572 cases and 
petitions. The judges on the Court of 
Criminal Appeals handled and 
disposed of 837 matters and the judges 
on the Court of Civil Appeals handled 
and disposed of 230 cases.

Governor George C. Wallace has 
announced that by Executive Order he 
is changing the name of the State 
Department of Toxicology and 
Criminal Investigation to “THE 
ALABAMA DEPARTMENT OF 
FORENSIC SCIENCES”. 

The change was effective October 
1 with the beginning of the new fiscal 
year. The Governor and Dr. C. J. 
Rehling announced that the title was 
changed to more properly reflect the 
services provided by the laboratory 
system. Criminal investigation is more 
properly handled by the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation. The officers 
associated with the Forensic Sciences 
System are involved with scientific 
investigation of crimes or offenses. 
Most of this investigation occurs in a 
laboratory. 

Since its inception in 1935, the 
Department has had to expand its 
services so that today Forensic 
Toxicology is only one of three major 
divisions; the other two being 
Criminalistics and Forensic Pathology. 
Forensic Toxicology is the science of 


analyzing and evaluating body tissues 
or fluids for the presence of drugs or 
poisons. Forensic Pathology is a 
special branch of medicine dealing 
with the determination of the cause 
and manner of death where a person 
died at the hands of another, under 
suspicious circumstances, or while not 
under the immediate care of a 


physician. Criminalistics is a large area 
of science dealing with the analyses 
and evaluation of physical evidence 
such as tablets and capsules, firearms 
and toolmarks, hair, soil, glass, fibers, 
dried bloodstains and handwriting. 
The Department has individuals who 
specialize in these various areas of 
work.

Riverchase sewer plan studied 


The Riverchase group that wants 
to form its own sewer district may 
be in for some legal hassles with the 
Northwest Shelby County Sewer 
Authority (NWSCSA). 


The subject was brought up 
Monday in the County Commission 
meeting when Commissioner Doug 


Even with the additional charge, 
Strickland said that bills for the past 
two months were probably higher 
because of the dry weather. 

He also called attention to the 
fact that the present rate is one of the 
lowest in the county and also that 
customers now receive 1,000 gallons 
more water for the minimum 
charge. 

Another matter discussed at the 
meeting concerned stray dogs. Mayor 
Dick Ozley announced that Dog 
Detention Week would begin Oct. 16 
and that dogs running loose would be 
picked up. 

There was some talk of adopting a 
leash law and Councilman Bill Seales 
Suggested studying the ordinances 
which other cities had enforced. 

In other business, the Mayor 
appointed Beth Strickland to serve on 
the Park and Recreation Board for a 
four year term. 


Ballard gave a report on his in- 
vestigation into the matter. 


He said he had found that if the 
Riverchase group took the increased 
allotments that the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission and the 
Environmental Protection 
Association have given the area, it 
would weaken the NWSCSA.

He said he under- 
stands the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society does not want to underwrite 
the bonds, so financing it may be 
impossible anyway. 

There is a present indebtedness of 


$33,000 with the NWSCSA he 
reported. Ballard said ‘‘We need to 
look carefully before we let River- 
chase pull out with the most 


lucrative area and leave us with the 
debt.”’ 

The Commission asked Ballard to 
continue his inquiries.

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AMENDMENT ONE 
STATE of ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 

BY THE 
GOVERNOR 
WHEREAS, The 
Legislature of Alabama at the 
Second Special Session 1978 
ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a cer- 
tain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, 
which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered 
that the said election be held 
on Tuesday, November 7, 1978, 
the day of the General Elec- 
tion in the year 1978; and 
WHEREAS, the General 
Election in the year 1978 will 
be and occur on Tuesday, 
November 7, 1978; and 
WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the 
proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the 
provisions of the act sub- 
mifting the amendment to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in 
each county in the State of 
Alabama for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 
NOW, THEREFORE, |, 
George C. Wallace, as Gover- 
nor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 7th day of November 1978, 
an election will be held at the 
several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form prescribed 
by law upon the following 
proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“Section 217. (a) On 
and after October 1,

In the past, many blind people 
avoided using a white cane because it 
evoked images of street corner beggars 
and tin cups. Today, the white cane 
has become a symbol of the new 
independence of the blind. With the 
use of a lightweight travel cane and 
modern mobility techniques, blind 
people can travel anywhere, safely and 
alone. Now the white cane is carried 
with pride -- a sign that it is 
respectable to be blind. 

But old images die slowly. 
Seventy percent of the working-age 
blind are unemployed or working at 
menial tasks at below minimum wage. 
And yet, there are blind people 
working alongsdie sighted people as 
judges, lawyers, doctors, auto 
mechanics and farmers. The blind are 
accustomed to being blind; they have 
techniques to do what you use your 
eyes for. There is a difference, 
however. Because of the high 
unemployment rate for the blind, 
those who do work are exceptionally 
loyal and diligent. They need that job 
and they will stick with it. 

This is why a day has been set 
aside to think about the blind -- to 
think about them as they really are. 
Blindness does not have to be a 
tragedy. Blind people can live noimal, 
satisfying lives. The difference will 
come when the sighted cease to regard 


the blind as odd or limited and 
welcome them into the regular 
pursuits of life.

New kill switch 
required in

Boats measuring less than 26 feet 
in length operating on Alabama 
waters after January 1, 1979 will be 
required to have automatic ‘‘shut- 


__ off’” switches. 


The regulation, signed by John 
W. Hodnett, Commissionr of the 
Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, states: 

“Effective January 1, 1979, it 
shall be unlawful on the waters of 
this state for any person to operate, 
or give permission to another person 

operate, any vessel less than 26 

et in length, having an open cock- 
pit, and having more than 25 hor- 
sepower, unless said vessel is equip- 
ped with an emergency engine or 
motor shut-off switch. 

‘*The shutoff switch must be con- 
structed and installed in such a 
manner so that, when in use, any 
removal of the operator from the 
normal operating station will result 
in the immediate shut-off of the 
engine or motor. 

**For purposes of this regulation 
‘‘open cockpit’? means any vessel 
not having a permanently affixed 
top or cabin over the normal 
operating station.”’

Citizens aid bank robber search

The widely held belief that no one 
is willing to stick their neck out to 
assist the police didn’t prove true in 
Shelby County last week. 

A Pelham man directed law 
enforcement officers to the site where 
he had discovered an abandoned 
newborn baby Tuesday morning. And 
a Chelsea man and his brother were 
responsible for finding the vehicle that 
two bank robbers ditched during their 
escape that same afternoon. 

The Chelsea men also spent 
several hours assisting police in their 
search for the suspects. 

Driving over Double Oak 
Mountain with his car scanner turned 
on, John King related that he heard 
the news about a robbery at the 
Cahaba Valley Branch of the First 
National Bank of Columbiana. 

**] just turned around and headed 
back,”’ he reported. And it’s a good 
thing for police that he did. Bank 
tellers, he said, told police that the 
getaway car had sped off in a 
southerly direction. 

However, King reported he hadn’t 
seen the car they described as he drove 
back to the bank. Deputy Sheriff Cecil 
Nummy, who arrived moments later 


from over the mountain, backed up his 


report. 

As police ‘questioned the two 
tellers, who had been robbed by two 
white males wearing ski masks. King 
and his brother Bobby decided to start 
out looking for the getaway car. King 
explained that his brother had driven 
up shortly after the robbers. 

Assuming that the suspects had 
gone north, and turned off Hwy. 280 
to elude police, the brothers went 
down Hugh Daniels Drive to see if 
they could spot the car. 

Their hunch proved correct and 
they found the black Chevrolet station 
wagon about a half mile down the 
road. “I went back to the bank to 
report what we'd found,” John King 
said, “while my brother stayed behind 
to see that no one touched the car 
we'd discovered.” 

When police and FBI agents 
examined the ground around the 
abondoned car, King said they found 
skid marks, indicating another car had 
driven away at a high rate of speed. 


Taking off in pursuit of the 
robbery suspects, Deputy Cecil 
Nummy was joined by Bobby King. 
Driving up Vandiver Mountain, the 
two spotted a Mustang with men 
answering the suspects’ description.

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Sulphur butterflies pass through county 


making their way to unknown destination 


by Reporter Staff 

Don’t mind those brilliant yellow 
butterflies valiantly attempting to fly 
in the violent wake of the automobile 
ahead of you. They're just passing 
through. 

The Sulphur Butterfly, named for 
its coloration, is migrating in large 
groups through parts of Shelby 
County. 

According to Dr. Gene Sledge, 
University of Montevallo biology 
professor, not much is known about 
the trek of the Sulphurs. 

“We're just now finding out where 
the Monarch Butterflies migrate,” he 
said, citing a National Geographic 
Magazine article on the event. 

He said a great deal of study has 
been done on the migration of birds, 
but on the subject of insect migration 
he said, “There’s not as much known 
about that.” 

Quoting from a voluminous 
reference book, he read, “The 
Sulphurs are fast, strong flyers, but are 
easily caught in flowers.”

Hunting season is now 


Well, it’s finally arrived! This 
Saturday is the opening of deer 
season for bowhunters. Yet, many 
hunters will be slow at getting game 
because they may have left out a 
valuable asset ..... scouting. 

You should spend at least half of 
your bowhunting preparation time 
in the woods, actually scouting for 
game. And in the process of helping 
nudge the odds for success, you will 
also have a good time in the woods 
and may learn more about deer 
habitat. 

Besides learning where deer are 
more likely to be, you’ll be learning 
how wild animals move and live in 
their natural habitat, learning how 
weather, food supplies, and cover - 
or the lack of it - affect their 
movements, learning how the 
seasons of the year change their 
movement and eating habits and 
patterns. 

In pre-season scouting, you’re 
roaming around in the outdoors 
during one of the most colorful and 
pleasant times of the year. You 
don’t have the pressure of getting in 
the woods early or have to carry 
weapons with you. In short, you can 
relax and enjoy the outdoors. 

Yet, many bowhunters and those 
who use rifles, often concentrate so 
heavily on shooting practice that 
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they fail in the scouting part of hunt 
preparation. It doesn’t matter how 
good a shot you are if you don’t 
know where to look for the game. 

If you can learn where the game is 
and how to hunt it, your marksman- 
ship will pay off. Otherwise, you 
might as well keep shooting at tin 
cans. 

Don’t give up if you haven’t done 
your scouting though. It’s not too 
late to get busy, and maybe you’ll 
catch up to other more prepared 
hunters in terms of success. Good 
luck.

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Squirrels, rabbits ripe 


for hunter’s bullseye 


The hunting season for four 
species of small game--squirrel, 
rabbit, opossum and raccoon--will 
open on Saturday, Oct. 14, Conser- 
vation Commissioner John W. 
(Toppy) Hodnett announced this 
week. 

On squirrel, the Oct. 14 opening 
will apply only to 18 north Alabama 
counties. The squirrel season in the 
rest of the state will open Oct. 25. 
The counties in which the season 
will open Oct. 14 include Blount, 
Calhoun, Cherokee, Cleburne, 
Colbert, DeKalb, Etowah, 
Franklin, Jackson, Lauderdale, 
Lawrence, Limestone, Madison, 
Marion, Marshall, Morgan, St. 
Clair and Winston. 

The squirrel population should be 
larger than last year, according to 
Wildlife Section Chief Bill Holland, 
who said the increase was due to a 
good mast crop last fall. 

The bag limit on squirrels will be 
eight per day and eight in 
possession. 

The outlook for rabbits is good. 
Holland said there should be a slight 
increase in the population statewide. 
He pointed out that the rabbit 
population can differ significantly

from one area to another, depen- 
ding upon the local predator 
population. 

The bag limit on rabbits is eight 
per day and eight in possession. 

The opossum population is repor- 
ted to be good and there is no bag 
limit or possession limit on this 
species. 

Raccoons are reported to be plen- 
tiful in central and south Alabama, 
according to Holland, but the 
population is about the same as last 
year in north Alabama, Holland 
concluded. 

The bag limit on raccoons is one 
per person per day or two per party 
per day. The possession limit is the 
same as the daily bag limit.

Dress right or you'll pay the price 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Being properly dressed at a chur- 
ch wedding is NOT as important as 
being properly dressed for hunting! 

Of course, as the groom, you 
could be slightly uncomfortable clad 
in that frilly-shirted tuxedo. As the 
bride you could be embarassed if 
you lose a slipper heel as you knock- 
knee your nervous halting two-step 
sashay to the altar. 

That weeding may take a half 
hour and should last a lifetime. A 
hunting trip is one adventure after 
another three to four months in 
every year! 

Should you go on a two-day or 
longer hunting trip in the deep 
woods with improper clothing and 
footwear, you may not only be un- 
comfortable -- you could be 
downright miserable! In fact, you 
could suffer from frostbite or ex- 
posure and have a bout with flu or 
pneumonia. 


Here’s one example why proper 


winter hunting clothing is impor- 
tant. Did you realize you lose 60 to 
80 percent of your body heat in win- 
ter if you don’t wear a hat? Sounds 
ridiculous but remember your head 
without cover is usually the only 
naked part of your body hanging 
out in the cold! This heat loss is true 
even though you wear warm gloves. 
Seems that I have learned that the 
arteries in the head don’t ‘‘shrink’’ 
like those in your fingers and toes 
when the heat thermostat in you 
body core demands that extra war- 
mth to keep your torso at 98.€ 
degrees F. When this demand takes 
place, your fingers and toes begin to 
pain you because your body ‘‘core”’ 
is calling for that heat. Even if 


you’re wearing gloves, but not’ 


headgear, you’re losing that heat 
continuously through your head! 
It’s no different than trying to fill a 
bucket when you’ve poked a hole in 
the bottom. 

Let’s outfit ourselves properly 
from head to foot for the woods and 
fields in winter. I’ve always worn a

hat or a cap, but I have learned a 
great deal about proper wear the 
past few months. For day in and out 
in mildly cold weather I prefer a 
felt-lined billed cap or hat with turn- 
down ear flaps. The plain billed cap 
that will shade your eyes from the 
sunrays or a regular hat is sufficient 
for balmy weather. On those days 
when the frost looks like divinity 
icing on a cake and your breath 
spurts out like steam from a clothes 
pressing iron, I like that simple pull- 
on woolen skull cap with fluffy ball 
on top -- the toboggan, or Balaclava 
helmet. I especially recommend the 
one you can fold up above your 
ears. When the weather changes for 
the worst, you can convert the cap

into something that covers your chin 
and ears and leaves only your eyes, 
nose and mouth -- your full face -- 
exposed. This probably centuries- 
old headgear is surely the best 
gadget you can buy for preventing 
heat loss from the head and neck. 

Buy your headgear of whatever 
type in ‘‘hunter’’ or florescent 
orange for safety purposes when 
you are deer hunting. 

Here is my prescription for out- 
doors wear in order of descending 
importance: (1) warmth, (2) com- 
fort, and (3) wearability. Putting 
and keeping warmth in winter 
clothing is simple -- dead air space 
between your nakedness and the 


outside elements is the key. Warm 


that dead air space with your body 
heat. Keep that heat and you will be 


.comfortable! 


Before going out in the chill, dress 
in layers -- pull off an outer garment 
when you get too hot. The one best 
fabric is wool. With one exception -- 
stay away from cotton. Cotton ab- 
sorbs moisture, then sticks to your 
skin. Then you get cold. 

Richard Payne, a sporting goods 
specialist from North Carolina, who 
along with Mrs. Vondalyn Hall, 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
Service specialist in clothing, sup- 
plied me with excellent winter wear 
information, tells camping groups 
“not to take any cotton garment 
along for outdoors wear!”’

Big Buck Contest begins 


The Alabama Wildlife 
Federation’s fifth annual Big Buck 
Contest began with the opening of 
bow season in many areas October 
14th. All bucks scoring more than 
40 points on the Boone and 
Crockett measuring system will be 
eligible for an official Big Buck pat- 
ch, if taken with bow and arrow un- 
der the rules of fair chase. Such 
bucks may also be entered in the 
statewide big buck contest. 

Deer season for hunters using 
firearms begins in most parts of the 
state November 17th. Deer bagged 
with guns must score 100 points or 
more to win a patch and be entered 
in the big buck contest. To be en- 
tered in the Big Buck Contest, deer 
must be measured at one of the 
more than 100 measuring stations 
throughout the state. 

Handsome plaques are awarded 
to the hunter taking the largest 
typical rack, the hunter taking the 
largest non-typical rack and the 
bowhunter taking the largest rack.

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How to sight-in your scope 


How many hunters have bought a 
new rifle and scope just before hunting 
season opened, had the scope bore 
sighted at the sporing goods store and 
then complained about their lack of 
success in the field? 

Too Many!! 

Typical bore sighting is only roughly 
accurate, and a very small error can 
mean missing the target by a number 
of yards. 

Instead, a hunter should take the 
time to sight in properly. 

Sighting-in scopes is not difficult, 
and the steps shown in the six 
following illustrations describe a 
simple way to zero any rifle accurately, 
with a minimum of time and 
ammunition. 

1. Place target 25 yards from the 
firing point. 


2. Shoot from bench rest or prone 
position, resting fore-end of rifle 
(never barrel) on padded surface. Fire 
a three shot group at 25 yards, holding 
the rifle steady and squeezing the 
trigger.

Boots are a must 


and the type you wear 


makes a difference 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Boots, not shoes, are a must in 
hunting. Boots are warmer than 
shoes. Since your feet are going to 
swell from strenuous walking and 
you are going to use thicker socks 
than when you are wearing street 
shoes, it may be wise to buy boots in 
one size longer than street shoe size 
and two sizes wider. Of course, to 
get the perfect fit, you’ll have to try 
on boots in a store and carry along 
your hunting socks. Quality boot 
catalogs specify your shoe size but 
also ask you if you wear woolen 
socks. 

Stay away from insulated boots. 
If you walk a lot, your feet are going 
to get hot. This means a great deal 
of sweat will build up inside your 
boots. Your best bet is a non- 
insulated boot. Then with several 
pairs of dry socks in your coat, you 
can change often. If you wear an in- 
sulated boot, you can’t change and 
expect any benefit. (Oh, you could 
take along a second pair of dry, in- 
sulated boots!) 

Get boots from eight to 12 inches 
high. In my youth footwear of the 
bird hunter was the 16-inch high 


lace leather boot, but this created a 
problem if you walked behind your 
bird dogs. The tightly laced high- 
topped boots bound calf muscles. I 
see a number of hunters who clump 
around in pointed slip-on boots. 
The pointed toe is the ‘‘cowboy”’ 
style. Now, pointed boots belonged 
to the western cowboy in the 1800’s. 
He spent 98 percent of his walking 
time in the saddle. The pointed toes 
and ‘ong heels helped his feet find 
stirrups and keep them there. 
Walking in those montrosities made 
him a cripple. If he got down off his 
horse and walked a city block, he 
became a wheelchair case! Buy 
name brand boots for best service. 

‘Tuck your trousers inside your 
boot tops--keep that warm air in! In 
winter woods browsing with 
weapon, stay away from bluejeans 
altogether! They are the worst gar- 
ments you can wear. When they get 
wet, they get tight and then they 
freeze. 

What about proper care of your 
winter wear? Vondalyn Hall, 
Alabama Extension clothing 
specialist, says to wash and dry your

nylon windbreaker and other gar- 
ments of man-made fibers. 

If your down garments get soiled- 
-and this goes for sleeping bags-- 
simply wash in a mechanical washer 
in warm--not hot--water with a mild 
detergent. Then dry in a mechanical 
dryer so the moisture evaporates. 
Vondalyn even tossed in a 
suggestion that folks who have 
inherited grandparents’ old feather 
beds that have shown soil can be 
washed and dried in the big 
washateria machines. Be sure 
there’s no holes. 

If you get your woolen garments 
wet and muddy on a hunting trip, 
take them to the drycleaners. Do not 
wash. Better yet, read the ‘‘care”’ 
label on any garment. It will 
prescribe proper cleaning. 

If you are out in the rain most 
hunting trips, such as on good duck 
hunting days, you should have rain 
gear so wet and wind won’t take 
away all your body heat and result 
in your dying of hyperthermia--sud- 
den lowering of body temperature. 
You can become unconscious when 
your body temperature (98.6 
degrees F.normal)drop to 88 or 
87 degrees F., and you may die

when this goes down to 85 or 80! 

I think the old army type poncho 
is the ticket for shedding most of 
that rain and wind. A Cagoule, 
which is akin to a poncho, is ex- 
cellent. Some of you may prefer 
lightweight pull-overs and trousers 
that are water resistant. Never ex- 
pect to get ‘‘waterproof’’ material. 
You want water resistant stuff, 
because this material permits 
passage of air but repels passage of 
moisture. 

Most of us toss our boots on the 
back porch, but boot care is impor- 
tant. Thcre’s not much you need do 
about rubber boots except wash 
them off under the lawn hydrant 
when you get out of the car and dry 
them out slowly. Never, never dry 
boots and shoes of any material 
over high heat. Leather boots get 
caked with mud. They need to be 
cleaned every trip. I use warm water 
with castile soap and a semic-stiff 
bristle brush. When the boots are 
dry, I rub in a layer of saddle soap 
and/or Lexol. You can use some 
other leather preservative. Hang 
boots upside down if you can. If 
you can’t, stuff wadded newspapers 
inside to more rapidly absorb the 
moisture.

Traditionally, the closest most 
women get to hunting is when their 
husbands bring home game to be 
prepared for dinner. 

But there are those few plucky 
females that grab their bow or rifle 
and go out and hunt with the best of 
the men. 

Take Mrs. Randy (Penny) 
Gallups of Vincent who annually 
goes hunting with her husband. 


Penny said she has hunted with a 
bow at the Creek Bowhunters Club 
but she has shot with a 30-ought-6 
rifle. ‘I mostly shoot a .22 because 
they don’t make so much noise,’’ 
she said. 

Preferring to shoot at targets set 
up at the Bowhunters’ range, Penny 
said, ‘‘They stand still there.’’

After struggling for several weeks 
to balance Alabaster’s budget for the 
1978-79 fiscal year, Finance Chairman 
Charlotte Burke urged the council 
Monday night to impose an additional 
one cent sales tax. 

The motion passed by a 3-2 vote 
with Councilman Jack Zuiderhoek and 
Councilwoman Mayo Taylor opposed 
to the idea. Zuiderhoek took the stand 
that merchants should be appraised of 
the proposal before putting it into 
effect. 

But Burke was adamant the budget 
be passed Monday evening. “I don’t 
see putting it off,” she said. “I think 
we'd really be living dangerously.”

The only alternative to the sales tax, 
Burke reported was cutting down in 
Some of the departments. “And we’re 
just supporting necessities now,” she 
stressed, 

Revenue collected by the city last 
year amounted to $641,000. and 
anticipated expenses this year add up 
to $766,050. With the one cent tax, the 
finance chairman said that between 
between $125,000 and $150,000 
should be added to the city coffers. 

Saying she wished the tax didn’t 
have to beimposed, Burke pointed out 
it was the only way she could see to 
continue providing services which 
residents expected. 

Although expenses in the Police 
Department were said to be “cut to 
the bone,” their appropriation of 
$226,000, is the largest item in the 
budget.

Bank robbery suspects 


captured in Florida 


Two suspects have been taken into 
custody in Panama City, Florida for 
the robbery of the Cahaba Valley 
Brancn of the First National Bank of 
Columbiana. 


According to L.R. Kirkpatrick, 
Special Agent in Charge of the FBI 
office in Birmingham, the suspects 
were picked up Oct. 13 and are now in 
the Bay County jail. 


If convicted of the Oct. 3 robbery, 
Sebie Rel Winfrey, 41, and Larry Earl 
Reno, 31, could receive prison 
sentences of up to 25 years and as 
much as $10,000 in fines or both. 

The FBI office said the two will be 


brought back to the state and placed 
in the Jefferson County jail. 

Wearing ski masks and armed with a 
revolver and sawed off shotgun, the 
Suspects reportedly made off with 
$10,000 from the bank which is 
located at the intersection of Hwy.

Dear Dr. Hubbert: 

I am sending this letter to you 
hoping it will make you do some 
serious thinking about theproblem of 
discipline in the schools of Alabama 
and that you inturn will make others 
who are in authority start thinking 
seriously abast this problem. 

The job of successful teaching has 
become too great for us to teach and 
show progress in comparison to the 
modern methods and materials which 
we have to work with today, especially 
when the child has been informed by 
higher authorities that the teacher can 
no longer give the punishment 
necessary to control her classroom. 

I realize that there are two kinds 
of discipline - good and bad - and that 
bad discipline is not only unnecessary, 
but positively harmful and 
demoralizing But on the other hand, 
since we are failing to maintain good 
discipline, our schools are speedily 
becoming a huge disorganized, 
demoralized, and unmanageable mob. 
As a result d this our children are 
being short-changed educationally. 

All of us realize the fact that there 
can be no efficient organization of any 
kind without discipline. In fact, 
discipline is the most serious problem 
in the schools today. There is a 
tendency toward letting down the bars 
to students from the first grade 
through high school that is 
endangering not only the usefulness 
and efficiency of the schools but their 
very life andexistence; and unless this 
tendency is curbed, chaos will result. 
We are, in fact, seeing these results 
already in the schools of Alabama. 

The future of our country 
depends Targely on our schools. It is 
there that ow citizens are trained. The 
school, under the direction and 
leadership of the teacher, is primarily 
designed for the training of good 
citizens with the ability to think and 
act for the mselves and to govern

In Alabaster 
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Disco spot proposed

If plans for the two proposed 
recreational facilities go through, 
Alabaster may well become a Mecca 
for teenagers. 

Controversy over plans to put ina 
water slide has halted that project for 
the present. But at Monday night’s 
Council meeting a proposal was 
submitted to establish a teenage 
recreation center on the city’s main 
street. 

Jim Ingram spoke in behalf of Carl 
Love, who would finance the teen 
center. It would be located, Ingram 
reported, under the pool hall with the 
main attraction being disco dancing 
with a DJ spinning records. 

Stating that he would have no 
interest in the enterprise, Ingram, who 
owns Mobile Market in Pelham, 
emphasized Love’s reason for wanting 
to open the center was to provide a 
“wholesome place for teenagers to go 
where they would be __ properly 
supervised.” 

Love, the owner of two hairdressing 
establishments, told the Reporter he 
has been considering the project for 
nearly a year. His concern about his 18 
nieces and nephews started him 
thinking about the center, Love said. 

“Parents won’t have to worry about 
alcohol or dope when their children 
come here,” Love declared. He said 
that his sister, Virginia Simmons, who 
works with a church youth group, and 
Geraldine Robinson, his aunt, who 
worked for the Park and Recreation 
Board 12 years, will supervise the 
center. 

Telling the council who could use 
the center, Ingram said it would be for 
youngsters between the ages of 13 and 
18, who are of good character. He 
added that an off duty or auxiliary 
policeman would also be on hand to 
keep an eye on things. 

A membaship fee of $3 a year 
would be charged, Ingram related, in 
addition to a charge for admission 
tickets. He pointed out that anyone 
causing trouble would have their 
membership taken away. 

The council indicated they would 
approve the center in the proposed 
location if it met fire safety and 
building standards. They set $25 as the 
license fee to operate the business. 

“I think this is something Alabaster 
will be proud of,” Ingram declared, 

While discussing license fees earlier 
in the meeting, Councilwoman 
Charlotte Burke reported that an 
increase needed to be made in 10-12

in remodeled Flowerhill mansion i se

Flowerhill has a new look. 
The 50 year old University of 
Montevallo’s presidential mansion 


underwent a face lift that took over a 
year to complete. 

But the crowd that toured the 
home Thursday as part of Founder’s 


Day activities seemed to fee! that the 
time spent in bringing about the 
transformation was well worth while. 

“It seems so warm and livable 
now,” remarked one guest. And it was 

plain for all to see that Flowerhill now 
lives up to its name. 

In addition to cut flowers and 
potted plants in every room, a bright 
coral color on walls, carpet and fabric 
unifies the downstairs area of the 
mansion. A 

Dr. Jame s Vickrey Jr., who moved 
back into the home with his family in 
August, noted that before the 
remodeling nothing inside seemed 
related to the flower theme. 

Another thing the UM president 
said he found lacking was “‘a sense of 
history.” He’s rectifying that situation 
by putting up small brass plaques with 
information concerning significant 
events, 

During the open house last week, 
Vickrey put a plaque on thg front 
door noting the event, and one in the 
guest bedroan telling who occupied it 
for the first time after the remodeling. 

Vickrey ha also started to build a 
book collection that will remain in the 
mansion’s library when he leaves. 

Reluctant to talk about the cost 
of the restoration, Vickrey explained 
that his openness on the subject before 
the project began had brought a lot of 
criticism his way. 

But the UM’s Board of Trustees 
had agreed the residence was badly in 
need of repair and gave instructions 
that it was to be restored to its original 
condition. 

So the home was completely 
gutted inside and the plastered walls 
with period mouldings that guests 
admired were nothing more than 
studsa few months ago. 

The original wiring that had never 
been replaced apparently had caused 
an undetected fire in the walls as 
evidence od the damage was found 
during the renwation. 

When the Vickreys first moved 
into the mansion, plaster was falling 
off the walls, the floor was 
deteriorating in several places, and 
some of the furnishings were in poor 
condition. 

As soon as the president and his 
family moved into temporary living 
quarters, workmen went about 
rebuilding the walls, shoring up and 
refinishing floors and rewiring the 
mansion. 

The only structural changes in the 
residence, Vickrey said, was the 
removal of a closet wall to connect the 
family bedroom with a small sitting 
room area. 

Most of the furnishings throughout 
the home are new and they were 
selected to complement the mansion’s 
Georgian Colonial design. Eclectic was 
the word one guest used to describe 
the blend of Queen Anne, Chippendale 
and Chinese Chippendale sytles of 
furniture. 

All the rugs in the downstairs area 
and wallpaper in the dining room was 
especially designed for Flowerhill. 

According to the Vickreys, 
opening their home to students and 
other guests won't be a sometimes 
thing. Student meetings are to be held 
at Flowerhill ona regular basis, one 
UM staff member said.

Auditorium complete at MHS 


A sock hop Friday evening was 
one of the first events to be held in 
Montevallo High School’s brand 
new auditorium. 

Completed at a cost of $90,000, 
the room that was destroyed by fire 
last December had to be entirely 
rebuilt, and the work took longer 
than anticipated. 

At the beginning of the fall school 
term, the auditorium still wasn’t 
ready for the first assembly. But 
finishing touches have now been 
applied and the room is once more 
ready for meetings, plays and dan- 
ces. 


It will also be used on a limited 
basis for small PE classes. 


One of the improvements in the 
new auditorium is the lighting. ‘‘It’s 
ten times better now,’’ noted Prin- 
cipal Cratie Corbett. 


The lower ceiling of acoustical tile 
has inset lighting and four overhead 
heaters have been installed. Corbett 
reported that the school hopes to 
apply part of the remainder of the 
$125,000 legislative appropriation 
the school was given to having the 
room air conditioned.

One of them set out to fill a niche 
in the ministry of the Methodist 
church; the other aspired to be a 
major league pitcher. Each attained 
his goal early in life and each has 
since entered the field of education. 

Now the two, Edwin F. Belue and 
Kenneth R. Tatum, find themselves 
at the helm of Pelham High School 
and from all reports, this seemingly 
unlikely administrative team is 
proving to be an effective one. 

“‘As far as I’m concerned, they 
are doing a super job,’’ says 
Legislative Committee chairman, 
Dr. Reginald Hug. ‘‘I think they 
complement each other and they 
have given us some fine leadership. 

‘Ken brought the leadership of 
last year to the team; Ed is very in- 
novative and between the two of 
them, I think they are going to lead 
us on a course that will produce an 
exciting learning atmosphere,”’ 

Another school patron, PTO co- 
president Kathy LaFave, praises 
Belue for his ‘‘fine, positive at- 
titude.”’ 

‘His enthusiasm has been con- 
tagious,’’ she notes. ‘‘He has done 
so much for the school in the short 
time he has been here. 

“1! think Mr. Tatum is doing a 
fantastic job with the kids,’’ she 
continues. ‘‘He put in a lot of hours 
this summer that he didn’t have to. 
He painted most of the school.”’ 

Teachers and students, too, have 
responded favorably to the present 
leadership, according to one faculty 
member. ‘‘We, as teachers, have a 
lot of input,’’ she said, ‘‘and as far 
as the students are concerned, 
school spirit seems high. I think they 
are assuming more pride and 
responsibility in the school, also.’’ 

Although the two principals came 
to the school by diverse routes, both 
heve solid academic backgrounds 
and similar professional goals. 

Tatum, who is serving his second 
year as assistant principal, received 
his Bachelor’s degree in Physical 
Education from Mississippi State 
University. During his baseball 
career, he attended Northeastern 
University in Boston where he 
received a Master’s Degree in 
Education, 

Last year, he began working 


toward AA certification which he 
earned this past summer from the 
University of Montevallo. 

The young administrator’s 
baseball achievements would be the 
envy of any little leaguer. Signing 
with the California Angels shortly 
after his graduation from college in 
1968, he worked with farm clubs in 
San Jose, California and El Paso, 
Texas before being called to 
Anaheim. 

As a relief pitcher for the Angels 
in 1969, he chalked up a 7-2 won- 
lost record and was credited with 22 
saves. His Earned Run Average was 
an impressive 1.36. These 
achievements won for him ‘‘Rookie 
of the Year’’ award for the club and 
he was third runner-up for the title 
of American League Rookie of the 
Year. 

At that point, titles were nothing 
new to the tall, rangy athlete. At 
Jones Valley High School in Bir- 
mingham, he had been named the 
baseball team’s Most Valuable 
Player during both his junior and 
senior years. He was also named to 
the all-city baseball and basketball 
teams. 

At Mississippi State, where he 
participated in baseball, basketball 
and golf, Tatum was twice named 
All-Conference pitcher. And, while 
his record made him, statistically, 
the top Southeastern Conference 
pitcher, he etched his name into the 
annals of SEC history by being the 
only pitcher to have won two of 
three playoff games for two con- 
secutive years. 

In 1969, in a trade between the 
Angels and Boston Red Sox, Tatum 
was swapped for outfielder Tony 
Conigliaro. ‘‘You know how trades 
go,”’ he relates. ‘‘They trade six 
people, but there are two key in- 
dividuals. I was the key from 
California and Tony was the key 
from Boston.”” 

His three year stay with the Red 
Sox may have set the stage for his 
eventual career in high school ad- 
ministration, for it was in Boston 
that he started working toward his 
Master’s degree. 

“I had two or three injuries while 
1 was there, so I really didn’t live up 
to their expectations,’’ he says of his 
time with the Red Sox. Traded to St.

His days as a professional athlete 
now ended, Tatum insists he has no 
regrets about the course his life has 
taken. ‘‘I accomplished what I set 
out to do early in life,’’ he 
philosophizes. ‘‘It’s behind me 
now.”’

Bridge repairs 


slated soon 


The bridge on the county road near 
the Bay Springs Church will get repairs 
made soon. 

County Commissioner Jimmy 
Morris said this week that he and 
county engineer James Ray toured the 
road and bridge that several residents 
of the area south of Shelby 
complained of at the last Commission 
meeting. Morris told the Reporter the 
bridge needed repair and county crews 
would start to work on it as soon as 
possible. 

But widening of the road, which 
goes southwesterly from Bay Springs 
to State Highway 145, is not in the 
immediate plans unless one of the 
landowners grants the county a 
right-of-way. Engineer Ray wrote the 
owner, who now lives in Florida, and 
asked for a right-of-way deed. Ray 
told him that even with the 
right-of-way, it would be after spring 
of next year before road 
improvements could be made. 

“Should we attempt to knock down 
the banks and cut down the curves in 
this time of year, just before winter, 
the people living on this road would 
have an extremely bad situation during 
the winter months,” Ray said. 

Ray did not hold out any hope for 
paving of the road, citing budget 
problems.

German study intensified 


Donald Hall, son of Mr. and Mrs. 


.D.E. Hall of Chelsea, is learning 


German in a new way. 

University of Alabama students 
enrolled in new intensive German 
classes will complete one year’s 
work in one semester -- and will 
probably know the language better 
than those enrolled in traditional 
classes. 

Teaching accelerated ‘‘Master 
Classes’? are Dr. Terry Pickett, 
chairman of the Department of 
German and Russian, and Dr. 
Finley Graves, assistant professor of 
German. 

‘‘In order to cover as much 
material as they do, students must 
attend classes at least nine hours 
each week,”’ Pickett said. 


The Master classes meet for one 
hour dailey and are supplemented 
by one-hour classes of drill four 
times a week. Lab sessions offered 
four hours weekly are not man- 
datory, but most students spend at 


least an hour each week in the 
language lab, Pickett said. 

“The intensive language class 
idea is really not new,’’ Graves said, 
“‘but it is new to American colleges 
and universities. This is the first 
time it has been attempted here.”’ 

From the moment the students 
walk into the classroom the first day 
of the semester, only German is 
spoken by them and the professor. 
‘It’s a shock to the students at first, 
but we’ve had surprisingly few 
dropouts,’’ Pickett said. 

By having separate drill session, 
we are free to devote class time to 
discussion, explanation and conver- 
sation.”’ 

Graves noted he is able to in- 
troduce the students in his class to 
culture in everyday life in Germany 
through the conversational teaching 
technique. 

‘Because no English is spoken 
from the outset, we have to be quite 
animated and use dramatic 
techniques to help the students fully 


understand what we’re saying,”’ 
Graves said. 

**Since the students never hear us 
use wrong grammar or mispronoun- 
ce words, they naturally use the 
words correctly.”’ 

The German language is 
phonetic, Pickett said, so reading 
and writing is not difficult for the 
students. 

In drill sessions, taught by advan- 
ced German language students, 
repetitive exercises are given. 
Pickett prefers to have new words 
introduced in drill prior to his use of 
them in his class, while Graves in- 
troduces them before students use 
them in drill sessions. 

Either way works well, they agr- 
eed. 

‘*For a student to achieve the 
level of proficiency we anticipate, it 
is essential that he or she attend all 
classes,’’ Pickett emphasized. ‘‘So 
far the students have been most en- 
thusiastic -- especially since there is 
no assigned homework.’’

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Bumper crop 


Dennis Sims and Paul Smith look forward to harvesting a good soybean 


crop this year.

Anyone who doesn’t believe that 
soil testing is important should talk 
to two young farmers from Mon- 
tevallo. 

They’re now in the process of 
harvesting a soybean crop that 
promises to be well above the state 
average. 

High school buddies who now 
pitch in to help each other with far- 
ming chores, Dennis Sims and Paul 
Smith say they expect to harvest 


County farm committee seeking 


between 28 and 30 bushels of 
soybeans to the acre. 

State agricultural specialists 
report that the average yield will be 
21 bushels, three bushels less than 
expected because of the dry 
weather. 

Both Sims and Smith are firm ad- 
vocates of soil testing and they point 
out that knowing what to add to the 
soil makes all the difference in crop 
production. 

Surveying the field in South 


candidates for Nov. election 


Nominations are now open for 
farmers to name candidates for 
ASC community committee elec- 
tions. 

Tommy Baker, Chairman of the 
Shelby County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, encourages far- 
mers to make nominations. 

Baker said the ASC committee 
provides the important service of 
administering government farm 
programs to the farm community. 
The election will be conducted by 
mail from November 24 to Decem- 
ber 4. Eligible farm voters will be 
provided with instructions for filling 
out the secret ballot and returning it 
to the county ASCS office. 

Most resident farmers are eligible 
to hold office as ASCS committee- 
members. If a farmer would like 
detailed information concerning 
eligibility requirements, he or she 
should contact either a present 
committee person or the county 
ASCS office. 

In filling out a petition, farmers 


should be careful to include the 
name of only one nominee, the 
signatures of at least three eligible 
ASC voters who support the 
nominee, and certification that the 
nominee is willing to serve if elected. 
Petitions must contain this infor- 
mation; without it, they will not be 
accepted, The completed petition 
should be dated and mailed or hand- 
delivered to the county ASCS office 
no later than October 30. 

ASC committee elections are 
open to all eligible ASC voters 
without regard to race, color, 
religion, sex, or national origin. 
Baker explains that any concerned 
farmer with an interest in serving 
fellow producers would be an asset 
to the ASC committee. For this 
reason, farmers are urged to 
petition for the farmers of their 
choice. The individual producer will 
benefit in the long run from a 
responsible, concerned team of ASC 
committee members in the local 
administration of U.S. government 
farm programs, Baker said.

Mr. Roge r Traywick, the agency’s 
county supervisor for Shelby and 
Jefferson County, reports that FmHA 
is prepared to take applications at its 
county offices throughout the state. 


“For Shelby afid"Jéfferson County, the 


office is located in Room 207 of the 
Shelby County Courthouse Annex in 
Columbiana. 

Economic Emergency loans are 
authorized under the Agricultural 
Credit Act of 1978 signed by President 
Carter August 4, 1978. They offer 
special help to farmers who are 
hard-pressed by recent shortage of 
credit from their regular lenders, or by 
debts accumulated during the recent 
period of low farm prices. 

Mr. Traywick said the Economic 
Emergency loan program was enacted 
by Congress, with Administration 
support, in recognition of the fact that 
*‘economic conditions, as well as 
weather, are often beyond farmers’ 
control.” FmHA emergency credit has 
previously been confined to loans for 
recovery from natural disaster, or the 
guarantee of private lenders’ loans to 
livestock producers affected by 
economic conditions. 

Under the new Economic 
Emergency program, any established 
farm operator individual, 
partnership, corporation or 
cooperative -- experiencing scarce 
credit or an overload of debt coming

due, may apply for up to $400,000 of 
credit throug: FmHA in order to 

survive in farming and continue their 
normal level of operation. Economic 
Emergency loans will not be made to 
expand farm operation. 

~~Loans made directly by FmHA 
will be at an interest rate equivalent to 
the cost of money secured by the 
government through sale of its 
securities to the public, plus an 
administrave add-on of up to one 
percent. The rate initially will be 8% 
percent. Guaranteed loans will be 
made at rates negotiated between 
borrower and lender, with FmHA 
providing the lender up to a 90 
percent guarantee against loss. 

Loans for operating purposes will 
be made for terms of up to 7 years, 
with loan consolidations and 
rescheduling for another 7 years 
permitted, and 20-year payment 
authorized under special conditions. 
Real estate loans may be made for up

Mr. Traywick said initial inquiries 
about Economic Emergency loans can 
be made either through a commercial 
agricultural lender or the county 
FmHA office serving the county where 
the farm is located.

Montevallo men choose farming life 


Calera where he’s now harvesting 
his crop, Sims noted that without 
the addition of lime to the soil, ‘‘We 
wouldn’t have had any soybeans.”’ 

Both the young farmers have 
gained much of their farming know- 
how at meetings sponsored by the 
Extension Service. 

While soil testing indicates what is 
lacking in the acreage to be planted, 
Sims says it’s also important to 
know what kind of fertilizer to put 
on the land and how much to add. 


Other useful information the two 
young men have picked up by atten- 
ding the Extension meetings in- 
cludes when to plow, the width of 
rows, whether to bed beans or plant 
flat, and ways to save beans. 

Although neither Sims nor Smith 
grew up on a farm, they told the 
Reporter that working the land is 
the one thing they have always wan- 
ted to do. 

“Ever since I was old enough to 
talk, I said I wanted to be a far- 
mer,’’ remarked Sims, ‘‘But my dad 
didn’t think I could make a living at 


it, so I went to college for a year and 
a half.’’ 

But the call to the outdoor life 
won out, and Sims says he’ll stick 
with farming as long as he can make 
ends meet. 

During his boyhood, Sims spent a 
great deal of time on the cattle farm 
owned by his father, Montevallo 
pharmacist Jack Sims, and he now 
has soybeans planted on some of 
that land. 

Starting out early to learn about 
growing crops, Smith told of 
working on the Lucas farm at the 
age of 11. He also mentioned taking 
three years of vocational agriculture 
at Montevallo High School. 

Around the first of November, 
Smith said that he expects to start 
harvesting 100 acres surrounding 
Shelby Academy that are planted in 
soybeans. And Sims will be on hand 
with his combine to help him out. 

Both of the young farmers are 
married and live in the Dry Valley 
area. The Sims’ have a six month 
old son and the Smiths’ little boy is 
19 months old.

Every state agency and corporations 
with land holdings in the county are 
using all available personnel and 
equipment to try and get the situation 
under control. 

Investigative teams from the State 
Forestry Service have arrived in the 
county to look into the causes of the 
fires. : 

Shelby County sheriffs assistant 
Tom Barnes, told the Reporter he is 
investigating at least four different 
incidents that may involve arson. He is 
awaiting test results from a 
Birmingham laboratory in connection 
with fires in the Shelby Area. No 
arrests have been made at press time. 
Personnel in the Kimberly Clark 


office in Wilton pinpointed their 
hotspot on Tuesday afternoon as being 
the Simmsville Road area from 
Alabaster, northeast to Hwy. 280. 


Firefighters from Kimberly Clark, 
Gulf States, and private companies 
who own land in the area combined 
forces to get the blazes under control. 

On Tuesday, KC had a 10 man crew 
and 3 tractors on the scene to try and 
control a fire which had been 
completely out the night before. 


A number of concerned people have 
assisted firefighters with whatever 
equipment has been at their disposal.

Six car pile-up 


blamed on smoke 


The most sérious auto accident 
of the week that could be 
attributed to the outbreak of fires 
occurred early Monday morning on 
County Highway 47. 

According to State Troopei 
Sergeant Billy Bradshaw, the six car 
pile up occurred four miles north of 
Columbiana, Visibility was reported 
to be at zero with a combination of 
smoke and fog, when the accident 
happened at 7:40 a.m. Involved in 
the initial three-car collision were 
Mrs. Dolores Foster and her son; 
Jack Salaster and Willard Davis; and 
David Bentley, all of Columbiana. 

Then at 8:02, a vehicle driven by 
William Mims of Clanton was struck 
in the rear by an auto operated by 
James Oliver of Birmingham. 

As a result of the second 
collision, the sheriff's vehicle driven 
by Deputy Robert Boyd, was also 
struck in the rear, while Boyd was 
listing information about the first 
accident. The second collision piled 
intg the first. 

Mrs. Foster was pinned between 
two cars when the second accident 
occurred. She had vacated her 
vehicle and was on the road when 
struck, Alabama Trooper Bob 
Crietenden reported. 

Mrs. Foster and her son, Mr. 
Salaster, and MrOliver and his 
mother, who was a passenger in his 
car, were taken to Shelby Memorial 
for treatment of injuries. 

All the vehicles were damaged, 
and will require extensive repair, 
including the sheriff's auto. 


On Saturday morning the first of 
the fire-related auto accidents 
occurred when Andrew Morgan, 16, 
was driving his new automobile to 
work from his home on the river 
southeast of Shelby. 

A wooden bridge on County 47 
had caught fire during the night and 
was destroyed by morning. The 
smoke was so heavy from the 
bridge fire and the fires in the 
adjoining woods that Morgan could 
not see the bridge was out, even 
though a deputy’s car was parked 
on the other side of the creek with 
its signal lights on. 

The youth plunged into the hole 
which the bridge had covered and 
his auto caught fire. He was able to 
get out unhurt, but his car was 
completely destroyed, 

This accident was investigated by 
Deputies Doss and Barnes. 

County crews worked through 
the day Saturday to build a detour 
so persons from the fishing camps 
on Waxahatchee Creek in the area 
of Armstrong’s Camp could get in 
and out.

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State health authorities approve 


Shelby Memorial expansion plans 


Shelby Memorial Hopsital’s 
request for expansion has met with the 
approval of state health authorities. 

Ben Grubbs, chairman of the 
hospital board’s building committee, 
reported to the board Tuesday night 
that the certificate of need the 
hospital must have before expanding 
was awarded to the hospital on 
Monday. 

The county health facility has 
been laying groundwork for several 
months to win acceptance of the 
certificate and will now proceed with 
plans for its Phase II construction. 

The certificate of need proves 
there is a need for additional hpsital 
beds to serve the Shelby County area, 
at least with the authorities who study 
these matters. Shelby Memorial ’s 
officers have been saying for some 
time that the hospital should expand 


ASC says ‘Impossible’to pay 


to provide for the county’s population 
growth. 

Hospital administrator Richard 
Lind told the board that a financial 
feasibility study, conducted by one of 
the major national accounting firms 
will be required before the bond issues 
can be floated. The board’s finance 
committee was delegated the task of 
choosing the accounting firm. 

In other action at the board 
meeting, Chairman John Bennett 
Walters appointed a nominating 
committee of Oscar Harris, Howard 
Gates and T. O. Smith to suggest 
board officers for the coming year. 
They are to report at the next 
meeting. 

A special feature of the board 
meeting was a report by Jay Stuman, 
Director of the hospital’s pharmacy 
department. 


Stuman told the board that the 
hospital pharmacy carries an average 
inventory of 3,800 different drugs 
with a value of some $70,000. 

He said the pharmacy is open 16 
hours per day, or 112 hours per week 
to serve the needs of the patients. 

The pharmacy averaged dispensing 
1,565 individual doses of drugs per 
day during the last year. The total 
number of doses for the entire year 
reached 570,000, he said. 

Stuman stressed that each dose is 
checked two times before it leaves the 
pharmacy and each dose is labeled 
with its contents, “The unit dose 
means more work on us, but it’s a lot 
safer for the patient,” he commented. 

The hospital’s directors gave him a 
round of applause for his work with 


the pharmacy over the past 10

for office rent in Shelby courthouse 


The county ASC office would find 
it “an absolute impossibility to pay 
for office rent,’” Oland Smith told the 
County Commission Monday. 

He referred to the $420 per month 
that the Commission had asked, based 
on the square feet the office occupies 
now in the courthouse. (The county is 
asking all farm-related agencies to pay 
rent for office space.) 

Smith appeared before the group 
with the three members of the county 
ASC Committee: Tommy Baker, Hugh 
McDanal and Sam Farmer. 

Smith said he wanted the 
Commission to understand the work 
of the ASC (Agricultural Stabilization 
& Conservation Service) which, he 
says, directly affects all farmers and 
farming activities in the county. There 
are 1,800 on the mailing list. 

But, he said, in only six counties in 
the state does the ASC pay rent to the 
county. In 10 others only utilities are 
paid by the ASC, Seven county ASC 
offices are in federal buildings, 22 are

This is in response to a *‘Letter to 
Editor’’ from Larnetta Smelley, a 
concerned teacher, published in 
your paper dated October 19. 

I am a concerned parent - concer- 


ned about the same problem Lar- 
netta Smelley is, but from a parent’s 


view. I agree in general with all of 


Ms. Smelley’s letter, there must be 
discipline in schgols, Without it all 
is lost just as in all walks of life. I 
was pleased to see that Ms. Smelley 
recognized that there are two kinds 
of discipline -- good and bad -- and 
this is my concern. 


I was told that Shelby County 
does not have a school ‘‘Policy’’ 
regarding discipline, that each 
school more or less develops their 
own. My wife and I have always 
been very much involved in the 
education of our children and spend 
quite a lot of time at our school. 
During our time spent at school, we 
have on too many occasions wit- 
nessed too many instances of 
punishment that, in our opinion, 
was excessive and harmful. Have 
you ever watched a small girl, barely 
six years old, be lifted from the 
floor with blows from a paddle? 


Have you had a fourth grade girl (not 
yours) come to you and say, ‘*I have 
been whipped so much | just cannot 
stand one more?’’ Have you ever 
witnessed 50 small elementary girls 
being lined up and paddled for 
talking during P.E. class? 

My wife and I do not say that 
punishment wasn’t needed at all, we 
only maintain that there should be 
different levels of punishment in 
school just as there are in our adult 
life. If corporal punishment was 
administered for all crimes in our 
adult life, this country would not be 
a democracy. A heavy paddle is not 
the answer for each child and for 


each wrong committed, 
I would like to ask that our newly- 
elected Superintendent of 


Education, Mr. Knowles, formulate 

a county-wide policy for discipline 

within our schools, so that each 

teacher, child, and parent will be 

operating under the same rules.

Those are the words used today 
by Max Cleland, Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, on accepting, in his 
name, the dedication of the book, 


Stress Disorders Among Vietnam, 


Veterans, edited by Dr. Charles R. 
Figley. 

Cleland said Figley’s book will 
broaden understanding of why VA and 
the public must continue io provide 
support for Vietnam veterans. 

Dr, Figley, a professor at Purdue 
University and Director of the 
Consortium of Veteran Studies, said 
the theme of the book is the war is not 
over for thousands of men who served 
during the Vietnam War. 

“Obviously, the war is not over 
for Mac Cleland,” Figley said. “This 


book is dedicated to him, not for the 
position he holds, but for what he has 
experienced.” 

Cleland, who lost both legs and 
his right forearm in Vietnam, said that 
Dr. Figley’s book is the beginning of 
real and professional analysis of what 
the war had meant to those who made 
it back. 


“I know Chuck does not mean to 
tar all Veitnam veterans with the same 
brush. The majority came back, picked 
up their lives and moved on, This may 
be the greatest test of the veterans’ 
courage that has been shown,” Cleland 
said. 

The publisher, Brunner/Mazel, of 
New York City, describes the book, 
two years in the making, as “providing 
the first comprehensive report of the 
long-term psychological effects of 
Vietnam on those who fought there 
and came home.

Amendment would free cities 


A constitutional amendment 
proposed on the Nov. 7 general elec- 
tion ballot will release a number of 
Alabama cities from a judicial 
straitjacket which presently deprives 
them of any means of changing their 
own form of government, according 
to Mayor Ralph Sears of Mon- 
tevallo, president of the Shelby 
County Mayors’ Association. 

Mayor Sears said Proposed 
Amendment No. 3 will ‘‘provide a

Morris stressed they did not want to 

hurt the committee, but said they had

method for amending city charters 
through the legislative process and 
at the same time retain ample 
protections against past abuses 
associated with general bills of local 
application.”’ 

He explained that an Alabama 
Supreme Court decision last 
January held that the so-called 
‘GBLA’s’’, or general bills 
designating a single city or county 
by population bracket, are uncon- 
stitutional. The court ruled that in 
the future, bills affecting less than 
all local governments must be 
treated as local bills by the 
Legislature. 

However, Sears said, the decision 
failed to take into consideration 
Section 104 of the Alabama Con- 
stitution which specifically prohibits 
the use of local legislation to 
establish or amend a city charter. 

‘‘The cities of Birmingham, Mon- 
tgomery, Anniston, Dothan, Phenix 
City and a number of others are 
now. bound in this straitjacket,”’ 
Sears said. ‘‘Unless Proposed 
Amendment No. 3 is ratified by the 
voters these cities can never change 
a single word in their charters, 
which were adopted as classification 
bills in the first place because of the 
prohibition in Section 104.” 

As one example of the present 
dilemma, he noted that neither the 
Montgomery City Council nor the 
Legislature can ever change the 
meeting dates of the Montgomery 
governing body. 

Sears said Amendment No. 3 was

drafted by a respected constitutional 
lawyer to remedy the effect of the 
court decision, and the legislation 
was supported by Gov. George C. 
Wallace and overwhelmingly passed 
by both houses of the Legislature in 
the recent special session. 

‘“‘The proposal authorizes the 
Legislature to establish, by general 
bill, not more than eight 
classifications of municipalities by 
population,’’ Sears explained. “‘It 
affects only municipal governments 
and adds a further protection by 
requiring that a classification bill 
applying to a single municipality 
must be advertised as though it were 
a local bill.’’ 


Columbiana faces 


drug problem 


Being informed that Columbiana 
has a serious drug problem didn’t 
exactly take city fathers by surprise at 
Thursday night’s Council meeting. 

However, it did cause them to take 
a harder look at a situation which 
Assistant Police‘Chief Mickey Kirkland 
says is beginning to affect the younger 
children in the commu nity. 

As he urged the panel to make 
possession of an ounce or less of 
marijuana a misdemeanor so offenders 
could be tried in municipal court, 
Kirkland said that Columbiana was 
the only city in the county that wasn’t 
following this procedure. 

“It’s discouraging for police officers 
to work drug. cases now,” he 
remarked. The Police Chief told the 
Council it took a month to work up a 
case plus three court days. “Then 
they’re let off on probation and go 
back at it harder than ever,” he said. 

Columbiana isn’t trying cases in city 
court now because of a state Attorney 
General’s opinion that they be handled 
by the county. And it appears -the 
city’s attorney has advised going along 
with the decision. 

Kirkland pointed out that under the 
present setup, all drug cases are 
classified as felonies until reduced to 
misdemeanors in circuit court. 

Members of the council admitted 
receiving calls after the Shelby County 
High School homecoming football 
game and dance reporting that drugs 
had been in evidence at both events. 

“It’s getting to the point,” Kirkland 


stressed, “that drugs are even 
beginning to get into the lower 
grades,” 


Mayor Dick Ozley appointed a 
committee composed of W. R. Glenn 
and Harold McCord to speak with the 
city attorney and other lawyers to get 
their advice.

An ordinance making it illegal to 
consume alcoholic beverages in public 
was adopted by Montevallo’s city 
council Monday night. 

At the request of Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland, Montevallo’s governing body 
passed the ordinance on a unanimous 
vote. Text of the ordinance is 
contained in a legal notice elsewhere in 
this paper. 

Purpose of the ordinance that will 
take effect December 1, is to give 
police additional authority in making 
arrests in such areas as parking lots, 
athletic events, and other public 
gatherings. 

Councilman Herb Milstead led a 
discussion regarding traffic control 
lights on Oak Street adjacent to the 
University of Montevallo campus. 
Milstead told council members that 
the control mechanism for these lights 
is currently undergoing repairs. 

Current plans are to reactivate the 
three traffic lights on Oak Street when 
the controls are repaired. The traffic 
light at the intersection of Valley and 
Middle Streets, however, is scheduled 
to be replaced by four-way step signs. 

Councilman David Nichols reported 
to council members that the city’s gas 
system is in excellent physical 
condition, noting that a number of 
valves have been replaced. Mayor 
Ralph Sears noted that the city now 
has a detailed map of the entire 
system, showing locations of all valves 
and the areas affected by each valve. 

Sears also told council members 
that the city has recently acquired an 
indoor gas-leak detector that is super 
sensitive. The newly purchased device 
will be used by city personnel 
whenever a gas leak is believed to be 
present in any building served by the 
city’s gas system. 

Sears commended City Clerk Don 
Hughes for preparing the detailed map 
of the system and for the purchase of 
the new detecting equipment. 

A lengthy review of the by-laws of 
the city’s volunteer fire department 
was conducted by Councilman Grady 
Parker. Discussion was led by Parker 
and three members of the fire 
department. The document, as 
submitted to council members by the 
fire department, was approved with 
minor changes.

Don’t throw away leaves that you 
can use for compost. Make a compost 
bin and start filling it early this fall 
when you Start to rake leaves. 


Your bin doesn’t have to be 
complicated. You can make it out of 
close mesh wire, logs, boards or 
concrete blocks. It should be about 4 
feet high and 4 to 6 feet wide. It can 
be any length you want. 


Start filling the bin by placing a 
layer of leaves about 12 inches deep in 
the bottom. Add two to three cups of 
8-8-8 fertilizer and about 2/3 cups of 
lime for each hand-packed bushel of 
leaves. Just sprinkle the fertilizer on 
top of the packed-down leaves. Then 
sprinkle the top of the bin contents 
with water to melt the fertilizer and 
Start the decay process. Cover the top

full or all the leaves have been used up.

Only one beer license 


approved in 


Five applications for beer or liquor 
licenses have been submitted to the 
Montevallo city council in recent 
weeks. 

Two were rejected last month, two 
more were turned down during this 
week's meeting of the governing body 
and only one was approved. 

In a letter to the Montevallo City 
Council, ABC representative William 
R. Bowlin suggested three of the 
applications be approved. 

Council members, however, had 
received a petition containing more 
than 50 names urging the council to

On a 3 
to 2 vote council members approved 
the transfer of this license to the new 
owner. Prior to the vote, council 
members noted that there were no 
apparent objections to this off 
premises license. 


Storm doors installed 


Federal funds help winterize county homes 


by Bert Seaman 

Winter winds won’t be whipping 
through a number of Shelby County 
homes this year. 

Since April, workers have been 
going throughout the county putting 
up storm doors, and caulking and 
putting plastic over windows with 
air leaks. 

The program for winterizing 
homes is one of the services 
provided by the federally funded 
Community Action Agency whose 
main office in in Clanton. 
Operations in Shelby County are 
conducted from the Community 
Services Building in Columbiana. 

According to Social Services 
Director Oliver Millender Jr., 
$9,000 has been spent so far this 
year purchasing storm doors for low 
income families and handicapped 
individuals. 

He reported that during the past 
fiscal year, a $10,000 grant from the 
Department of Energy had been 
used to buy doors, and to privide 
window and roof repair in the two 


county area. 
Another boon to families who 


qualify for the services, is the 
Emergency Assistance Program, 
which last year provided $29,678 for 
payment of utility bills. 

Additional funding was provided 
last year, Millender pointed out, due 
to unusually pigh utility bills. He 
reported that a $60,000 grant was 
received under the Special Crisis In- 
tervention Program for use in 
Shelby, Chilton and St. Clair Coun- 
ties. Whether or not this money will 
be available this year is uncertain, 
Millender said. 

In order to take advantage of 
some grants, such as one for 
$30,000 for conserving energy, 
Millender related that the local 
agency had to come up with 20% 
matching in-kind funds. 

“So we depend on the donation 
of old homes,’’ Millender ex- 
plained, ‘‘which amount to ap- 
proximately $6,000.’’ After the 
house is torn down, Millender 
reported that the lumber is cleaned 
and stored for use in home repair. 
He noted that 5 homes were donated 
last year. 

According to the director, two 
men are employed fulltime to do 
home improvement work, while a 
CETA employee works 30 hours a 
week for the program. 

Catherine Fair, County Coor- 
dinator for Community Action, 
called attention to a program during 
the spring which was well received. 
She ceported that seeds, fertilizer

and plants were given to individuals 
for home gardens. 

‘‘This is one way to encourage 
people to help themselves and take 
pride in their surroundings,’’ she 
declared. 

Bus transportation is another 
much needed service that the agency 
provides, Fair noted. Last month, 
she said that the agency’s three 
buses had carried 303 passengers on 
50 trips which amounted to a total 
of 5,007 miles. 

In addition to transporting par- 
ticipants from all over the county to 
the once a week feeding program in 
Columbiana, the bus travels to Bir- 
mingham with people who need at- 
tention at such facilities as the Eye 
Foundation. 

*‘Unless it’s an emergency, we 
like to have at least three persons 
aboard before we make a trip,’’ Fair 
said. Other locations to which the 
bus transports people are the Food 
Stamp office and the Department of 
Pensions and Security. ‘‘And it’s 
also used for field trips,’’ Fair 
added. 

Ten Community Clubs 
throughout the county are active in 
arts and crafts projects. 
‘“They’re for all ages,’’ Fair pointed 
out, ‘‘and one of our purposes is to 
get older members to teach their 
skills, such as quilting to younger 
participants.’’ 

A pre-school program is still 
another service that the agency 
provides, the coordinator reported. 
She said that children between three 
and five years of age were eligible to 
take part in the activities which in- 
clude field trips.

rescinds pay raises

City fathers in Columbiana had 
second thoughts last week about the 
salary raise they voted in two years 
ago for the next administration. 

With only one dissenting vote, the 
panel agreed to rescind the action 
which would have jumped the mayor’s 
salary from $200 to $500 and brought 
pay for council members up to $200 
from the $50 they new receive. 

The matter had been brought up at 
the last meeting with some members 
of the panel indicating the amount of 
the raise should be lowered. However, 
no action was taken. 

But Columbiana resident Memory 
Barrow, who was present at both 
meetings focused attention on the 
subject Thursday and scolded council 
members for raising the pay of elected 
officials. 

“This isn’t your livelihood,” she 
pointed out to the council, “You were 
elected to perform this service and I 
don’t think it’s right for you to keep 
raising the amount you’re paid.” 

Some council members took issue 
with the Columbiana resident when 
she compared their contribution to the 
community with a soldier serving his 
country. She described it as “service 
you can’t pay for.” 

“I was wounded and captured while 
serving my country and I don’t want 
to hear any more about this patriotic 
stuff,” Councilman W.R. Glenn 
declared. 

But Glenn apparently agreed with 
Barrow that the raise was too high and 
made the motion to rescind it. 
Councilman Frank Owens cast the 
only dissenting vote. 

When they agreed to nullify the pay 
increase, the panel disregarded the 
advice of League of Muricipalities 
Attorney Perry Rocquemore. 

Having checked with the lawyer 
after the council’s last meeting, Mayor 
Dick Ozley reported that Rocquemore

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unting clubs get blame

Controversy is raging through 
various Shelby County hunting 
clubs nearly as fast as the county’s 
forests are succumbing to arsonists’ 
fires. 

Nearly 22,000 acres of woodlands 
have already been destroyed by 
fires, which according to state 
forestry officials and Shelby Coun- 
ty’s Sheriff’s Department 
spokesmen, are deliberately set by 
arsonists. 

A heated debate between forestry 
officials and hunt club members 
started after Arnold J. Leake, chief 
law enforcement officer of the 
forestry commission, blamed 
“feuding”? hunting clubs for the 
rash of wildfires. 

The two clubs pointed out by 
Leake are Weaver Creek Hunting 
Club and Wild Kingdom Hunting 
Club. Both are located on the north 
side of County Road 47 between 
Columbiana and Chelsea. The land 
the clubs lease is divided by a dirt 
road. 

In the past month, clubhouses of 
both clubs have been burned, with 
Weaver Creek’s burning first. Leake 
has said, ‘‘It is a fuss between those 
who would trespass on the property 
of the other clubs.”’ 

Milo Alsabrooks, vice-president 
of Weaver Creek Hunting Club, 
told the Reporter, ‘‘We know where 
our boundaries are. We have no 
hard feelings about anyone. We 
don’t even know them (members of 
Wild Kingdom).”’ 


lie Concerning the burning of the 
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Health men rate restaurants 


New ratings based on the findings 
of HealthDepartment Environmen- 
talist Jim Hollins were made 
available to the Reporter this week 
on the food establishments of 
Shelby County. 

Under the law, all restaurants and 
grocery stores dealing with fresh 
foods are checked regularly for 
standards of cleanliness. Hollins 
grades the establishments on a 
numerical scale and an alphabetical 
scale. 

If there are up to 10 demerits, the 
score is an ‘‘A’’. If the demerits are 
between 11 to 20, the score is a ‘*B’’. 
When the demerits go from 21 to 40, 
an establishment gets a score of 
““C’’, When there are more than 40 
demerits, the health department or- 
ders the establishment closed. 

Following is the list of county 
food establishments and their 
ratings as of October 30. The 
demerit score is listed first, followed 
by the grade.

In State Senate District 18, 
Democrat Lister Hill Proctor and 
Republican Tom Longshore are 
competing in the district that in- 
cludes the southern and eastern sec- 
tions of the county. 

Only one seat-in the House of 
Represenatives from Shelby County 
is uncontested. Curtis Smith of 
Clanton, a Democrat and the in- 
cumbent, has no opposition for the 
district which includes only the 
Montevallo, Wilton and Pea Ridge 
areas of the county. 

Republican J. Arthur - Jones is 
challenging J.T. ‘‘Jabo’’ Waggoner 
for the District 51 seat in the House. 
This is the Cahaba Valley area. 

In the large geographical eastern 
and southern section, Republican 
Ray Ledbetter is seeking to upset 
Democrat Sonny Moore who has 
held the District 52 seat for the last 
term.

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club’s clubhouse, Alsabrooks 
replied, ‘‘Our suspicion of those 
responsible does not include any 
other hunting club. Wayne (Wayne 
Harris president of the club) sum- 
med it up best - there is no 
feuding.”” 

“We have no bad words for 
anyone else and I’m sure they have 
nothing against us. We don’t go 
around setting fires. We’re hunters. 
Fire destroys wildlife. Hunting clubs 
can’t gain from this. We have 
everything to lose and nothing to 
gain.”’ 

Alsabrooks noted that of the 
club’s 2,200 leased acres, nearly half 
has been destroyed. The majority of 
Weaver Creek’s members are from 
Birmingham but there are some 
members living near the club’s land. 


Concerning Leake’s statement, 
Ben Payton, a spokesman for Har- 
persville Hunt Club said ‘‘That’s 
garbage. We’re the ones who 
protect the land. People don’t join 
clubs because they don’t want to 
pay and work to develop the hun- 
ting areas.’’ 

Payton added, ‘‘Burning woods is 
like burning people’s houses.”” 


Tom Barnes, administrative 
assistant to sheriff Red Walker, 
heads the investigation into the 
fires. ‘‘We don’t have any evidence 
of hunt club feuding,’’ Barnes told 
the Reporter. ‘‘The most quoted 
reason for the fires that I’ve been 
told is, ‘They do it because Gulf 
States doesn’t issue individual per- 


mits.’ I can’t prove that either,’

Barnes added, ‘‘That’s just what 
people tell me.”’ 

Barnes informed the Reporter 
that people have supplied his in- 
vestigation with descriptions of 
cars, people and in some cases licen- 
se numbers, but so far this has not 
given him enough evidence to make 
an arrest. 

Leake, who has been with the 


forestry commission for a number 
of years, served as Forest Ranger in 
Shelby County from 1942 to 1945. 
He mentioned that arsonists posed a 
problem at that time also. 

Wildlife officials speculated that 
if the fires continued the deer 
population would be seriously en- 
dangered. Following World War II,

Smoke alerts pilots: 


to county’s whereabouts

These days, pilots have no trouble 
spotting Shelby County from the 
air.

the arsonists or know of those who 
have information about their iden- 
tity.’’ 

Seven fires were observed as the 
Forestry Commission plane circled 
over the smoking county. 

Pointing out some of the 
devestating results wrought by ar- 
sonists, Pigg said that next spring 
outbreaks of inscets and disease can 
be expected to affect the health of 
trees that remain. 

He also mentioned that the 
holding capacity of the soil will be 
reduced, adding that both the quan- 
tity and quality of the watershed will 
be lowered. 

While the plane was in the air, 
members of the Commission’s law 
enforcement division fanned out 
over the county with personnel from 
Kimberly Clark in an effort to ob- 
tain information. 


County cotton 


hits 500 Ibs. 


to the acre 


Shelby County’s cotton planters 
are harvesting a great crop this 
season. ; 

Yields are running at 500 pounds 
per acre, compared with 300 last 
year. 

According to John E. Jones, 
County Agent ANR, ‘‘We had one 
of the best potential crops I’ve 
seen...If only it had rained more in 
late August, we would have gone to 
750 pounds.”’ 

County planters put in 4,300 acres 
of cotton this year, only 200 less 
than a year ago. Several farmers cut 
back their planting as a protest 
against farm prices, but others plan- 
ted more than in previous years, 
Jones said. 

He added that worms were not as 
bad this year as last, which means 
farmers did not have such high costs 
for insecticides as they had last year. 

So much cotton has been rolling 
to the gins, that the local gins have 
not been able to handle all of it and 
some had to be sent to Chilton 
County for ginning. Besides that, he 
notes, the weather has been good 
for harvesting and prices are 
holding up well. 

All in all, Jones concludes, it’s a 
good year for cotton in Shelby 
County, and much better than in the 
state as a whole.

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Fire district problems persist

It’s on and off again in the 
merry-go-round of legal battles 
connected with the North Shelby Fire 
and Emergency Medical District. 

As the Reporter went to press this 
week, legal action was underway to 
seek an injunction against removing the 
Names of five new trustee candidates 
from the ballot on November 7, 

The five persons whose names 
were scheduled to be on the ballot all 
filed for election before the cutoff 
date for filing in July. But rulings by 
the state attorney general’s office in 
regard to the original act setting up the 
fire district and its trustees has led to 
this legal action. 

Robert Cross, James Rutherford, 
E.E. Raughley, Kathryn Street and 
William Caldwell opposed setting up 
the district in the first place, and are 
now seeking to be elected trustees. 
Their major objection centers around 
the power of the district trustees to 
file liens against the property of those 
who do not pay fire district fees. 

The five trustees who were named 
as temporary trustees by the electorate 


when the act was passed are: Jack 
vanPelt, Stephen Wright, Jr. Martha 
Geyer, Larry Dillard and John Pruett. 
They did not qualify to run for 
trustees on the November 7 ballot, 
because they did not. think the law 
required it until a later date. 

Both sides cite differing 
interpretations of the law, and both 
sides have hired attorneys. 

A letter from Attorney General 
Bill Baxley by Carol Jean Smith, 
assistant attorney general, dated 
October 24, advises Judge Thomas 
Snowden that his questions about the 
election are moot, because “This 
office has previously held that no 
election, including the election of 
Trustees may be held until a period of 
two years has elapsed from the date of 
the initial election. Prior opinion 
requests show this date to be May 1, 
1978.” 

The names, however, are already 
printed on the absentee ballots and the 
sample ballots. An attorney for the 
five whose names are on the ballot is 
expected to seek either an injunction, 
or a hearing in Circuit Court or other 
form of legal action this week.

the entire deer herds in Shelby 
County were wiped out. According 
to. Leake, restocking took place in 
1946 below Shelby, in the Boothton 
area, and in Oak Mountain State 
Park. Last year, Shelby County 
hunters harvested nearly 90 deer 
during the combined primitive 
weapon and gun deer season, 

Ed Lightsey, District Conser- 
vation Officer, told the Reporter 
that to his knowledge no game has 
been destroyed as a result of the 
fires. ‘‘We’re fortunate that at this 
time of the year the game is mature 
énough to get out of the way except 
snakes and insects.”’ 

Lightsey added that unless there 
was a good crop of acorns, deer, 
turkey and quail populations were 
going to suffer. He pointed out that 
the fires destroyed the ground cover 
which is the main source of food for 
most game animals, However, the 
acorn crop hasn’t fallen yet, and 
should provide relief. 

‘*Every spring we’ve had fires,’’ 
noted Lightsey who has served in 
Shelby County for 21 years. ‘But, 
they were nothing like we’ve had the 
past five years.”’ 

Randy Nivens, a member of 
Yellowleaf Game Preserve, said that 
the fire problem, ‘‘Looks like 
someone has a feud with Gulf States 


rather than a hunting club.’’ Nivens 
noted that about 500 acres out of 
the club’s 12,000 acres have been 
destroyed. Most of Yellowleaf’s 
land is leased from Kimberly-Clark. 

Roy Holcombe of Mt. Era Hunt 
Club would only say, ‘‘It’s hard to 
believe that the woods automatically 
set themselves on fire.”? Of Mt. 
Era’s 4,000 acres, nearly half have 
been consumed by fire. It’s the first 
time any of the club’s land has been 
victim to fires. 

A spokesman for Kewa Hunt 
Club in Shelby stated that the clubs 
in that area have worked together 
putting out fires. Kewa club mem- 
bers and Kingdom Wildlife Preserve 
members also staged joint hunts last 
year. 

Fires continued to burn in several 
parts of the county late Tuesday 
night. Officials estimate that Shelby 
County is in jeopardy of losing 
more timber to fires unless arsonists 
are stopped and some relief is forth- 
coming in the weather. 

The county’s forecast shows no 
rain is in sight for the remainder of 
the week.

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Tax amendment gets top billing

On Tuesday, November 7, voters 
in Shelby County and across the 
state will have an opportunity, 
finally, to express themselves on the 
so-called ‘‘lid bill.’’ 

The property tax measure, a 
product of four years of acrobatics, 
clowning, lion taming, and trick 
riding in the Montgomery legislative 
circus, is misnamed because it 
doesn’t contain the ‘‘lid’’ of earlier 
proposals and isn’t really a ‘‘bill’’-- 
it is a proposed amendment to the 
state constitution. 

The whole wrangle started in the 
early 1970’s when a federal judge 
kicked a sleeping dog into action by 
declaring that the state property (or 
ad valorem) tax violated the federal 
constitution. He did this because the 
tax’s assessment system had become 
so scandalously slipshod that it 
discriminated against those who 
actually paid it. 

The resulting reappraisal brought 
howls of protest from paper com- 
panies and some farmers, who 
panicked into thinking that the state 
was going to seriously collect its 
property tax, and replace the 
existing system of semi-voluntary 
donations to state and local 
treasuries. 

Hence the agitation for some sort 
of ‘‘lid’’ on property taxes, amid 
dire predictions that in some coun- 
ties, taxes would rise 2000% or 
more. The agitators didn’t mention 
that, even with a 20 fold increase, 
Alabama’s property tax would still 
be the lowest in the country, well 
below 49th place. 

Giving home rule to the counties 
so they could react to the increases 
on a local basis was not seriously 
considered, since that would tend to 
take power away from _ the 
legislature. 

In the end, a compromise was 
reached which avoided the blatant 
favoritism in early versions, while 
retaining enough technical 
loopholes to satisfy the timber com- 
panies. 

In any case, the proposed 
measure that will be voted on will: 

Amend Section 217 of the Con- 
stitution of 1901, which was 
previously amended a few years ago 
by Amendment No. 325. 

Add a fourth classification of 
property, consisting of cars and 
pickup trucks, and decree that their 
“assessed value’’ be 15% of their 
fair market value. (Presently, such 
property is in Class II, ‘‘other 
property’’, and assessed at 25% of 
fair market value.) 

Declare that historical buildings 
and sites be placed in Class III, the 
most favored classification, along 
with agricultural, forest, and 
residential property, Class III 
property, now assessed at 15% of 
fair market value, would be assessed 
at 10%. 

Class Il, ‘‘other’’ property, 
(mainly apartments, commercial, 
and industrial buildings) would be 
assessed at 20% of fair market 
value, instead of the present 25%. 


Class I, utility property, would 
remain assessed at 30% of fair 
market value. Some people labor 
under the delusion that this is tough 
on the phone and power companies, 
but they merely add their usual 
profit margin to their taxes, and

The courthouse will be closed on 
Saturday, November 11, in obser- 
vance of Veterans Day.

Counties and municipalities are 
permitted to change _ their 
assessment ratios for the year 
beginning 1 October 1978, subject 
to legislative criteria. They may do 
so again, for the year beginning 1 
October 1979, if they meet the 
legislative criteria, and revenue for 
1978 varies by more than. 5% from 
that of 1977. After 1979, local 
taxing authorities may alter the 
assessment ratio only with the ap- 
proval of the legislature, and a vote 
of the local people. 

The ‘‘legislative criteria’’ for 
changing the assessment rate are set 
by Act No. 46 of the Second Special 
session of 1978, which becomes ef- 
fective only if the constitutional 
amendment (itself proposed by Act 
No. 6 of the same session) passes. 

Briefly, the criteria state that the 
assessment ratios can be changed 
only by 5% up or down, and then 
only if one class of property is more 
than 50%, or less than 20%, of the 
total property in a particular town 
or county. 

The rest of Act 46 generally 
duplicates the amendment about 
property classification and percen- 
tages, and so should have little ef- 
fect. 

Present law provides that counties 
and cities may lower their millage 
rates (tax rates) any time, provided 
they do not endanger any bonded 
indebtedness, and the proposed 
amendment retains this provision. 

It also repeats that each county 
tax assessor shall certify to all taxing 
authorities in that county the 
amount of revenue that their millage 
will produce, immediately upon 
completion of assessing all property 
in the county for the 1978 year. 

What the amendment adds is 
discretionary authority in any taxing 
authority to increase its millage up 
to a figure that will produce enough 
revenue to match 1977’s take, plus a 
fifth of the 1977 millage. This tax 
hike must be made before 1 October 
1979, or not at all. 

If for any reason an upward ad- 
justment is made, and 1978's take is 
still less than 95% of 1977's, then 
the local taxing authorities get 
another shot at upping'theirmillage, 
if they do it not later than 30 Sep- 
tember 1980. 

After then, any local taxes may be 
raised only by getting the approval 
of the local governing body, then 
the approval of the legislature, and 
finally the approval of the local 
people in a special election, 

Of course, the state’s millage 
(now 6'2) may be raised at any time, 
by a simple act of the legislature. 
After all, the legislature passed this 
proposed amendment, and one can 
hardly expect them to get into the 
same tax straitjacket they put on 
counties and cities. 

The amendment also specifically 
reserves to the legislature the power 
to grant exemptions from taxation, 
and preserves the exemptions they 
have already granted. This restates 
present law. 

Never a group to stand on 
ceremony, the legislature has 
already taken advantage of this 
provision by exemption from all ad 
valorem tax the Masons’ and the 
Knights of Columbus’ property (in 
Act 46, 2d Special Session, 1978),

Southeastern Livestock Exhibition 
property (in Act 77), and from the 
state millage, homesteads of those 
over 65, retirees, and the blind. (Act 
48) 

Present law only exempts the first 
$2000 (or 160 acres, whichever 
comes first--the $2000 always comes 
first) of a homestead from taxation, 
and the young, able, and sighted 
will still be under this limit. 

Just to ice the cake on the last tax 
freebie, Act 48 goes on to say that 
the ‘‘principal residence’ of the 
totally disabled (doctor’s certificate 
required) of those over 65 with in- 
comes of less than $7500 per year 
are exempt from local ad valorem 
taxation as well. The difference 
between ‘‘thomestead’’ and ‘“‘prin- 
cipal residence”’ is not explained. 

In a final effort to complicate the 
homestead law, Act 91 of the 2d 
Special Session of 1978 gives a 


$5000 exemption from county (not’ 


city) taxation to homesteads of 
those over 65, the retired, and the 
blind. 

The present wholesale exemption 
section of the Code was amended by 
Act No.’47 to exempt all farming 
tools, household and kitchen fur- 
niture, tractors and other farm 
equipment, livestock, and inventory 
of commercial businesses from all 
ad valorem taxation. 

Preexisting exemptions include: 
government bonds, churches, 
cemeteries, schools, bank deposits, 
charities, hospitals, Legion Huts, 
VFW posts, private libraries, family 
portraits, cotton, wearing apparel, 
crop seeds, 

Family provisions, sewing 
machines, county fairs, athletic 


stadiums, all raw materials, 
anything manufactured in 
Alabama, national guard property, 
poultry, 


Non-inventory: phonographs, 
musical instruments, paintings, 
jewelry, silverware, ‘‘ornaments 
and articles of taste’’, watches, 
wagons, buggies, bicycles, guns, 
canes, golf sticks and sporting 
goods, ‘‘money hoarded’’, radios, 
refrigerators, electric appliances, 

Elks, Eagles, Moose, and Frater- 
nal Order of Police property, 
pollution control equipment, and 
tobacco stored in hogsheads. 

Very many more exemptions, one 
might assume, would amount to 
repealing the tax altogether. 
However, such an assumption may 
underestimate the ingenuity and 
cunning of future legislatures. 

The new exemptions in Acts 46, 
47, 48, and 91 will become effective 
if and when the proposed amen- 
dment passes. 

If there is a ‘‘lid’’ in the 
proposal, it would have to be sec- 
tion (i), which provides that the 
total tax paid for any piece of 
property is limited to 2% of its fair 
market value if Class I, 1%2% if 
Class II, 11/4% if Class IV, and 1 
% if Class III. 

If a tentative tax figure is higher 
than these percentages, then it is 
lowered to the ‘‘lid’’, and the city, 
county, and state take a prorated 
share of the reduced tax bite. 

The cities of Mountain Brook, 
Vestavia Hills, and Huntsville are 
excepted from this ‘‘lid,’’ 

Present law does not contain the 
three exceptions, and has a “‘lid’’ 
for all classes of property of 142%. 

Section (j) is the big tax break for 
the timber companies. It authorizes 
all owners of Class III property 
(farms, residences, timber, and 
historical sites) to elect to have their 
property assessed at 10% of its 
current use value, instead of 10% of 
its fair market value. 

*‘Fair market value’’ is what a 
willing, knowledgeable buyer would 
pay a willing, knowledgeable seller, 
if neither was pressured to buy or 
sell. 

*‘Current use value’ is the same 
thing, with the restriction that the 
property being valued is limited, in 
theory, to its present use. Such a 
restriction lowers the property 
value, and therefore gives a tax 
break. 

**Assessed value’’ is an artificial 
figure, arrived at by multiplying fair 
market value, or current use value, 
by 10% to 30%, depending on the 
property classification. Tax due is 
obtained by multiplying the millage 
rate and the assessed value. The 
concept of assessed value is thus 
arithmetically redundant and un- 
needed, but is used because it con- 
fuses people and gives politicians 
another number to tinker with. 

Section (j’s) biggest devaluation 
of the tax rolls will come on farm 
and timberland near towns and 
along highways, because such land 
may be worth much more for com- 
mercial or residential development 
than it is for its ‘‘current use.”* 

Many states have enacted similar 
legislation, called ‘‘green belt laws’’ 


for conservation purposes and to 
halt strip development. The federal 
tax reform act of 1976 had a similar 
provision for the purpose of 
evaluating family farms for the 
estate tax. 

Alabama’s version may inciden- 
tally help the ecology and family 
farmers, but the main effect will be 
to perpetuate the virtual tax exem- 
ption of large corporate lan- 
downers. 

Section (j) provides that it will 
become effective when the 
legislature enacts uniform laws set- 
ting up a procedure for determining 
‘current use’’ value, and authorizes 
the legislature to provide for proper- 
ty ceasing to be qualified (Class III) 
property. 

The legislature has already done 
that, in House Joint Resolution 172 
(Act No. 135) of the last special 
session. 

This resolution says that property 
ceasing to qualify for the current use 
valuation (Class III property) may 
be taxed for the three preceding 
years at its fair market value. 

The ‘‘three year sting’? may make 
Farmer Brown think twice about 
throwing in the trowel and selling 
out to some Zippy Mart or 7-11. 

Act 135 becomes effective upon 
the amendment’s passage. 

One of the final provisions of the 
proposed amendment would allow 
local authorities to levy an extra two 
mills, temporarily, in order to pay 
for the property reappraisal 
programs now in progress. 

This provision was apparently 
necessitated by the cost overruns 
and delays in reappraising that have 
occurred all over the state. 

That seems to be the essence of 
proposed amendment No. 1 on the 
November 7 ballot. 

A description of all the ifs, ands, 
and buts in the proposal would 
doubtless fill the rest of the paper, 
and be of limited interest. 

Despite .its vast complexity, the 
voters are being asked to say yes or 
no to the whole thing, on a take it or 
leave it basis. 

I’m not recommending one or the 
other. Taxes will be there regardless. 

I do recommend, strongly, that 
everyone acquaint themselves with 
this crazy quilt before voting on it. 
It will definitely affect all the 
property and pocketbooks in the 
state. 

The full text of the proposed 
amendment is printed in the Shelby 
County Reporter this week, and has 
been for the last three weeks.

In addition to the mapping that 
was done by cartographer Kurt 
Lang, historical facts compiled by 
Bill Johnston are included as well as 
drawings of significant sites ren- 
dered by Society President Miriam 
Fowler. 


Proceeds of the sale will be used 
to restore the old county courthouse 
in Columbiana. But it was pointed 
out at the Society’s fifth annual 
Sunday, that time for gathering 
funds is running out.

My heart bleeds for the thousands 
of deaths caused by thoughtless 
handling of firearms. With few ex- 
ceptions, probably every fatality 
could have been avoided. Face it -- 


guns are made for one purpose -- to 
kill. 

Automobiles kill people, but 
autos are not made to kill. Elec- 
tricity will also kill people, but elec- 
tricity was never intended to kill the 
human animal, with exception of 
the death house frizzle seat. Fires 
are not prepared to harm persons, 
but every year 900 individuals burn 
to death accidentally in public 
places and 5,100 perish in home 
fires. 

While we concentrate on measures 
to protect us from car wrecks, from 
electric shock, from fires, we need 
to concentrate on firearms safety 
rules. That gun you own is used 
either (1) to protect you from some 
animal or person. (2) to kill 
someone, should that be the last 
step in self defense, and (3) to har- 
vest game for the pot and to control 
pest wildlife, when and where 
necessary. 

The most popular use of the 
firearm in peacetime is number (3) -- 
to harvest game. 

In World War II not one of my 


firearms accident. True, on my 
tank-mounted 155 mm. guns we had 
several muzzle bursts (artillery 
projectiles exploding just as they 
leave the muzzle) but not a scratch! 

All personnel fired for months on 
the rifle and pistol ranges. The men 
and officers trained for combat five 
cadres (a cadre was the nucleus of 
troops for organizing a full strength 
firing battery in my case) before we 
sailed on the II de France for the 
European Theater. In almost two 
years of combat everyone carried a 
loaded sidearm or carbine. Because 
of front line contact in pillbox 
destruction I had two BAR 
(Browning automatic rifle) men 
constantly alert with loaded 
weapons. Many of us had narrow 
escapes. We had several men killed 
and wounded by German shellfire, 
Tellermines and snipers and all my 
officers and I were wounded at dif- 
ferent times. 

Yet not one man or officer woun-

Shelby County’s Wildcats ended 
the 1978 season at home last Friday 
night with another tough loss, this 
one to Chilton County 14 to 0. 

‘*I thought we played as good as 
we had all year,’’ stated coach Mark 
Bradley. ‘‘Our line blocked pretty 
well, we just couldn’t keep anything 
going.”’ 

Clanton scored just before the 
half and then late in the final period 
and put the game away with a drive 
for the second touchdown. 

‘‘We’re looking forward to the 
off season program and spring 
training,’’ stated Bradley. 

‘‘We went into this season 
blind,’’ the Wildcat coach ex- 
plained. ‘‘There’s no way I’m 
pleased with a 2-8 record. I don’t 
like losing, but I know our kids 
aren't losers. 

“Tl feel like our kids know now 
what we want to do and what it’s 
going to take to make the kind of 
program we want. 

‘‘We’re planning for the long 
haul. I’m planning on being here. 
We now have the chance to teach 
things the way we want it done.”’ 

Bradley explained that his late 
arrival at Shelby County and the 
resulting change in the offensive 
program at the school made in- 
stituting his philosophy difficult. 
He added that sooner or later the 
change would have taken its toll in 
the record department, but now 
that it’s out of the way, the future 
should be brighter. 

‘‘Next year we’re going to be 
stronger - because our off-season 
program will take care of that, and 
we’ll also be faster - because we’re 
going to spend a lot of time on it,”’ 
Bradley said of the future. 

“This year we didn’t have the 
talent most people thought. A lot of 
people were misled by last year’s 
team. We just didn’t have the raw 
physical talent. Next year we’ll have 
even less,’’ Bradley commented, but 
he added that that deficiency shouid 
be made up in skill by positions. It’s 
obviously going to be busy around 
the athletic department at Shelby 
County.

WHEREAS, The 
Legislature of Alabama at the 
Second Special Session 1978 
ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a cer- 
tain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, 
which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered 
that the said election be held 
on Tuesday, November 7, 1978, 
the da the General Elec- 
tionin the year 1978; and 

WHEREAS, the General 
Election in the year 1978 will 
be and occur on Tuesday, 
November 7, 1978; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the 
proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the 
provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment to be 

iven by a proclamation of the 

overnor to be published in 
each county in the State of 
Alabama for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, 
George C. Wallace, as Gover- 
nor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 7th day of November 1978, 
an election will be held at the 
several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form prescribed 
by law upon the following 
proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“Section 217. (a) On 
and after October 1, 
1978, all taxable proper- 
ty within this state, not 
exempt by law, shall be 
divided into the 
following classes for the 
purposes of ad valorem 
taxation: 

Class |. All property 
of utilities used in the 
business of such 
utilities. 

Class tl. All pronersy 
not otherwise classified 

Class tit. All 
agricultural, forest and 
single-family owner-oc- 
cupied residential 
say rty, and historic 

vildings and sites. 


Class IV. All private 
Passenger automobiles 
and motor trucks of the 
type commonly known

pensation. 

(b) With respect to ad 
valorem taxes levied by 
the state, all taxable 
property shall be 
forever taxed aft the 
same rate.

We 
chose Shelby County as the area in 
which to search for a new home 
because of its convenient location to 
his place of employment, shopping 
facilities, schools and colleges. 

We were enthusiastic over the 
availability of new housing in the 
area. The seemingly endless 
development of new businesses in 
Shelby County backed our im- 
pression that real estate values 
would remain good and get better in 
the years to come. Moving from 
Pennsylvania, I was pleased to find 
that property taxes are considerably 
lower in this state -- a real savings, 
although in Pennsylvania, items 
such as clothes and food are not 
taxable as they are in my new home 
state. 

A pleasing surprise of my move to 
Alabama was the discovery that this 
state and especially Shelby County 
possess some of the most beautiful 
countryside in the nation.

I surely won’t 
miss shoveling sidewalks, and 
sliding down the highway trying to 
get to a destination, although I 
don’t hope to see a tornado like the 
one I heard ripped through parts of 
the county two years ago.

Two of my 
neighbors came right over and of- 
fered to use their trucks to take my 
rubbish to the landfill. 


I’ve also found the children to be 
very respectful of their elders. They 
call me ‘‘Miss”’ Marilyn, a form of 
address I seldom heard living in the 
North. 

I don’t want people to assume 
that my opinions should be con- 
strued as a guarantee that things are 
similar everywhere in Alabama, but 
Shelby County has proven to be a 
fine place to first begin living in this 
State.

Following a four hour hearing, 
Ingram ruled that the five trustees 
named as interim trustees on the May 
ballot, which created the district, 
should continue as trustees until the 
next regular county election. 
The controversy centered around 
a bill passed in the legislature which 
created the district in Beat 12 of 
Shelby County. The bill, Act 65, is a 
state law which allows for an 
emergency and medical rescue district. 
Trustees named in the original 
ballot as interim trustees were Larry 
Dillard, Martha Geyer, John Pruett, 
Jack vanPelt and Stephen Wright. 
Contesting the above mentioned 
trustees were Robert J. Ctoss, Kathryn 
G. Street, E. E. Raughley, James N. 
Rutherford and William L. Caldwell. 
Their objection was based on the fact 
that the election on November was the 
next regular county election and 
would not have to wait the mandatory 
two years as prescribed in the Act. 
“The people didn’t have a choice 
as to the trustees on the original ballot 
since the names were on the ballot in 
conjunction with the creation of the 
district,” said one of the plantiffs. “‘We 
felt it should have been an open 


election with the voters making the 
choice, ’ another added. 

The courtroom was an unusual 
scene as Judge Ingram allowed three 
sides to the situation to be heard in 
order. The plantiffs defense, headed 
up by Attorney James Weaver, 
attempted to show that Cross, Street,

Alabaster mayor submits

Although they knew it was 
coming, members of the Alabaster 
City Council were still reluctant to 
see Mayor Harold Davenport leave 
his post after six years in office. 
The resignation, which became 


effective Tuesday, was made official : 


at Monday night’s Council meeting. 

After winning a seat on ghe Coun- 
ty Commission in September's run- 
off election, Davenport had in- 
ditated that he wanted to relinquish 
the reins of city government bedfore 
the end of the year. His reason was 
to assist his successor in becoming 
familiar with the mayor’s duties. 

However, the panel reported they 
still have not met to consider a 
replacement. So Mayor Pro Tem 
Wayne Lucas will temporarily take 
over the office. 

The mayor had difficulty in 
keeping his voice from quavering as 
he read his resignation statement. 
Noting that his years in office had 
been a rewarding experience, 
Davenport thanked the council for 
their “‘wonderful cooperation.”’ 

He also commended city em- 
ployees and said that ‘‘without 
dedicated people, the city couldn’t 
function.’’ 

Councilman Lucas’ remarks pret- 
ty well summed up the feelings that 
other members of the panel had ex- 
pressed. ‘‘The people of Alabaster 
couldn’t have selected a better 
Mayor,”’ Lucas declared. , 

During his last council meeting, 
the Mayor listened to complaints 
from dog owners and residents of 
Hickory Hills who have been 
protesting a water slide park in their 
neighborhood. 

Several Siluria residents appeared 
at the meeting with a petition 
bearing 116 names. Mrs, Patricia 
White, who did most of the talking, 
told the panel that Siluria residents 
did not want to be included in the 
leash law. 

Councilman Jack Zuiderhoek ex- 
plained that one area of the city 
couldn’t be exluded from the or- 
dinance. And Mayor Davenport 
told the group that they should have 
voiced their protest when a council 
meeting on the subject was announ- 
ced. He noted that only one in- 
terested citizen had showed up. 

Members of the delegation con- 
tended it wasn’t fair for the dog cat- 
cher to pick up a pet that briefly 
strayed from the yard. Although no 
action was taken on the matter, the 
Mayor said he would meet with the 
council and try to work out a 
solution. 

Hickory Hills resident Ken Elkins 
asked the council why no reply had 
been received from the Board of 
Adjustments on the hearing that 
had been requested by their attor- 
ney. 

The group from the area where a 
water slide park was proposed had 
hoped to get the wording in the B-2 
zoning ordinance clarified where it 
would exclude such a project. They 
also contended that the rezoning of 
the land had been handled iom- 
properly. 


No action can be taken, Mayor 
Davenport informed them, until an 
opinion is received from the Attor- 
ney General. He also mentioned the 
matter had been turned over to the 
city attorney whom he promised to 
contact. 

Reporting on business, Coun- 
cilman Zuiderhoek said that two 
bids had been received on a heating 
and air conditioning unit for the 
depot. 

The Council voted to accept the 
low bid of $3,980 submitted by 


by an unofficial vote of about 2 to 1. 
The district is in the Cahaba Valley 
and includes Pelham and part of 
Alabaster, as well as part of Jefferson 


County. 
In the State House’ of 
Representatives, District 52 race, 


Democratic incumbent Sonny Moore 
of Sterrett defeated Republican Ray 
Ledbetter, carrying most of the boxes.

Votes in the State Senate race, 
District 18, between Republican Tom 
Longshore and Democrat incumbent 
Lister Hill Proctor went to Proctor but 
Longshore carried Columbiana where 
his law office is located, and 
Dunnavant where he lives. Longshore 
also did well in other boxes of the 
county. 

But Proctor led in the total tally, 
almost from the beginning. With about 
two-thirds of the Shelby County votes 
counted, Proctor was pulling 2653 to 
Longshore’s 1962.

Bolton new mayor, 


Falkner quits post

Within the space of a few minutes 
Thursday night, the city of 


Columbiana gained a new Mayor and 
lost its City Superintendent. 


Shortly after the oath of office 
was administered to three-time Mayor 
Bob Bolton, City Superintendent J.D. 
“Buck” Falkner quit. He said that 
because of personal and health 
reasons, he would have to leave his 


post. 


The same explanation for leaving 
office was given by Mayor Dick Ozley 
when he relinquished the reins of city 
government two weeks ago. 

But in Falkner’s case, what it 
boiled down to was the fact that he 
felt he couldn’t work under his old 
boss again.

by recent $6 million law suit

Pelham officials do not seem 
alarmed by a $6 million dollar suit 
filed against them last week by former 
policeman Johnny Bailey, 

Officials questioned by the 
Reporter indicated that the city felt it 
had a strong case that would hold up 
in court in answer to charges made by 
Bailey. 

He was dismissed from the city 
police department on August 1, and is 
charging that Police Chief Dave O. 
Watson said at the time “The police

Pelham sets 
°78-’79 budget

After weeks of going the rounds 
on expenses, Pelham’s department 
heads and the city council ham- 
mered out a budget which provides 
for basic city needs. The total ex- 
penses come to $1,131,548.13 for 
the coming fiscal year. 

Income is projected at almost 
$3,000 more than expenses. 

The police and fire departments 
will get the lion’s share of more than 
$676,000 of the city’s total revenues. 
The amount will be split almost 
evenly with the fire department get- 
ting some $20,000 more than the 
police. 

It will cost $193,000 to run the 
city administratively. Sanitation and 
streets are budgeted at about 
$70,000 each. 

The library will receive $35,000 
and the parks board is down for 


$7,400. 
Extension of water to Oak Ridge 
will cost about $23,000. 
Councilman Ray Hamilton 


praised the department heads for 
their cooperation in developing the 
budget.

Many growers ask ‘‘Why should I 
soil test?’’ Just as easily, the 
question could be asked, ‘‘Why 
should | check the oil in my car or 
truck?’’ Obviously, a person needs 
to know whether oil is needed. 
Likewise, a soil test is a fertility 
gauge, telling a person when plant 


nutrients are needed. A_ soil ‘test © 


reports on your lime needs and a 
recommendation for lime if needed. 

A soil testing program is now un- 
derway in Shelby County during the 
month of November. Soil testing 
materials can be gotten at any of the 
following locations:

Continued from’ page 1 
rulings were the reason Ellis was 
representing Judge Thomas Snowden, 
Jr., as a defendent in the case. 

On Monday, . Attorney David 
Whiteside filed an’ intervening 
injunction to stop the election of the 
five qualifiers on behalf of the original 
trustees, Therefore, Ingram allowed 
Whiteside to argue their side, giving a 
three sided case. 

Ingram’s decision was based on 
the attorney general’s opinions which 
gave credence to the law requiring a 
two year wait. 

The ruling pointed to the 
controversial no-election clause in the 
act which says no election of any type 
may be held within the first two years 
the district exists. However, another 
clause states that permanent trustees 
may be elected at the next regular 
county election. 

It was pointed out by Ellis that 
time did not permit the changing of 
the ballot in the twelfth hour and that 
Judge Ingram had two possible ways 
to go. One was to leave the names on 
the ballot and the other was to strike 
the names from the ballot. It was 
noted that a physical impossibility 
« isting in -entering the existing 
trustees names to the ballot on the day 
prior to an election. 

Should the challengers persist in 
appealing the decision, Ingram said 
that a contested ballot could be cast 
before the Supreme Court reaches a 
decision. If that should occur, the five 
whose names appeared on the ballot 
would only need one vote to win the 
election.

Proctor handily winning the election. 
In Talladega County he polled 3,048 
votes to 477. He took Coosa County 
by 1,712 votes to 590, In the Leeds 
box the score was Proctor 858 to 
Longshore’s 418. And in Chilton 
County, the total vote went to Proctor 
by 4,375 to 2,234. 

The U. S. Senate contest between 
Republican Jim Martin and Democrat 
Donald Stewart was close during the 
evening as returns came in from 
various parts of the county. Martin led 
Stewart almost 3 to 1 in Beat 12. But 
as more of the votes came in Stewart 
pulled ahead. With more than half the 
boxes counted, Stewart’s score was 
1,847 to Martin’s 1,727. Then as more 
votes were counted, Martin was pulling 

ahead 3,871 to 3,518. The final 
tally gave Martin 5,509 to Stewart’s 
4,747, even as Martin was 
conceding defeat statewide. 


Shelby County voters were 
apparently confused over Amendment 
One because the voting pattern 
showed wide differences. In one 
Harpersville box, for instance, the vote 
was 104 to 79 in favor of the 
amendment relating to ad valorem 
taxes. But in the box at Bryan Church 
in Beat 12 the vote went against it 40 
to 104. In the box at the Siluria fire 
station the vote was 91 to 207 against 
the amendment. In Pelham it was 
defeated 170 to 611. 

It appeared that the majority of 
Shelby County voters turned down the 
amendment from the incomplete 
returns. 

Amendment two, providing a 
bond issue for prisons was being 
approved by Shelby County voters as 
the unofficial votes came in. 

Poll workers brought their official 
returns in to the courthouse during the 
late evening Tuesday, but the counting 
was slow. Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden and Sheriff's Deputy Louie 
Cosby read off the votes while Circuit 
Clerk Kyle Lansford recorded them on 
a giant board. Five office workers kept 
paper tallies and were still compiling 
votes two hours after the unofficial 
returns had been finished in adjoining 
counties.

Pelham man takes nine month look at statue 


by Nancy Duncan 

Growing up, he was Timo Juhani 
Yrjon Poika Haapanen of 
Haapajarvi, Oulun Laani, Suomi, 
Finland, a fair-haired lad who spent 
a lot of time fishing and who often 
skiied to school. 

Today he is Tim Haapanen of 
Pelham, a family man who fights 
crabgrass, plays bridge and enjoys 
camping. 

In his transition from European 
farm boy to Shelby County subur- 
banite lies a remarkable tale of ad- 
venture. 

The fifth of six children, young 
Timo Juhani enjoyed a comfortable 
childhood in his father’s 500 acre 
farm near a small community of 
central Finland. 

‘I grew up in a house on top of a 
hill which overlooked a lake and I 
did a lot of fishing in that lake,’’ he 
reminisces. ‘‘I’d go out there with 
my cat. It was the fattest cat in 
town, because he ate my fish.”’ 

Village youngsters had their 
choice of three modes of transpor- 
tation in getting to school, he says. 
They could walk, ski or glide along 
in a sort of manually operated 
snowmobile, with a passenger 
seated at the front and the operator 
pushing, scooter fashion, through 
the snow. 

**We could frequently see snow 
through June,’’ Tim observes, ad- 
ding that crops his father rasied had 
a growing period of about three 
months. ‘‘That was adequate for 
such things as potatoes, wheat and 
English sweet peas.”’ 

The placid rural life was to end 
after his fourth year in school, 
however. 

‘*My Dad had somewhat of a 
wanderlust,’’ he says. ‘‘He used to 
go through encyclopedias and look 
at Australia and Brazil and go into 
the statistics as to what kind of 
governments they had and what’s 
the potential of making a living, and 
so forth. But for some reason or 
another, he settled on the United 
States -- I guess it had something to 
do with the opportunity to grow. 

*‘In the years after the war 
(World War II), things started 
looking rather disturbing to him,”’ 
Tim continues. ‘‘Finland had 
literally lost the war to Russia and 
nobody really knew what was 
coming, so rather than take a chan- 
ce on.living under communism, he 
decided to leave.”’ 

In preparation for the trip to the 
new land, Tim’s father sold his farm 
with its rambling, 18 room home, 
and auctioned off farm machinery. 
Most of the proceeds were used to 
purchase an 81-foot sailboat. 

The elder Haapanen figured it 
would take a matter of years to 
ready his boat for the long trip, 
round up a crew and earn enough 
money to subsidize the voyage. 
Meanwhile, the family lived aboard 
the mammoth vessel and hauled 
lumber from Helsinki to 
Stockholm. 

On one trip, while they were in 
Sweden, an acquaintance wired 
them that harbors in Finland were 
being closed and that if they retur- 
ned, they would rish being unable to 
leave. The closing of the harbors, 
Tim says, was attributed to a 
“*government turnover.”’ 

The news convinced his father

that he and the family should start 
their journey as soon as possible. 

Still short of funds, they built 
bunks in the cargo holes of the boat 
and booked 22 Estonian refugees as 
passengers to help finance the trip. 

‘None of us had visas,’” Tim 
recalls. ‘*The only think we had on 
the boat were sailing papers which 
enabled us to go to any port in the 
world.’’ Visas, he explains, would 
have required a five year waiting 
period, ‘‘and we didn’t have five 
years.”’ 

Once the boat was rigged and 
ready, the Estonians were picked up 
from a pre-arranged point in 
southern Sweden. Since their depar- 
ture, with no papers, was something 
less than legal, the rendezvous took 
place in the middle of the night and 
flashlight signals were used to help 
the boat and passengers make con- 
nections. ‘‘It was kind of spooky, as 
I recall,’’ Tim says. 

Fortunately, a retired sea captain 
was among the passengers, so the 
family acquired the captain they had 
not previously been able to find. 
Tim notes also that of the 37 per- 
sons on board, only one, an 
Estonian, spoke any English. 

The months-long voyage was a 
series of adventures and mis- 
adventures. Early into the trip, 
while trying to reach Dover, 
England, the group lost four days’ 
travel time when a storm sent them 
instead to a port in Denmark. Then 
as they attempted to depart, they 
lost both anchors when the chains 
broke. 

“It took us about three weeks in 
Denmark to repair the damage and 
procure new anchors; then we 
headed to Dover again.”’ 

They faced other storms in the 
North Sea and North Atlantic and 
once a hurricane ripped off all their 
sails and a spare set had to be 
hauled out and installed. 

Flying fish would hurl themselves 
toward the boat at night, Tim 
relates. ‘‘It may sound like a fish 
story, but we would put lamps up 
against the sails and those fish 
would fly into the sails and drop on- 
to the deck.’’ They make good 
eating, he says, for passengers quick 
enough to grab them before they 
slipped back into the water. 


‘"We had no two-way radio, no 
way to communicate with the out- 
side world once we left a harbor,”’ 
he goes on. ‘‘The only think we had 
was a weather radio for forecasts.”’ 

‘*We spent Christmas at sea,’’ he 
said, recalling that ‘‘Everybody 
went scrounging around to see what 
they had to give for presents. 

‘*] remember one Estonian lady 
had made me a bathing suit out of 
her slip.’’ Black and made of silk, it 
came in handy when the entourage 
reached warmer water, Tim says. 

The voyage took, them from 
England to the Madeira Islands, 
Canary Islands, across to the West 
Indies, then the Dominican 


Republic and finally, Miami. 


Bouncing around 


- The entrance into Miami harbor 
of 37 jubilant immigrants, aboard a 
somewhat ocean-weary vessel, was 
further dramatized by an appen- 
dicitis attack which had struck Tim 
two days out of port. 

“‘They just had to keep the 
coldest water they could find on my 
side,’’ he recalls. ‘“There was no ice 
on the boat.”’ 

Thus it was that an emergency 
appendectomy in a Miami hospital 
was the youngster’s introduction to 
his new homeland. 

Meanwhile, back in the harbor, 
immigration officials were puzzling 
over what to do with the boatload of 
new arrivals. 

‘“‘When they found out what we

had in mind and that we had no 
papers, they made Dad an offer he 
could refuse,’’ Tim relates. ‘‘They 
offered to put a copper bottom on 
the boat; they offered to restock the 
boat and give us. all the food and 
provisions we wanted if we would 
go anywhere else in the world.”’ 

Obviously port officials failed to 
take into account Papa Haapanen’s 
determination to remain in the 
country of his choosing. He turned 
them down and as a result, the 
family and all passengers were 
packed into a converted B-29 and 
flown to Ellis Island in New York 
harbor. 

“At that point we were illegal 
aliens,’’ Tim notes, ‘‘so we spent 
nine months at Ellis Island, looking 
at the Statue of Liberty through a 
barbed wire fence.”’ 

The island, he explains, was at that 
time a detention center for persons 
who entered the country illegally. 

During their confinement, the 
family had relatives, friends and at- 
torneys working for their release. 
Apparently someone made the 
proper contacts, because they were 
let out. ‘‘We were released on $500 
bond per person, the money having 
been raised by friends and 
relatives,’’ Tim reports. 

Living with cousins in Michigan, 
the Haapanens began their quest for 
American citizenship which, as it 
turned out, literally took an act of 
Congress. ‘‘It was something like 13 
years of putting a special bill in 
Congress,’’ Tim points out. 
‘‘During the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration they put it through 
where we could become permanent 
residents first, and then citizens.”’ 

Tim adds that they later heard 
that all others who came with them 
were subsequently deported.

Mountaintop home crammed 
with antiques, heirlooms

Nestled in the woods high on a 
mountain outside Columbiana is a 
most unusual home. .

sity of Montevallo’s Home 
Economics teacher, Marvolin 
Stephens. 


Last Thursday evening she 
brought students from her Begin- 
ning Interior Design Class and 
Home Furnishings class to inspect 
the home and its contents. 

His first buy at an auction, Cates 
told the group, was an oversize wing 
chair that had been designed for the 
famed archer Howard Hill. Poin- 
ting to the nearby pump organ that 
Cates said he acquired for $60, the 
antique buff recounted that he had 
the instrument refinished and re- 
conditioned so that it now plays. 

Admitting to being a nut about 
clocks, Cates said that he had seven 
in his home. Most of the lighting 
fixtures, he noted, are gas lamps 
which have been converted to elec- 
tricity. 

The overhead light in the kitchen 
and several pieces of furniture were 
handed down to Cates by his gran- 
dparents and great grandparents. 

He pointed with pride to a huge 
cabinet in the kitchen which had 
belonged to his great grandmother. 
To get it in its present condition, he 
told the group, 10 dozen coats of 
paint had to be removed. 


In the open loft of the home, 
Cates showed the students some 
early fashion prints which had been 


framed and hung on the wall. He 
also displayed an original drawing 
from the musical Mame which had 
been done by the play’s costume 
designer. 

A framed land grant deed was 
also pointed out by Cates. He 
related that it had belonged to his 
great grandfather and he reported it 
had been signed twice by President 
James Buchanan. 

Other interesting pieces that Cates 
pointed out were an old ice box 
placed in the dining room, and an 
elaborately carved phonograph 
cabinet which stands near his bed. 
Demonstrating that the equipment 
was still in working order he 
cranked the handle and spun a few 
records for the group. 

Urging class members to consider 
buying antiques when they were 
ready to furnish a home, Cates said 
that better quality pieces could often 
be obtained for less money. 

To make this point, he recounted 
that his living room sofa had cost 
$160. A new one that resembled it, 
he added, had been priced at $3,000.

The Alabama Conservancy an- 
nounced Nov. 3 that Dr. M. Rup- 
ert Cutler, Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture, will conduct a personal 
review of the U.S, Forest Service’s 
conclusion that Alabama’s Cahaba 
River does not merit protection un- 
der the National Wild and Scenic 
Rivers Systems.

Columbiana 
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County roadsides littered with trash 


by Bert Seaman 
_ Even though Shelby County has 
three landfills and four garbage 


collection contractors, who operate in 
all sections of the county, numerous 
residents still choose to deposit their 
trash along the roadside. 


And it seems that some families 
are sO unconcerned about the 
unsightly mess that they barely leave 
their neighborhood before slinging out 
their household refuse. 


Such an incident happened last 
week on County Road 12W at the 
corner of Tall Timber Trail. 

A search through several large 
garbage sacks revealed that the trash 
belonged to a family living only a few 
blocks from the dumping site. 

According to Walter L. Bryant, 
head of the county's Solid Waste 
Enforcement Division, a letter 
requesting that the trash be picked up 
within seven days was sent to the 
owner whose name and address was 
found on correspondence in the sacks. 

Because of the odor of decaying 
food, neighbors wondered why 
Bryant didn’t insist on immediate 
removal, Explaining, Bryant said that 
if the case went to court, it would 
have to be shown that adequate time 
was given for picking up the trash. 

When a letter receives no 
response, another is sent by registered 
mail, Bryant reported, informing the 


offender that legal action may be 
forthcoming. 

One case that’s been tried since he 
took over his enforcement duties three 
months ago resulted in a conviction, 
Bryant remarked. And according to 
the law, fines can be as much as $100. 

However, Bryant stressed that he 
would rather enlist the cooperation of 
those doing the illegal dumping 
than institute legal proceedings. 

If an individual or business 
doesn’t subscribe to a _ garbage 
collection system or have an approved 
dump, Bryant said the Solid Waste 
Dispolal law requires a permit be 
obtained for carrying trash to an 
approved landfill. 

And when permits are issued, he 
checks to see if they are being used, 
Bryant said. In the event they are not, 
he knows that the illegal dumping 
must be continuing. 

Previously issued by the Health 
Department, the permits are now 
available in Bryant’s office. 

Since he was appointed to his job 
by the County Commission, Bryant 
reported that the stack of complaints 
about highway litter has been 
mounting steadily on his desk. 

One way Bryant thinks he could 
be more effective is if he were 
deputized. That way, he could make 
arrests rather than file complaint 
charges as he has to do now. 

It has been suggested that the best

The curing process also gives the 
meat time to dry well and makes it 
much easier to handle when cutting 
and wrapping. ‘‘There’s nothing 
better than venison when it is 
prepared properly,’’ said Richey. 
“Treat it just the way you would 
beef.’’ His favorite way to cook a 
deer roast is to boil it for about an 
hour then put it on the grill and bar- 
Heque it slowly. Steaks and other 
cuts are cooked just like fine cuts of 
Beef. 

With four sons who love to hunt 
as much as he does, it’s no wonder 
Richey found it necessary to build 
the large cooler.

I got there about daylight, on a 
day I would have received if I had 
ordered a wheelbarrow wheel and 
goose-neck hoe from Roebuck and 
got this day as a bonus. Some days 
are like that, if you are a fisherinan. 
You wake up expecting rain and a 
little wind comes out of the north 
and before you know it the clouds 
are gone and the sun is out, warm as 
toast in Granny’s oven. 

A few clouds still hung in the east, 
like bundles of clothes the wind was 
slowly pushing away. A little, 
variable wind that rippled the water 
and shook the leaves in a tall oak 
and ran down the bank chasing dead 
leaves. A wind that caught the 
sound of crows, fussing in the pines, 
and brought it down to the little 
creek where I was, preparing to fish 
for bluegills along the bank. 

I had come here to fish for the 
bluegills. The same as I had done 
twice before, last week and the week 
before, only to be scared away by 
moccasins that were housekeeping 
along the bank. Most snakes will 
slip away when you come close to 
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ih 
them, but not moccasins. They’ll 
bite you in the seat of your pants if 
you’re running, or on your shins if 
you’re standing still; and they’ll do 
it at the drop of a hat, for fun if 
they’re just sunning and for protec- 
tion if they’re housekeeping. 

The bluegills were housekeeping, 
too, on a sandy bottom that reached 
halfway across the creek, They were 
big and mean and once they tipped 
your cork and you tightened the line 
the whole creek came alive. I had 
caught three, big fellows that raced 
up and down in front of the boat, 
before the first moccasin wriggled 
out from under the bank. 

I looked at him and he looked at 
me. He kept looking at me. But I 
looked away, at my paddle and the 
side of the boat and how far it was 
from my seat to the water.

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Reapportionment plan discussed | 


by Nancy Duncan 

A lot of long-standing public 
education problems and some new 
pnes were batted around Monday 
night when the county’s legislative 
delegation met at Riverchase Middle 
School with patrons and educators 
representing nine Shelby County 
schools. 

Initiated by the Pelham High 
District Legislative Committee, the 
meeting was termed ‘‘an informal 
sharing session’’ by committee 
chairman P. Reginald Hug. The 
county’s three state representatives, 
Sonny Moore, Curtis Smith and 
J.T. Waggoner were there, as well 
as Doug Cook, recently elected to 
serve Senate District 17. Sen. Lister 
Hill Proctor had a prior engagement 
and could not attend, Dr. Hug 
reported. 

Schools represented included 
Vincent Elementary, Vincent High; 
Thompson Elementary, Thompson 
Middle and Thompson High; 
Helena Elementary, Valley Elemen- 
tary, Riverchase Middle and 


Pelham High. 


Using a list prepared by the 
legislative committee, nearly 30 
teachers, principals, school trustees, 
committee members and other 
patrons discussed nine ‘‘legislative 
goals’? toward which they plan to 
work - hopefully with the help of the 
county delegation. 

Heading the list is reapportion- 
ment of the county. Referring to a 
plan he worked up with Waggoner 
and State Senator Eddie Hubert 
Gilmore, Malcolm Argo, a north 
county resident, asked the 
legislators if they would support the 
proposal which he said divides the 
county into ‘‘three districts of more 
equitable (population) 
distribution.”’ 

Waggoner said he plans to in-' 
troduce legislation along the lines of 
Argo’s plan, but feels that a study 
should be conducted before this is 
done. Moore indicated he would 
have to consult his constituents 
before throwing his support to such 
a measure, and Smith agreed that 

some such proposal needs to be con- 
sidered.

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‘There is a group in this part of 
the county that feels if this is not 
done in the legislature, it will be 
done in the courts,’’ Argo warned. 

Direct aid from the state, based 
on the county’s rapid 
population growth, was another 
goal discussed with the legislators. 
County school superintendent-elect 
Charles Knowles noted that $9 
million in state funds is designated 
for allocation to areas of ‘‘critical 
needs and impact.’’ The county 
board of education, he said, has 
requested a portion of this for 
capital outlay projects. 

Moore pointed out that according 
to a formula devised for distribution 
of the $9 million, Shelby County’s 
share would be $1.5 million. 

Citizens at the meeting made it 
clear that they favor a change to 
facilitate voter registration in the 
county. Dr. Hug asked if a mobile 
unit can be employed for this pur- 
pose or if city clerks might be 
deputized so they may register new 
voters. 

‘I handled the bill in the last 
session (of the legislature) to 
deputize three people in each part of 
the county, but of course it was 
defeated,’’ Waggoner commented. 

Moore, who opposed _ the 
proposal, said he is willing to go 
along with a bill to deputize city 
clerks, ‘‘but to allow three or four 
people in every part of the county 
(to register people), right now, I 
couldn’t see doing that.’’ He added 
that the current Board of Registrars 
shares his viewpoint, feeling that to 
do this would result in problems 
such as incorrect beat assignments. 

In response to Lynn Argo’s point 
that under the present law citizens 
can be registered only in the beats in 
which they live (except at the county 
courthouse), Moore replied, ‘‘I 
think we could probably change that 
law.”’ 

Cook expressed interest in a 
mobile registration unit, but Smith 
and Moore questioned how such a 
project would be funded. Roland 
Lee, a Valley Elementary School 
trustee, told them that the county 
board of education has indicated 
school buses might be furnished for 
this purpose. 

The school legislature committee 
has gone on record as opposing the 
elimination.of Boards of Trustees 
and as favoring a change which 
would make the local school 
superintendent’s office appointive 
rather than elective. 

On matters of funding, the com- 
mittee stated its intention to con- 
lobbying for revenue, 
outlining eleven areas where 
changes will be sought. These in- 
clude: 

- Funding based on actual current 
enrollment, rather than Average 
Daily Attendance (ADA). 

- Adequate funding for daily 
operation and maintenance of 
school facilities.

It would be cheaper for the 
county to build its Own agri-center 
building than to lease from private 
builders. 

This is what Financial Adviser 
James I. Harrison told the Shelby 
County Commission Monday after 
studying proposals made -by M.M. 
Argo and Sherman Holland. 

Argo brought a revised outline to 
the Commission, saying he could build 
the building for $260,000. Under his 
arrangement, the county would lease 
the entire building and collect rents 
from tenants, while providing 
maintenance and _ utilities. 

The private builders submitted 
plans on their own after hearing that 
the county needed more space in the 
present courthouse building. 
Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden had stated months ago that 
he would like to see all farm-related 
agencies located in one building. 

Harrison’s figures showed that the 
saving would be about $200,000 over 
a 20 year period if the county used its 
own credit to build the building. 

Harrison also figured in an 
estimate of costs of renovating parts of 
the present courthouse,

City Clerk Don Hughes informed 
council members that the city’s 
auditing firm is auditing all city 
records including the fire department, 
park and recreation board and 
cemetery board.

Kirkland’s written report also 
indicated that officers drove 7,090 
miles during October and that thirteen 
prisoners were confined to the city jail 
during the month.

Rabies is confirmed in 
in 17 Alabama counties 


Rabies has been confirmed in 17 
Alabama counties since February 
with the latest. cases a dog in 
Covington County and a raccoon 
and a dog in Houston County in Oc- 
tober, Dr. W. E. Birch, state health 
veterinarian, has said. 

In addition to Covington and 
Houston, rabies has been confirmed 
by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Barbour, Coffee, 
Crenshaw, Elmore, Etowah, 
Geneva, Henry, Jefferson, Lee, 
Limestone, Marshall, Madison, 
Mobile, Pike and Walker counties. 

Dr. Birch warned Alabamians, 
especially farmers and pet owners, 
to be extremely cautious in dealing 
with stray or wild animals. He urged 


pet owners to vaccinate for rabies 
and be sure annual boosters are 
given on schedule. Stray or wild 
animals should be avoided and 
reported to law enforcement agen- 
cies or the local health department, 
according to Dr. Birch. Do not at- 
tempt to handle these animals 
without assistance from trained per- 
sonnel, he added. 

Rabies in Alabama has been 
serious and remains a threat, Dr. 
Birch warns. Since the first two 


cases were confirmed in mid- y 


February, positive cases have been 
confirmed each month. In March 
there were two cases; in April, 
seven; May, four; June, three; and 
four each month since July.

“Close calls come from

Members of the Shelby County 
Law Enforcement Personnel Board 
enacted the Rules and Regulations 
in a special meeting last Friday. 

The board consisting of three 
members, as required by Act 789 of 
the state of Alabama, are: Teddy 
Brasher, Board Chairman, Bill 
Knowles and Crawford Cox. Ac- 
cording to the Act, the board mem- 
bers were appointed by the 
legislative delegation following the 
submission of three names by the 
county commission, the Shelby 
County Legislative Delegation and 
by Sheriff Walker. 

During the hour long meeting 
Friday, the board approved the set 
of Rules and Regulations with 
several minor changes. One of the 
changes requested by deputies, but 
the board did not deem necessary, 
was the elinination of a requirement 
that all new deputies become a 
resident of Shelby within one year 
of their hiring. Another rejected by 
the board was one requesting a 
change in the vacation leave rules 
which allowed employees to take 
one week vacation after the first 
year, two weeks with 1-5 years em- 
ployment, three weeks after five 
years and four weeks after being 
employed 10 years. 

The board left the original 
regulation in which stated: One 
week after three years; two weeks 
for three - thirteen years; three 
weeks for 13-20 years and four 
weeks for 20 or more years.

A hearing in the case brought by 
former Shelby County sheriff’s 
deputy Wayne Lucas was scheduled 
for Tuesday, November 21 at 1 p.m.

Christ states that travelers from here 
to eternity jouney on one of two roads. 
Most people are ont he broad way which 
leads to destruction, whereas but few 
enter the narrow way which leads to life 
everlasting. (Matthew 7:13, 14) The 
narrow way is characterized by the 
following.

Most fire insurance policies today 
are subject to what is called a coin- 
surance clause. This clause reduces 
rates for your insurance coverage in 
exhange for your agreements to in- 
sure the property to a predetermined 
percentage of its actual cash value.

Six want council seat

Alabaster Mayor Jack 
Zuiderhoek is anxious to pass on his 
former Council duties. 

And according to the newly ap- 
pointed Mayor, there are a number 
of Alabaster residents willing to ac- 
cept the responsibility. 


Six names were submitted during 
Monday night’s Council meeting. 
The Mayor reported he had talked 
to Roger Wheeler, Dan Gillis, 
John Creamer, Bob Byrd and Jess 
Horton. 

Jim Shubert’s name was added to 
the list by Councilman Wayne 
Lucas. 

Mayor Zuiderhoek urged the 
council to talk to all those who had 
expressed interest in the position. 
He said that a vote would be taken 
at the next Council meeting. 


Although no one appeared at the 
meeting to register a complaint, 
several annoying situations were 
brought to the Council’s attention. 

One letter was received expressing 
dissatisfaction with the numerous 
yard sales being held in Port South. 
The Mayor showed the panel a clip- 
ping from a Birmingham paper 
which mentioned a city’s ordinance 
governing these events. 

‘‘We’re not advocating doing 
away with these sales,’’ the Mayor 
remarked, ‘‘but we may have to 
regulate them.”’ 

Councilman Wayne Lucas men- 


tioned the eyesore created by junk 
cars in various locations in the 
community. He was asked by 
Zuiderhoek to discuss amending the 
ordinance governing the situation 
with Police Chief ‘‘Bull’’ Carter and 
Lt. Leroy Davis. 

Reporting that Superintendent of 
Education Elect Charles Knowles 
wanted to talk with the Council 
about ways the board could help the 
city’s schools, the Mayor appointed 
a committee to meet with Knowles. 

Those appointed were Charlotte 
Burke, Mayo Taylor and Lucas. 

A new garbage contract will be 
awarded at the next meeting, the 
Mayor told the panel. He announ- 
ced that Hoover Sanitation were low 
bidders, but pointed out some 
minor details needed to be worked 
out before awarding the contract. 

Their bid was $5,250 a month. 
Lonnie Coston, who has been 
picking up the city’s garbage for 
$3,700 a month, submitted a bid of 
$5,700. 

After putting a good deal of work 
into a grant application from the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
Zuiderhoek reported that the terms 
of the agreement needed to be voted 
on by the Council in order to get the 
$20,000 pius in matching money. 

The panel gave unanimous con- 
sent and the Mayor said that bids on 
new bleachers for the city park and 
added fencing would be taken as 
soon as possivic.

What a 
shame! When we put 
mechanization and rapid fire 
over the quality of beauty and 
hand crafted hunting and fishing 
tools, we lost some of the spirit of 
hunting and fishing ethics. A 
trademark I’ll never forget: 
“‘Whoever heard of a broken 
Lefever?’’ 

New Chris-Craft motor boat, 
Phillips mahogany, 15% ft., five 
foot five-inch beam, 32 h.p. motor 
with electric starter, $495. Then 
there was the new Savage over-and- 
under shotgun in any of the popular 
gauges -- $35. All these were prices 
in June, 1937! 

Coleman -- a strong bidder for 
the camper’s dollar today was 
well in the business before 1936. 
Price of a single-mantle lantern, 
$5.95. 

About a year ago in one of my 
columns I mentioned Lexol as a 
wonderful material to rub into 
your leather items for greater 
suppleness and for prolonging 
the life of any leather. I found 
one Lexol ad for use as a leather 
preservation back in 1936. And 
all along I thought this was a 
fairly new product. 

Here are familiar names: 
Horrocks-Ibbotson split bamboo 
rods, Al Foss Pork Rind bait, 3- 
in-one Oil for reels. Shannon 
twin spinner (we call all of ’em 
spinner baits, now); South Bend; 
Ocean City reels, Montague split 
bamboo rods. One gadget that 
never made the grade was the 
4.44 h.p. Caille outboard motor.

Is topic of meetings 


for making the Coosa navigable have 
already begun. 

The Coosa River serves as the 
dividing line between Shelby County 
and counties east of Shelby. Numerous 
recreational facilities serving Shelby 
County residents are located on the 
river. 

Provisions for navigation on the 
Coosa were authorized by Congress in 
the River and Harbor Act of 1945, 
The plan at that time involved the 
construction of navigation locks at the 
existing private power dams. The plan 
also provided for building new 
federally owned dams and locks. 

In 1954 Congress modified the 
plan to permit the construction of the 
Coosa dams by Alabama Power 
Company. As a result of this action, 
the Federal navigation plan for the 
river was modified to provide locks at 
the private power dams. Licenses 
issued for those projects required that 
provisions for future lock construction 
be made. 

An economic restudy of the 
project was completed by the Mobile 
District of the Corps of Engineers in 
1977. This study was revised in 
September of last year. 

On the basis of these studies 
Congress appropriated $2.5 million in 
1978 and another $1.4 million for 
1979 for advanced engineering and 
design. 

Currently underway is a surveying 
and mapping program. The final 
location and design of the navigation 
locks is a project that will get 
underway in the near future. 

Models of the several sites under 
consideration will be constructed. 

In addition to the design of the 
facilities, the Corps of Engineers will 
be looking at the possible project 
effects on the area’s environmental, 
ecological, cultural and_ historical 
resources. 

As the project proceeds the Corps 
of Engineers will sponsor a series of 
workshops and meetings which will 
permit discussions and the resolving of 
questions. Notice of the meetings will

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Squire and Goold known in coal history

We recently came across a copy of 
an old manuscript, handwritten in 
1908 by Joseph Squire, an early 
giant of Shelby County goal fields. 
‘There is no coal or iron man of 
Alabama to whom the names of 
Joseph Squire and Uncle Billy 
Goold are unknown,”’ wrote Ethel 
Armes, in her ‘*The Story of Coal 
and Iron in Alabama. ‘‘They played 
the parts of miner, prospector, 


geologist, operator, and 
discoverer.’’ 
According to Squire’s own 


writing, it was in Shelby County in 
the 1850s that he first began work in 
Alabama _ coal  ffields. His 
manuscript, he wrote, was prepared 
from ‘‘Notes and Data Collected 
from my Diaries and Note Books 
for the purpose of furnishing 
material with which to form a brief 
Biography of my past life.’’ 

It also furnishes in-depth infor- 
mation on coal mining in Shelby 
County, and records names, dates, 
places and events important to our 
county’s history. 

Joseph Squire was born in Roch- 
dale, England on November 24, 
1829. He was the son of Joseph 
Squire, an English naval officer, 
and the daughter of Thomas Clegg, 
**a lineal descendant of the Adam 
De Clegg recorded in the Doomsday 
Book as a Free holder living in 
Cleggswood...in A.D. 1200.”’ 

Although his family removed to 
America before his birth, young 
Joseph was educated in the best 
schools in Rochdale, prepatory to 
his entering the naval academy. 
However, after his father’s death, 
his mother disapproved his entering 
the academy or gcing to sea, so he 
left school and went to work 
“down a coal pit.”’ 

While only eight years of age, 
Joseph Squire had made his first 
geological map, showing all the coal 
fields in England. His interest in this 
area and his knowledge in 
navigation made him very useful in 
underground surveys. He worked 
hard, saved his money, and returned 
to America, around 1849 or 1850, to 
become a pioneer in the American 
coal industry. 

It was in the spring of 1859, in St. 
Louis, Missouri, that Squire met 
with a ‘‘company of Alabamians,”’ 
who told him about the beds of coal 
“of good quality’’ to be found in 
Alabama. In the fall of that year, he 
“removed to the Montevallo 
Mines”’ to find them ‘‘laying idle, 
not a miner or hand of any kind at 
work at any of them; the scene was a 
picture of desolation such as I had 
never seen before...”’ 

Miners were awaiting delivery of 
a hoisting steam engine and boilers 
from Pennsylvania -- the first to 
ever be used in coal mining in 
Alabama -- which they believed 
would lessen labor and increase 
facilities for mining. However, 
Squire knew that the new equipment 
was only to lessen underground 
haulage expense, and he was deter- 
mined to ‘‘make a change come over 
the scene there or push my way on 
to Texas...”’ 

After a preliminary survey of the 
area, Squire went to Montevallo to 
see Col. John B, Storrs, President 


of the Alabama Coal Mining Com- 
pany, and ‘‘asked him if he had sale 
for coal, if it was got out..’’ Storrs 
told him yes, he did, so the men 
made a deal for Squire to begin 
operation’’ on the east side of the 
Irish Pit entrance.”’ 

Early in 1861, Squire said, he con- 
tracted with ‘‘Mr. William P. 
Browne (of Wilton) to sink a slope 
in the Montevallo seam.’’ This was

the second slope in Alabama in 
which ‘‘steam hoisting’’ was used. 

Squire described dealings with 
many well-known men in the mining 
industry, both coal and iron ore. 
They included Daniel Pratt, Henry 
F. De Bardeleben, T.H. Aldrich, 
and Col. J. W. Sloss. 

He did work for, or served in an 
advisory capacity to, several large 
companies, among them Shelby 
Iron, Eureka Company, Red Moun- 
tain Company, Pratt Coal and Coke 
Company. 

His areas of work or service in- 
cluded the Helena seams, Cahaba, 
Warrior and Coosa fields, Buck 
Creek mines, and Oxmoor Furnace 
property. 

In March, 1873, John W. David- 
son employed Joseph Squire io 
‘“‘make a Survey of Helena, Ala. 
and divide it into Lots, Blocks, 
Streets and Alleys, making a Map of 
all I surveyed....’’ 

Squire had moved to Helena 
about two years prior and had em- 
ployed Henry Lee ‘“‘to build a 
Double Log house on the south side 
of Buck Creek...about 50 feet from 
Buck Creek...’’ He had lived for 
awhile at the Big Blue Spring near 
Siluria, before moving up to and 
engaging board at ‘‘Mr. James 
McGinnis’s on Buck Creek, in the 
house on the hill 200 yards J.W. of 
the Alum Spring.”’ 

The old manuscript tells how 
Squire moved furniture and 
household goods of Dr. (Rev.) P.T. 
Tickenor from Montgomery to the 
‘*Blazingame Nabor’s house, at the 
Big Blue Spring near Siluria.”’ It 
was in October, 1868 that Squire 
“placed all of Dr. Tickenor’s fur- 
niture and household goods on the 
Steam Boat at Montgomery Levee, 
and landed them at Selma; and went

along with them to Calera, and 
from thence on to Siluria by the 
South and North Ala. R.R. and 
then hauled them with wagons’’ to 
the house. ‘‘Dr. Tickenor arrived 
with his family by wagon road in 
carriages and other conveyances...’’ 


Squire told, in detail, about con- 
structing an office building in the

Well, we did it once and we’re 
going to do it again!

yard of Tickenor, with whom he 
worked surveying the Cahaba Coal 
fields. It was ‘‘doing service 32 years 
after I made it,”’ he said, ‘‘in the lat- 
ter part of 1902.’’ He also told 
about contacting ‘‘Chills and 
Fever’’ in the summer of 1869 from 
the Tickenor and Boykin Mill Pond 
at Siluria. 

He told about building a low 


‘three pier’? Tram Bridge over 
Buck Creek and about the flooding 
of Buck Creek on July 14, 1872. At 
One point, he wrote, Buck Creek 
rose ‘‘to a height of 141% feet above 
the ties on the South and North Ala. 
Railroad...”’ 

This fifty-two page manuscript 
holds a wealth of information for 
researchers in several fields, and for 


anyone interested simply in early 
Shelby County and its people. The 
copy from which we took infor- 
mation, was given to Ken Penhale 
by a descendant of the subject. 
Penhale says he understands that 
other individuals have copies and 
that a copy is located in the Special 
Collections Department of the Sam- 
ford University Library.

Shelby airport 
is most active 


in Alabama

The Shelby County airport is now 
{he most active county airport in the 
state. 

This is what Larry Chapman told 
the County Commission Monday in 
a progress report. 

Chapman, who directs activities 
there, said that in the past few weeks 
the volume of traffic has exceeded 
alt past records and has become 
busier than any other similar airport 
in Alabama. 

He also notified the Commissioin 

‘ that his company, Lane Aero, has 
spent $109,000 in capital investment 
by building new T-hangers in recent 
weeks. 

The hangers will revert to the 
county at the end of the contract 
period Lane Aero has with the coun- 
ty, he reminded them. 

A third part of Chapman’s report 
concerned flying patterns. In light 
of recent complaints about expan- 
sion at the airport from nearby 
residents, Chapman was especially 
happy to report to the county 
governing body, ‘‘There is not a 

e house under flying patterns at 
this time.’ 

The flight patterns were changed 
a few weeks ago. 


The original suit demands that the 
employees named be allowed to 
receive a $115.00 bi-weekly pay 
raise, retroactive to October lI, 
1977. In addition to the $115 pay 
raise, the suit asked for and received 
6% interest on the unpaid amount 
of back pay. - 

In his decision, Ingram noted that 
the terms of the 1977 Act are man- 
datory, leaving no discretion with 
the Shelby Commission as to its im- 
plementation. He also ordered the 
respondents (County com- 
missioners) to instruct the treasurer 
to increase the salaries of the em- 
ployees involved to the $115 figure 
from the present $30 raise they are 
receiving. 

Ingram’s order also set a deadline 
as to when the lump sum payment 
with interest was to be received by 
the employees: December 1, 1978. 

The commissioners are faced with 
the task of either (1) paying the back 


pay with interest to some thirty em- 
ployees for the past year plus two 
months or (2) appealing the decision 
to a higher court. 

Their contention is that the pay 
raise is not legal since they had no 
say in the introduction of the bill 
which finally became law. Perhaps 
the most important part they face 
is that they do not have the money 
available necessary to pay the back 
pay with, according to Chairman 
Tommy Snowden. 

Margaret Boothe, Clerk of the 
County Commission, estimates it 
will cost Shelby County about 
$159,000 in back pay to bring the 
deputies pay up to budget date if the 
Ingram ruling stands. Her figures 
included not only pay but fringe 
benefits that are based on the pay 
scale. 

It would cost a minimum of 
$80,000 per year to keep it up to 
date, she said.

Shelton’s letter is as follows: 

In an effort to circumvent the ap- 
plicable postal laws, the chain letter 
instructs the holder not to mail the 
letter, as mailing such a letter is 
illegal. However, instructions are 
given to mailing of cash. Title 18, 
U.S. Code, Section 1302 relates to 
mailing lottery matter. Included in 
the prohibitions under Section 1302 
is the following: 

‘*Whoever knowingly deposits in 
the mail, or sends or delivers by 
mail: 

Any check, draft, bill, money, 
postal note, or money order, for the 
purchase...of any share or chance in 
such lottery, gift, enterprise, or 
scheme; 

Shall be fined not more than 
$1,000 or imprisoned not more than 
two years, or both; and for any sub- 
sequent offense shall be imprisoned 
not more than five years.’’ 

The question may arise: Is it a 
‘‘lottery, gift, enterprise or 
scheme’’? The ‘‘Circle of Gold’’ is 
lottery and a fraudulent scheme. 

For a scheme to be a lottery, three 
principal elements must be satisfied: 
consideration (money or thing of 
value), prize and chance. The ‘‘con- 
sideration’ in the ‘‘Circle of Gold’’ 
is the $100. The ‘‘prize’’ is the an- 
ticipated return of the remitter. The 
“Chance” is in the dependency 
upon the activities of those who are 
added to the chain. The “‘Circle of 
Gold”’ letter points out that in 12 
days it is conceivable that a person 
could receive $50 bills from 2,048 
persons. The 2,048 number is of 
course achieved by doubling the 
number of participants each day for 
12 days -- without a break in the 
chain. It is in this area that ‘‘chan- 
ce’’ and fraud become evident. 

In any pyramid scheme, it is 
mathematically impossible for the 
chain to continue unbroken and 
those who enter the scheme at the 
end suffer the losses. For example, 
if you carried the scheme beyond 12 
days the numbers would go up as 
follows: 

18 days -- 131,072 participants 
needed to keep the chain tinbroken. 

23 days -- 2,097,152 participants 
needed. 

28 days -- in four short weeks of 
scheme operation, over 67 million 
participants are needed to keep the 
chain unbroken. And, of course, the 
numbers .would have to keep 
doubling. The saturation point is 
reached very quickly. 

The ‘‘Circle of Gold”’ letter, even 
though not mailed, is also in 
violation of the Mail Fraud Statute, 
Title 18, U.S. Code, Section 1341. 
That statute covers not only use of 
the mails (that portion circumvented 
by hand delivering the letters), but 
causing the mails to be used. The 
operators and participants in the 
“Circle of Gold’’ clearly cause the 
mails to be used in furtherance of 
the scheme by mailing the money. 

The misrepresentations in the let- 
ter are clear. The chain cannot work 
because of the vast speed by which 
the pyramid grows beyond 
populations. It does not fall ‘‘within 
all current laws.’’ The law does

Emmett Handley escapes 
from Atmore Prison 


Convicted murderer Emmett 
Handley, Ill, 22, escaped from At- 
more prison, Tuesday. 

Handley was convicted for the 
brutal murder of 75 year old Elbert 
Washington Crumpton of Clanton. 
Crumpton died of blows to the head 
and stab wounds on July 22, 1975. 


His body was found near the Shelby _ 


County Airport. 
Handley and Robert L. Poe, both 
of Shelby County were: arrested, 


charged and convicted with Crum-. 


pton’s death. 

Handley is remembered in Shelby 
County for his four escapes from 
the old Shelby County jail. His first 
escape took place on September 30, 
1975. He escaped again on October 
13, 1975. After being convicted for 
Crumpton’s murder he escaped on 
August 2, 1976 and again on 
January 30, 1977. 


Handley’s method of escape from 
the old Shelby County jail involved 
fashioning a rope made from 
blankets or bed sheets and climbing 
down from the third floor cells. r 

According to state reports, Han- 
dley and two other convicted mur- 
derers scaled a wall at the Atmore 
prison, Tuesday, jumped into a 
waiting red automobile and made 
good their getaway. 

Authorities in Shelby County are 
on the lookout for Handley in the 
event he should return.

Margaret Boothe, Clerk of the 
County Commission, made some 
rapid estimates this week to try to 
determine how much it would cost 
the county treasury to comply with 
Judge Ingram’s ruling. 

She conservatively estimated it 
would cost over $79,052 in back pay 
and fringes to bring the pay up to 
the present date on the old scale. 
Another $77,432 would be required 
to bring it up to date based on the 
raise of 742% the state gave recen- 
tly. (The county has already granted 
a $100 across the board increase.) 

In figuring the costs Social 
Security and Retirement payments 
also increase so the cost to the coun- 
ty is higher than the pay increase 
alone.

With the recent ruling by 
Judge Kenneth Ingram, con- 
cerning the pay raise for of- 
ficers in the Shelby County 
Sheriff’s Office, it seems that 
the people in Shelby County 
did not have a say-so in the 
events that took place. 


While we do not disagree 
with a pay raise for law enfor- 
cement officers, we do 
disagree with the legislature 
passing an act that could 
possibly cost taxpayers in 
Shelby County more money 
without their opinion being 
voiced. 


According to courthouse 
people-in-the-know, we do 
not have the money to pay the 
court-ordered raises! It is 
estimated that some $159,000 


is needed to make the back- 
payments to the some thirty 
officers. That figure includes 
6% interest. The county 
commissioners do not have 
the money and their only 
choice now is to appeal the 
decision of last week by Judge 
Ingram, They could perhaps 
borrow the money, however, 
they are already at the limit 
they are allowed to borrow 
under the law. 

Perhaps it is time to study 
Home Rule more closely and 
determine if the people would 
have more say-so-if Home 
Rule were the situation-rather 
than STATE RULE. 

The county now finds itself 
in the proverbial creek 
without a paddle, other than 
an appeal. 


Lifesaving in scope 


Development of the Alabama 
Kidney Center is of great im- 
portance to the people of this 
state. The University of 
Alabama in Birmingham, in 
cooperation with-the Alabama 
Association of Life Under- 
writers, is seeking to build a 
facility to serve the growing 
number of Alabamians who 
can be expected to face acute 
renal failure over the coming 
years. 

UAB and the Alabama 
Association of Life Under- 
writers are to be congratulated 
for an effort which is literally 
life-saving in scope. In 
Alabama there are an average 
of 80 new kidney failure 
patients per one million 
population each year -- far 
above the national average. 
On the basis of the 1974 cen- 
sus figures, that translates to 
about 296 estimated new acute 
kidney failure patients each 
year in this state. 

The proposed Kidney Cen- 
—— 
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ter will include a kidney tran- 
splation and dialysis floor 
atop the Spain Bed Tower, 
currently under construction 
at UAB. With the only end 
stage renal disease program in 
the state, some 50 to 60 tran- 
splantations are performed at 
UAB each year. About 95 
percent of those patients are 
Alabamians. The waiting list 
for kidney transplantation is 
long, approximately 100 
people, and can only grow 
longer if facilities and kidneys 
are not made available, 

In addition to transplan- 
tation surgery, UAB has the 


fourth largest dialysis 
program in the nation with 
some 20,000 dialysis 


procedures performed each 
year, University officials say 
expansion and improvement 
of hospital facilities for kid- 
ney patients will allow an in- 
crease in the number of 
patients served, both tran- 
splantation and dialysis, 
without increasing staff. 

According to Don Lemish, 
director of development at 
UAB, as of the end of Oc- 
tober some $407,000 had been 
raised. This gives the Center 
fund raising effort a big 
boost, but more needs to be 
done before the goal of $1.5 
million is reached. 

The proposed Alabama 
Kidney Center is an expensive 
undertaking, but in terms of 
human lives and quality of life 
for many of our state’s 
citizens the need more than 
justifies any cost. The con- 
tributions that have been 
made are a clear indication of 
the commitment mady by the 
AALU and many Alabamians 
to fill this need.

3:1-6) We are commanded to 
understand it.

Jeremiah29:32) It is possible for anyone 
to undersatnd the truth. (John 7:14-17) 
We are saved by it. (John 8:32; James

State history available 


People who have moved into 
Shelby County from out of state 
have a chance to learn about 
Alabama history through a college- 
level night class offered at Pelham 
High School starting next week. The 
class will be taught by southern 
historian Dr. Justin Fuller, 
professor of history at the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo. 

Dr. Fuller recently completed 
research on the Civil War-era coal 
mine carts found intact at U.S. 
Steel’s Gurnee Junction Mines in 
northwest Shelby County. 

**He almost pin-pointed the exact 
date the carts were abandoned in the 
mines,’’ said Jonny Malone, direc- 
tor of continuing education at UM. 

Dr. Fuller is also leading the ef- 
fort to place the central campus at 
UM in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

A native of Birmingham, Dr. 
Fuller wrote his doctoral disser- 
tation at the University of North 
Carolina on the history of the Ten- 
nessee Coal artd Iron Co. 

The UM professor has written 
several articles about the history of 
the iron and steel industry in 
Alabama and the South and about 
the development of cities and towns 
in North Alabama during the 19th 
century.

scheme. Although persons have 
made money in the ‘“‘Circle of 
Gold,’’ the letter falsely states that 
the 12 names ‘‘will receive over 
$100,000 in approximately 12 days 
by following the rules.’’ The 
pyramid makes it impossible to 
follow the rules. A warning we try 
to give to consumers is: “IF IT 
SOUNDS TOO GOOD TO BE 
TRUE, IT PROBABLY IS.’’

of factors. It is illegal and will sub- 
ject them to possible fines and im- 
prisonment. The operators who 
initiate the chain and perhaps early 
Participants are the only ones who 
benefit. The vast majority who 
come in at the end suffer the losses. 

We have received a report that 
one unidentified man was passing 
out numerous copies of the ‘‘Circle 
of Gold’’ letter at'a theater. Is he 
alone in his efforts to improve on 
his chances of returns? The 
initiators make their money early. 
Continuation of a series of other 
fraudulent approaches to the ‘‘Cir- 
cle of Gold’’ are limited, as in all 
fraudulent schemes, only by the 
ingenuity of the operators. 


I hope I have been, sufficiently 
clear in showing you that the Circle 
of Gold’’ scheme is illegal under 
Postal Laws. It is also my under- 
standing that the State of Tennessee 
has statues prohibiting lotteries and 
frauds. 

The Postal Inspection Service en- 
forces the Postal Laws. We will, in 
this case, be directing our attention 
to identiftying the operators and 
major participants. Evidence of 
violations is presented to the U.S. 
Attorney for consideration of 
prosecution.

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District, Bobby Reeves of the 
Alabama Soil Conservation Service, 
and members of the city council met 
to discuss the proposed Buxahat- 
chee Creek Watershed. The project 
calls for cleaning and dredging six 
miles of the current creekbed so it 
can accomodate the water which 
now backs up through the storm 
sewers during the rainy season. 

According to Robert Kelley, if 
everything goes well dredging will 
start in three years. But first a num- 
ber of governmental studies must be 
undertaken. 

Step one will be taken early in 
1979 when a group of five environ-

the area. This is not expected to bea 
stumbling block. 

Step two will be taken in the 
spring or summer when the Soil 
Conservation Service will conduct a 
preliminary engineering study to 
determine exactly what is needed. 
And how much it will cost. 

The final step involves a group of 
economists who will make a cost- 
verses-benefits study. 

In 1976 the town of Calera and 
many of the 3000 people living in 
and around it suffered $84,920.40 
worth of damages. Kelley says the 
flooding problem has existed for 30 
or 40 years.

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Training develops dog’s character 


by David Moore 

His jaws snap together with a 
pressure of 700 pounds per square 
inch, and even with the leather 
training glove it feels like a vicegrip 
with fangs when the dog hits you. 
At the drop of a word this dog can 
make confetti out.of your body. But 
with his master’s approcal he’ll nuz- 
zle up to you like a puppy. A 90- 
pound puppy, that is.

Hanrahan, who’s been working 
with dogs over seven years, trains 
Doberman Pinschers and Shepherds 
to be Schutzhunds. 

Schutzhund training is a strict 
discipline designed to maximize a 
dog’s obedience, tracking and 
protection abilities. Great emphasis 
is also placed on developing the 
dog’s character. 

“If I’m going to train a dog as a 
Schutzhund, he’s first got to show 
me he’s a gentleman.’’ Hanrahan 
talks of the dogs as if they might be 
human. ‘‘He’s got to have a good 
temperament and socialize easily 
with people.’’ 

For AKC registered dogs 
obedience training generally begins 
around four months of age. But od- 
dly enough, for a Schutzhund 
degree, the most advanced form of 
training, work does not begin until 
the dog is one year or older. 

“I used to believe in heavy 
obedience training,’’ Hanrahan ex- 
plains. ‘‘But Schutzhund judges 
look for fire and spirit, and too 
much early obedience work can 
dampen that. Now I let the dogs 
have fun while they’re pups. It 
makes them want to go, go, go.”’ 

And go they do. The requiremen- 
ts for a Schutzhund endurance 
examination state that the dog must 
run a 12.4 mile course with only one 
ten-minute break. After several 
basic obedience tests, the dog has to 
then retrieve a 1.7 pound dumbbell 
over a 39-inch jump. The endurance 
examination must be completed 
within two hours. 

Of the three Schutzhund degrees 
available, the highest is SchH III, 
which calls for the dog to show both

extreme toughness and intelligence. 

The first phase of the SchH III 
exam, tracking, requires the dog to 
locate three ‘‘lost’’ articles along a 
50-minute old trail covering 1200 
paces. 

The second portion of the exam 
includes a number of strict obedien- 
ce exercises, plus three retrievals: a 
4.4-pound dumbbell over flat 
ground, a 1.7-pound dumbbell over 
a 40-inch free jump, and one of the 
handler’s articles over a 71-inch 
climb. Also, the dog has to show no 
reaction at the firing of a gun. 

Finally comes protection work, 
the toughest part of the exam. First 
the dog has to locate a person 
(decoy) hiding in a field, and bark 
but not bite. When the decoy runs to 
escape the dog has to apprehend 


‘him, but stop his agression when the 


decoy ceases running. The decoy 
then attacks the dog with a stick; if 
the dog is to earn the SchH III, he 
has to apprehend the decoy again, 
despite the blows. Also, when his 
master is attacked the dog is expec- 
ted to jump to the rescue. Points are 
scored according to the dog’s com- 
bat performance. 

A courage test is performed, too, 
in which the dog has to crash 
straight into an onrushing attacker 
with a stick. 

When necessary, the Schutzhund 
is an extremely physical animal. But 
only when necessary. 

“I can put a dog like King in a 
nursery full of kids and all that’ll 
happen is the kids will finally’ get 
tired of petting him,’’ Hanrahan 
says confidently. ‘‘The dogs are ab- 
solutely trustworthy.’’ 

But what about Dobermans, who 
are said to occassionally turn on 
their handlers? According to 
Hanrahan, people who experience 
this problem usually create it them- 
selves through improper training. 
Because of a Doberman’s high 
suspicion level, if it is pushed or 
slapped around it will lose its respect 
for its master. 

Although a Schutzhund is capable 
of killing, Hanrahan says the 
popular label of ‘killer dog’’ is a 
misconception. Some _ dogs, 
however, trained in what is referred 
to as a “‘real estate work,”’ will at- 
tack anyone entering the premises 
except the hand that feeds it. But 
this sort of training is not for 


totally dedicated companions and 
protectors. And ladies and gen- 
tlemen, 

In Schutzhund work, the relation- 
ship between owner and dog plays 
an important role. Teamwork is 
stressed throughout the training 
period which usually lasts about 60 
days if the dog is already well versed 
in tracking and basic guard work.

Raise is really a legal question 


“My purpose is not to knock 
these gentlemen out of a pay raise, 
but to settle the legal question.’’ 
With this comment, County Com- 
missioner Doug Ballard made a 
motion to appeal Judge Kenneth 
Ingram’s ruling on the deputy pay 
raise. 

His motion passed by a vote of 3 
to 1, with Commissioners Ned 
Bearden and Alph Lowe siding with 
him, and Commissioner Jimmy 
Morris voting against the motion. 

The Commission had been ad- 
vised to appeal the decision by 
County Attorney Frank Ellis and by 
Birmingham attorney Maurice 
Bishop. Bishop was asked to 
represent the county in the con- 
troversial case when it began over a 
year ago. 

The move came at Monday’s 
Commission meeting after Judge 
Ingram ruled a week earlier that all 
Shelby County deputies should be 
paid the same raise as given to state 
troopers a year ago. 

The Commission went to court 
with it last year, claiming two major 
points. One was that the county did 


not have the money in the budget 
for the raises, which totaled nearly 
$3,000 per year for each deputy. 
The other was that the legislature 
passed the law affecting the county 
budget without the advice or con- 
sent of the County Commission. It 
is the latter question that Ballard 
stressed Monday. 

“We'll be helping out a lot of 
counties in this state,’’ he said, ‘‘if 
we follow this through and get it set- 
tled once and for all.’’ 

He referred to the constitutional 
question of the legislature’s having 
the power to pass laws that affect 
county budgets without the county’s 
consent. 

Commissioner Jimmy Morris, 
questioned the expenses connected 
with appealing. ‘‘Should we let this 
go on at the 6 percent interest rate?”’ 
he asked. 

He also wanted to know what the 
services of attorney Maurice Bishop 
are costing the county. Ad- 
ministrative assistant Carlton 
Franks indicated he had no figures 
on it, and said the Birmingham at- 
torney had neither submitted a bill 


or been paid for his work during the 
past year. 

Commissioners Bearden and 
Lowe both said that they favored 
appealing the case to the Supreme 
Court because the two lawyers had 
advised it. 

A beginning sheriff’s department 
deputy would earn $18,011.91 per 
year if the county is forced to pay

the salaries outlined in a recent 
court order. 

The same deputy now makes 
$15,777.95 (with fringes included). 

A chief deputy’s pay is com- 
parable to that of a Captain in the 
4th pay step on the State Trooper 
scale. Where he is now earning 
$21,016, his pay would go up to 
$23,637.

classic fiber for outdoors hunting 
wear. I’m continuing with the in- 
formation I gleaned from Mrs. 
Vondalyn Hall, Alabama Extension 
clothing specialist, and Richard 
Payne, a sporting goods specialist 
from North Carolina. 

Wear wool because even if it gets 
wet, you'll stay warm! For your 
body, wear woolen underwear -- the 
exception is a wool/cotton inner 
layer for those hunters (and hun- 
tresses) who can’t stand wool again- 
st their skin. Thermal underwear is 
good if you are not going to move 
about actively, such as perching 
upon a deer stand. If you are active, 
thermal underwear gets too hot, and 
I don’t think you want to strip down 
in 20-degree F. weather to remove 
or change underwear! And fellows, 
get the long johns, not the woolen 
briefs or undershirts. Underwear 
should fit snugly, not tightly. You 
don’t want loose, flopping. undies 
because you pump air in and out 
when you walk around. (And to 
think until recently I wanted all my 
winter garb to be floppy since. I 
thought I would be more comfor- 
table. Live and learn!) Pumping air 
means you won’t stay warm. As I 
mentioned earlier, you want ‘‘dead 
air’? for warmth -- not an air- 
conditioning system which you have

when you wear baggy underwear or 
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even sloppily fitting pants and shir- 
ts. 

For pants wool is again the an- 
swer. Get durable, lasting woolen 
trousers. A thermal woolen shirt is 
the ticket if you are not moving 
about much. But get a lightweight 
woolen shirt if you’re active. Then, 
if you wish, pull on a full-sleeved 
lightweight all-wool sweater. 
Woolen vests are also good sub-

stitutes for sweaters especially for 
hunters because they want more arm 
movement freedom when shouldering 
a gun. Here’s a good point to 
remember: two light woolen gar- 
ments will be warmer than a single 
heavy garment of the same weight. 
The two garments trap ‘‘dead air’’ 
between them as well as in the 
woolen weave of each garment.

A windbreaker is a good ad- 
ditional body garment in cold windy 
weather, Here, man-made threads 
are preferred -- nylon, for instance, 
is good because it does not absorb 
water. It can get wet, but it dries 
quickly and it very light. Some win- 
dbreakers have hoods that shelter 
your head over a cap, hat, or 
tobaggan. Keep in mind the win- 
dbreaker is the outside layer 
covering two or three woolen winter 
garments. It simply sheds the wet 
and keeps the wind from rapidly 
evaporating warm moisture in the 
eave of your woolen garments. 

For covering your hands woolen 
mittens hold more heat than gloves 
but the hunter needs either a woolen 
glove or mitten with finger hole for 
trigger-pulling or bowstring 
twanging. You could tie two mittens 
together with a thong over your 
shoulders and neck. If you need to 
shoot, flip off the gun hand mitten. 
Leave leather gloves at home. 

The question always comes up in- 
sulated clothing, such as the quilted 
down-filled coats and vests. Down 
carries a lot of dead air space and is 
lightweight. The more expensive

garments have adjustable cuffs you 
can tighten around your wrists, 
along with button collars, and 
drawstrings around the bottom (all 
to keep that warm air trapped in- 
side!) The cheaper so-called down 
coats have a lot of feathers sub- 
stituted for down. To get quality 
stuff, therefore, you may have to 
plunk down a hundred dollars or so! 

A good substitute for the down 
garment is the coat of synthetic 
fibers, such as Polarguard. It’s 
cheaper. It is also heavier than the 
down garment. However, if it rains, 
you can take off your Polarguard -- 
or Hollifill, or Fiberfill II, ete, -- 
coat, wring it out and it will still 
help keep you warm. But you can’t 
wring out a wet down jacket or vest. 

Now we’re down to footwear. 
Wear woolen socks, even in sum- 
mer. Richard Payne says, ‘wool 
will absorb a lot of water and keep 
your feet warm and woolen socks 
will not slide down on your ankle 
like cotton socks:”’ He reinforced 
my habit of wearing two’ pairs of 
socks. He says to put on a thin 
woolen sock first and then a 
slightly thicker woolen sock.

According to Jefferson Co. Cor- 
oner Ron Rivers, Dr. Harman was 
probably killed instantly. He listed 
blunt injuries as the cause of death. 

Dr. Harman was associated with 
Cardiovascular Associates on 19th 
Street South in Birmingham, in ad- 
dition to serving as a consultant to 
Shelby County Memorial Hospital; 
University of Alabama at Bir- 
mingham Hospital; Veterans Ad- 
ministrative Hospital in Brookwood 
and the South Highlands Hospital. 

She was graduated from New Jer- 
sey State College of Medicine and 
Denistry in 1964. The 39 year old 
New York native had been on the 
consulting staff of Shelby County 
Memorial since August 1974. 

Dr. Harman lived with her 14 
year old son Al at Fox Glove Farm 
in Brookstone Estates off Highway

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Gurnee mine plans 
January opening 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The new coal mine at Gurnee may 
be ready to open by the first of the 
year according to a company 
spokesman. 

Construction of the first un- 
derground mine to be built in Shelby 
County in decades is nearing com- 
pletion. 

The mine is being built by United 
States Steel on its property in 
Southwest Shelby County about 11 
miles from Helena. Construction is 
on schedule, allowing for a four- 
month delay caused by a strike. 

Employment for about 200 
people will be created when the mine 


opens, according to U.S. Steel an- 


nouncements. 

The most modern equipment will 
be used in extracting coal and the 
mine design will be similar to that 
used at U.S. Steel’s Oak Grove mine 
in Jefferson County. 

The mine at Gurnee is built on the 
site of a mine that was worked 
during the Civil War. A stir in 
historic circles was caused last 
spring when workmen discovered 
the tunnels of the old mine, com- 
plete with coal cars made of chest- 
nut wood. According to research by 
historians, the mine had been hastily 
abandoned in 1865 as the Union 
Army approached the area. 

Other mines were operated 
throughout the Gurnee area in later 
years, but were gradually discon- 
tinued when the coal became in- 
creasingly difficult to extract. With

Local 81 strikes 
at SI Lime plant 


‘*They stand over you with a stop 
watch and expect you to do nineteen 
jobs in one day,’’ complained one 
striker. 

‘‘They’re trying to set up slavery 
again,’’ said another striker, 
referring to heavy work loads. 

According to Percy Horton, vice 
president of Local 81, and Jimmy 
Norris, secretary, the cause of the 
strike stemmed from _ the 
management consultant firm which 
SI Lime hired for advice. Workers 
complained of having too much ex- 
pected of them, cuts in wages, and 
being moved down from jobs on 
which they had bid. They blamed 
the ‘‘efficiency engineers”’ for this. 

“‘We’re ready to stay our one 
week, two weeks, six weeks-- 
whatever it takes. We’re not going 
back to work until the efficiency 
guys leave,’’ one striker stated. 

Later in the morning management 
and union officials met and talked 
over the complaints. At 1 p.m. the 
strikers donned their hardhats and 
returned to work as the fires built 
for heat smouldered in the parking 
lot. 

“The strike was caused by a 
misunderstanding with the union 
over the role of the consultants. 
Everything is settled now," said 
J.D. Brown, president of SI Lime. 
No further details were disclosed 
concerning the settlement.

Half of the world’s population 
will have had to buy one of the 
chain letters, the ‘‘Circle of Gold”’ 
now being circulated in Alabama, if 
a person 20th in succession to buy 
the letter expects to reach the top of 
the list and receive all the money 
**due,’’ according to a University of 
Montevallo economics professor. 

Dr. Marxsen, associate 
professor of business at UM, said 
that more than half the people who 
invest $100 in the chain letter never 
even sell the two letters required to 
make their original ‘‘investment’’ 
bank. Yet the letter assures buyers 
that their potential return exceeds 
$100,000, he said. - 

Only one-tenth of one percent get 
a substantial return, he added. 

“And furthermore,”’ he said,

Department of Pensions and 
Security, which occupies the Com- 
munity Facilities building.

Although Hoover Sanitation 
Company had been announced low 
bidders at the last Council meeting, 
the contract award was put off until 
some minor details could be worked 
out with company owner Robert 
White. 

The figure submitted by Hoover 
Sanitation for monthly pickup ser- 
vice was $5,250, an increase of 
$1,550 paid under the old contract. 

In other business, the panel 
agreed to reappoint John Creamer 
to a three year term on the Person- 
nel Board and to accept the ap- 
plication of Calera resident Leroy 
Brown Jr. as a reserve police of- 
ficer.

Calera gives warning

Two-hundred-dollar-a-day fines 
await violators that are cited by the 
city of Calera under the Abatement 
and Nuisance Ordinance. The 
Calera council heard from it’s at- 
torney on the matter Tuesday night 
and gave the go-ahead for the in- 
spection and citing of violators. 

Henry Lagman, representing the 
city, stated ‘‘I believe Calera will be 
cleaned up...You can bet on it.’’ 
Lagman presented the council 
research of locating the title holders 
of the property. ‘‘About seven or 
eight lots are involved,’’ Lagman 
told the Reporter. 

Mayor George Roy asked the at- 
torney what the next step in enfor- 
cing the ordinance would be and 
was told that money would be 
needed for court costs in filing 
‘Suits of Equity in Circuit Court in 
Shelby County.”’ 

Under the ordinance, violators

can be charged $200 per day and/or 
imprisonment. Jurisdiction over the 
cases would come to the Recorders 
Court in Calera. 

Lagman stated that the most ef- 
fective manner in issuing the notices 
would be to have them signed by the 
Chief of Police and then have his 
patrolmen deliver the notices in per- 
son. Violators would then have 10 
days to correct the property and 
report to court in order to prove 
they have satisfied the requirements 
under the ordinance. 

The attorney added that there 
must be a basis for being a nuisance 
and that the Fire Chief’s testimony 
in Recorders Court would be suf- 
ficient. 

Although a date was not men- 
tioned, council members were in- 
formed that at the earliest date, the 
Fire Chilef and County Health Of- 
ficer would inspect the properties 
and draw up the notices. 

‘Violators will not be able to 
escape the consequences (of the 
citation) unless your ordinance is 
found unconstitutional for some 
reason,’’ Lagman told the city 
lawmakers. After the meeting, 
Lagman told the Reporter that the 
chance of the ordinance being un- 
constitutional is extremely doubtful.

Another landmark 
added to register 


the structure that bears the historic 
name of the Sally Dickey Woods’ 
cooling house. 

Although the exact date of con- 
struction isn’t known, it’s thought 
the building for cooling milk and 
other perishables was put up around 
1840. The farm at that time was 
owned by Sally Dickey Woods. 


The Head family moved into the 
home in 1908 but relocated in Mon- 
tevallo in 1918 so schools would be 
more convenient. 

But Head still remembers where 
the croquet set had been put up and 
the area where the family had 
played tennis. And she recalled that 
even when living in Montevallo, the 
family still enjoyed picnics on the 
farm. 

The cooling house has historic 
value because there aren’t many 
such structures still intact. 

Mrs. Frances Cleveland, one of 
the owners of the 950 acre estate, 
explained that water was drawn 
from a well near the cooling house 
and poured into a water box just 
outside. It then ran into a trough in- 
side the building, she related, to 
keep the interior cool. 

Ventilation was provided by a 
diamond shaped opening in the rear 
of the building which has an eight 
foot high ceiling. 

The original wood shingle roof 
was replaced and other repairs were 
made in 1960, Cleveland reported. 
She noted that some of the boards 
used in the project came from the 
old farm house which was torn 
down some years ago. 

At the present time, the structure 
is used as a garden house and for 
storage. 

In 1938, the Heads moved back to

Last Thursday’s game with 
Stillman College meant more to the 
University of Montevallo Falcons 
than perhaps any other game this 
entire season.

1. True. The quail belongs to the 
Order ‘‘Galliformes,’’ or ground 
nesting birds, and so does the an- 
cestor of the chicken, probably the 
Asiatic junglefowl. 

2. False. Mourning doves feed 
their young on pigeon’s milk, a 
creamy secretion produced by 
special glands in the neck of both 
parents. This is a typical trait of the 
pigeon and dove family. 

3. No. In a vacuum both bullets 
would strike the ground at exactly 
the same time. Pull of gravity is the 
same for both bullets. For this 
reason, we elevate a rifle barrel or 
cannon tube so the projectile will 
travel farther and hit at the point of 
aim at a distance. In other words, 
the ‘‘aim line’’ is straight, but the 
bullet flight or trajectory is curved 
because the fired bullet is being 
pulled downward by gravity.

Rabies information 


Charles H. Thornburg II, Doctor 
of Veterinary Medicine and Rabies 
Inspector of Shelby County, has 


' issued the following information on 


rabies disease. 

Rabies is a viral disease which can 
affect any warm-blooded animal, 
including man. It is transmitted 
through the bite, saliva, or urine of 
an infected animal. 

Although all warm-blooded 
animals are susceptible, wildlife is 

> main reservoir of the virus and is 
responsible for most of the tran- 
smission. Skunks, raccoons, foxes 
and bats are the animals most 
frequently affected. 

After an animal has been bitten 
by a rabid animal, the virus is in- 
cubated for a variable period exten- 
ding from 15 days to several mon- 


) ths. 


Rabid animals, regardless of 


| species, show specific clinical signs 


which are typical of rabies. These 
signs are classified as prodromal, 


) dumb, furious, and atypical. 


The prodromal signs reflect 
changes in normal behaviour of the 
animal. In the care of the dog, a 
friendly dog may become unfriendly 
or vice versa. In the case of a wild 


/ animal, the affected animal may be 


extremely friendly whereas the nor- 
mal behaviour would be to avoid 
human contact. 

Following the prodromal period, 
either of the other classifications 
may be exhibited. 

Paralysis of the lower jaw is the 
main sign in the ‘‘dumb’’ rabies 
classification. The mouth will 
remain open; therefore, the animal 
is unable to bite, and saliva will 
» Shae from the mouth. Death 
follows in 1 to 4 days. 

Furious rabies represents the 
classical ‘‘mad-dog syndrome’”’ of 


Tommie Lynn’s father, B.H.

an animal snapping at everything 
that moves. The animal shows 
neither fear or normal responses. 
Noise or movement will cause the 
animal to attack. Death follows in 1 
to 3 days after signs are evident, but 
the animal could have roamed many 
miles and exposed many other 
animals to the disease during this 
period. 

Atypical rabies denotes a 
classification in which the animal 
shows a mixture of signs of both 
furious and dumb rabies. Staggering 
and paralysis is the eventual out- 
come with death occurring in 1 to 5 
days. 

In any case, if a human is bitten 
by an animal, the animal should be 
confied by a veterinarian for 10 
days. If the animal lives for this 
period, it could not have been in the 
infective carrier state when the per- 
son was bitten. 

If the animal dies during the 10 
day detention period, the head 
should be removed and carried to 
the Bureau of Laboratories at the 
Jefferson County Dept. of Health 
for laboratory analysis. 

Safety Factors for you to Remember 

1) Have all your dogs and cats 
vaccinated for rabies by your 
veterinarian. ‘‘Coon’’ hunters, fox 
hunters, and other hunters are taking 
a terrible unnecessary risk with their

Mine Reclamation Act 


affects Shelby County 


by David Moore 

Alabama has 72,300 acres of 
abandoned surface mines which 
have been stripped of vegitation and 
topsoil, and are producing nothing 
but acids and erosion. Five 
thousand acres are located in Shelby 
County, predominantly in the Nor- 
thwest section. 

In August, 1977, President Carter 
signed the Surface Mining Control 
and Reclamation Act, establishing a 
national program to protect society 
and the environment from coal 
mining’s adverse effects. Ad- 
ministered by the Department of 
Agriculture, the program provides 
standards for strip mining, and 
assists states in developing and im- 
plementing regulations. 

Coal mine operators are now 


charged 35¢ a ton by the Alabama 
Surface Mining and Reclamation 
Commission for the restoration of 
stripped land. But an owner of a 
mine worked before the enactment 
of the law cannot be legally required 
to reclaim that land. 

Section 406 of the act establishes 
the rural abandoned’ mine 
reclamation program, enabling lan- 
downers to receive up to 80%, and 
in some cases 100% of the cost of 
restoring stripped acreage to a 
productive condition. 

Depending on the extent of 
damage, reclamation will cost bet- 
ween $4000 and $8000 per acre. The 
program limits acreage to 120, with 
allowances up to 320 acres under 
certain circumstances. 

It is hoped the large cost share

Land valuations 
face new hike 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The- average .homeowner in 
Shelby County will not be affected, 
but anyone who owns several acres 
of land should take note of recent 
developments about land 
valuations. 

The word is out that land will be 
taxed for 1979 at the high re- 
appraisal given it by the Jacobs 
Company reappraisal, and not for 
its ‘‘current use’’ unless the owner 
writes a letter to the Tax Assessor 
before December 31, 1978. 

Under the new constitutional 
amendment and related laws that 
were passed regarding property 
values, the phrase ‘‘current use’’ 
appears several times. 

Most landowners thought that in 
voting for the changes, their land 
values would remain relatively 
stable and land would be taxed ac- 
cording to its ‘‘current use’’. This 
does not necessarily seem to be the 
case, according to Shelby County 
Commissioners who attended a 
seminar in Huntsville last week 
where the law was outlined. 

Farmers thought that if they con- 
tinued using their land for farming, 
it would be taxed as farm land, even 
though it might be worth far more 
per acre as a subvdivision develop- 
ment. 

But somewhere in the com- 
plicated tax law lies a sleeper which 
confuses this situation. 

Shelby County Commissioner 
Ned Bearden said Monday that 
everyone who wants his land taxed 
at its ‘‘current use’’ should write the 
Tax Assessor requesting it at once, 
or the land ‘will automatically be 
taxed at the rate according to its 
highest possible use. 

Shelby County Tax Assessor 


Bobbie Reynolds told the Reporter 
that several people in Shelby County 
will be affected. In former years, for 
instance? persons received a 
homestead tax exemption for their 
home and up to 160 acres. 

But the acreage has been reduced 
to just the area immediately 
surrounding the home where the 
family lives. The other acres will

If you live in a mobile home, 
chances are, you’re breaking the law 
and aren’t even aware of it. An 
Alabama Revenue and Taxation law 
states that unless your mobile 
home’s value is assessed in the value 
of your property, you are required 
to display a current tag on the back 
of it, similar to a car license. 

If you don’t have a tag, don’t feel 
alone. Of a roughly estimated 4000 
mobile homes in Shelby County, 
approximately 150 are all that have 
purchased new tags. 

Like car tags, these plates are 
supposed to be displayed no later 
than November 15, and must be 
renewed yearly. 

Since the revenue from mobile 
home tags is divided between the 
State, county and municipality, en-

Starting January !5, 1979, the 


Pelham Police Department intends 
to do just that. First offense will 
cost you $20, plus court cost. Fur- 
thermore, you’ll still have to buy a 
tag. 

Lt. C.O. Brown estimates 1200 
mobile homes are parked within 
Pelham’s City Limits. A drive 
through two mobile home parks 
there turned up tags on three units 
out of 211. And that adds up toa lot 
of lost revenue for Pelham. 

According to Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden, the problem is a 
great one for the entire county.

Pelham City Limits costs a total of 
$63.25. 

A tag for a 1978 24 x 60 mobile 
home inside Pelham cost $139.75.

Dr. Lewis Kirkland spoke briefly, 
stating that the active medical staff 
has grown from 12 to 23 in the past 
year and ‘“‘it will take a team effort 
to go forward.

Judge Snowden reported on the 
progress of county road projects 
that will help serve the hospital.

A financial report is always a 
feature of the Christmas dinner and 
the hospital’s auditing firm, Ernst 
and Ernst, sent Travis Kirkpatrick 
to make the’ report. He 
congratulated the hospital and the 
board on good financial 
management during the past year. 
He said investments have increased 
by $600,000 and that sum will be 
greatly needed when the Phase II 
building program begins. 

He said bad debts were reduced 
from 8 Aa ae to as percent during 


the year which helped the hospital 
gain 4.5 percent in gross revenues 
compared to a one percent figure 
last year. 

A+ summary of the hospital’s 
financial position showed that 
assets and liabilities each total 
$12,149,667. The report is not com- 
plete, but will be presented to the 
board in January for final study, 
Kirkpatrick said.

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Shoplifting 


During this time of the 
year, shoplifting increases and 
it hurts the consumer through 
higher prices being placed on 
the products by the merchant. 

While shoplifting itself is 
not new, the chain reaction 
developed by the very act is 
devastating. This crime of 
shoplifting is on the steep in- 
cline with young adults and 
teenagers who are doing it for 
the fun and pure thrill of the 
accomplishment without 
being caught. 

Merchants and law enfor- 
cement agencies are con- 
tinually trying to curb the 
runnaway figures being 
derived on a national level in 
order to help stop inflation. 

The chain begins with a 
simple ‘lifting’ of an item. 
The merchant has lost the 
initial cost of the product plus 
his profit. He then reorders 
the product, thereby in- 
creasing his wholesale cost to 
double. He will have to sell 
more of the product at the 
same price to recoup his loss 
or raise the price. Most of the 
time, if shoplifting is not too 
severe in a particular store, 


the merchant will suffer the 
loss without a price hike. 
However, if the practice con- 
tinues on a major item then 
his choice is limited to that of 
higher prices. 

That is the monty side. On 
the opposite side of the coin, 
there is the damage done to 
the reputation of a teenager or 
young adult if he is caught in 
the act of shoplifting. 

Some states or cities 
prosecute to the fullest extent 
of the law, depending upon 
the value of the item being 
‘lifted’. In some areas, an 
item costing over $100 
becomes grand theft or grand 
larceny. Then the penalty is 
more severe. Many youths 
have ruined their chances of 
good jobs, college, military, 
or other areas that might 
strike them later in life. 

In Shelby County the youth 
should be aware as both mer- 
chants and law officers are on 
the lookout, during this 
season, for the shoplifter and 
will not hesitate to prosecute 
fully for the crime. It is not 
worth the thrill for the 
problems involved.

However, Mayor Austin Mitchell 
reported at Monday night’s meeting 
that neither could accept the

position. Another name was submit- 


ted by Councilwoman Dot Scruggs 
and the Mayor said he would con- 
tact the individual this week. 

Lenderman gave up his Council 
seat because of a conflict with 
classes he is taking in connection 
with his job. His term expires in 
1980. 

Councilwoman Scruggs also 
suggested the panel reply to a letter 
that was printed in the Reporter last 
week concerning the youth of the 


community. But it was felt the best 
course of action would be to drop 
the matter. 

There was some discussion, 
however, on the destructive tenden- 
cies of a minority of young people in 
Wilsonville that gave all the youth in 
the community a black eye. 

It was noted that holes were cut in 
the fence surrounding the tennis 
courts in Helms Park and that 
motor bikes and skate boards had 
torn up the playing surface of the 
court. 

Even the gate to the park, it was 
reported, had been torn off. 

In order to have a recreation 
program, the Mayor noted, the 
town would have to have the money 
to employ someone to supervise it. 

Council members agreed that they 
would continue the practice of 
giving members of the Volunteer 
Fire Department half a box of ap- 
ples for Christmas as well as take 
them out to dinner. 

“These fellows are a real asset to 
our town,’’ remarked the Mayor. 
They never refuse to answer a call 
and they save us money on our fire 
insurance,”’ he added. 


Montevallo hopes to cut costs 


With the possibility of a down- 
turn in national and local business 
activity next year Montevallo’s City 
Council spent most of it s Monday 
night meeting discussing ways and 
means of cutting costs and staying 
within the 1978-79 budget. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
J.A. Brown noted that revenues are 
currently running about as projec- 
ted in the budget, but warned that 
city income would decrease if the 
local economy becomes depressed. 

No budget cuts were proposed, 
Council members agreed, however, 
that purchases of goods and services 
should be kept to a minimum. 

Council members also instructed 
City Clerk Don Hughes to send let- 
ters to businesses that furnish the 
city services and equipment, stating 
that a purchase order system of 
buying has been instituted and that 
the city will not pay for any service 
Or equipment unless an authorized 
purchase order has been issued: 

Council members also agreed 
with a suggestion by Hughes that 
the city adopt a more accurate 
system of cost accounting. Purpose 
of the cost accounting is to reflect as 
accurately as possible the actual 
costs of each department of the 
municipal government. 

Election of members to the city’s 
personnel board was postponed un- 
til the next meeting of the council. 
Prospective board members 
requested additional time to study 
the recently enacted personnel 
policies. 

Streets Committee Chairman 
Herbert Milstead suggested that the 
present two-way stop signs at the in- 
tersection of Valley and Middle 


~~“ 
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Streets be retained. Council mem- 
bers during a previous meeting had 
agreed that four-way stop signs be 
installed. Milstead noted that a 
recent study by a traffic survey team 
from Atlanta suggested a two-way 
intersection. He also noted that the 
existing two-way signs are working 
well and that no serious accidents at 
that intersection have been recor- 
ded. Council members agreed with 
Milstead. 

Council members approved a 
program of repairs to the Boy Scout 
House and the depot both located in 
the municipal park. Council mem- 
bers also agreed that equipment 
belonging to the Montevallo Boy 
Scout troop could be stored in a 
more secure area, such as one of the 
city owned buildings. Scout equip- 
ment kept in the Scout House has 
frequently been stolen or van- 
dalized. 

Council members authorized the 
City Clerk and Building Inspector, 
Alvin McGaughy to. proceed with. a. 
program of condemning dilapidated 
houses and buildings. Clerk Don 
Hughes told council members that 
he is receiving complaints from 
owners of property adjacent to 
dilapidated structures. Complaints 
range from safety hazards to fire 
hazards as well as unsightly ap- 


pearances. 

As a final item of business, coun- 
cil members agreed to cancel the 
next scheduled meeting of the 
governing body. The next scheduled 
meeting falls on Christmas day. The 
next meeting of the council will be 
the second Monday in January, 
January 8, 1979.

Then they started 
yelling, ‘Looky yonder, Looky yon- 
der! Is somebody in it?’ They had 
just opened the stall and let the calf 
in and put feed out. But they left 
everything and started chasing the 
balloon, thinking it was going 
down. It was down low and the trees 
were just a ‘wiggling as it went over. 
We all saw it -- we were on our back 
porch and it was just across the 
branch.... It had a cage under it and 
had glass windows. Uncle Bertie and 
Aunt Hethie said they could see a 
man in it. They finally had to quit 
chasing it and come back to the 
barn, but the calf had already got all 
the milk...’’ 

**About a week later, we got the 


newspaper on the mail route,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘and it told about the 
Good Year Blimp coming through 
going into Birmingham, and we 
knew that was what we saw.”’ 

Tom Shelton moved his family 
from Jefferson to Shelby County in 
1918 after buying a sawmill near 
Cedar Grove Church. ‘‘A road ran 
through the woods from Cedar 
Grove to the cotton mill in Siluria,”’ 
recalls Shelton, ‘‘and daddy’s 
sawmill was on that road.’’ He went 
on to relate how his father cut trees 
back in there on the mountain, 
sawed them at his mill, then hauled 
them to Siluria for the construction 
of the historic, old T.C. Thompson 
house and an addition to the cotton 
mill around 1920 and 21.

Seven-mont/t-old Elaine (a fic- 
titious ndme)' would not turn her 
head when her mother entered the 
nursery and spoke. 

Her mother knew enough about 
child development to notice that 
Elaine did not seem to hear her. 

But many times, parents to not 
notice early signs of disorders, and 
worse, they do not seek help soon 
enough, according to Sarah Smith, 
director of the Shelby-Chilton 
Outreach and Referral Endeavor 
(SCORE), a new program to iden- 
tify infants and pre-school age 
children with ‘‘development disor- 
ders,’’ that is, any disorder that 
might cause a child to have 
problems learning at a normal rate. 

SCORE officials are particularly 
interested in children with hearing, 
language and speech difficulties, 
said Mrs. Smith, supervisor of the 
hearing impaired program at the 
University of Montevallo’s George 
C. Wallace Speech and Hearing 
Center. 

Little Elaine was lucky. Her 
mother took the infant to a 
specialist who discovered that 
Elaine had a hearing loss. The 
specialist referred her mother to a 
speech and hearing center where her 
child was further evaluated and in- 
volved in a language development 
program. 

Many children in Alabama are 
not as fortunate as Elaine. But in 
Shelby and Chilton Counties, 
SCORE is attempting to locate 
children from birth to age five who 
have developmental disorders, Mrs. 


Smith said. 
‘*‘Much of the work of the 


program will be finding the 
children, counseling the parents, 
and encouraging parents to take 
their children to specialists who can 
diagnose and begin treatment,” 
Mrs. Smith explained. 

‘*When we find a child with a 
developmental disorder,’’ said 
Sylvia Davis, SCORE coorinator, 
‘“‘we try to get the child an appoin- 
tment with the appropriate agency 
or specialist, to be evaluated. 

‘*Much of our work will also be 
counseling with parents to help 
them realize it is best to detect

problems in the early stages of their 
child’s development,’’ Mrs. Davis 
said. ‘‘We know parents want the 
best for their children.’’ 

Mrs. Davis said it is important for 
disorders to be detected early in a 
child’s development. SCORE will 
help educate young mothers to 
recognize signs of normal develop- 
ment. ‘‘It’s a big part of our job to 
educate parents,"’ the SCORE 
coordinator said. 

SCORE officials have contacted 
area ministers, physicians, kin- 
dergarten teachers, day care center 
directors, Department of Pensions 
and Security officials and others 
who come into contact with expec- 


tant mothers and young children. 
“We try to identify parents with 
high risk pregnancies -- pregnancies 
in which there is a high risk of giving 
birth to a child with a developmen- 
tal disorder,’’ Mrs. Smith said. 

The SCORE program is spon- 
sored by a grant from the Research 
and Special Projects Committee at 
UM.

Commissioner Ballard pushing 


for signal at Moore’s Crossroads

‘‘How many people have to get 
killed at Moore’s Crossroads before 
we get a traffic light there?”’ 


Doug Ballard posed this question 
to the County Commission Monday 
after hearing that signals will be in- 
stalled on the little used railroad 
crossing on Highway 89 near the 
airport. 


The lights at the rail crossing, 
where a truck driver was killed iast 
spring when he hit a northboard 
Amtrak train, will be paid for with 
90% federal funds and 10% county 
funds, according to county engineer 
James Ray. The railroad will install 
the signals and will pay for their 
maintenance. 


Commissioner Ballard was t 
favor of the signal at the rail 


‘crossing, but pointed out clearly 


that many more people had been 
killed at Moore’s Crossroads. ‘‘I’ve 
been working on this for four 
years,’” he said, indicating no word 
had been received that the state 
planned to put a light at the intersec- 
tion of State Highway 119 and 
County Highway 22 north of Mon- 
tevallo. 

Ray noted that a direct order 
from the governor would probably 
result in a light’s being put at 
Moore’s Crossroads in a hurry. 

Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden volunteered to ask the 
governor for a traffic signal at the 
hazardous crossing.

Although traffic was able 
to use the road by evening, the 
Mayor reported that between 6-8 in- 
ches of chirt would later have to be 
put on the street. 

Wilsonville residents were also 
without electricity for about an hour 
Monday morning while work was 
being done on power lines.

Tons of precious, nutrient- 
rich soil are lost each season to 
erosion, Cotton and soybean 
producers are becoming more and 
more aware of this as production 
decreases, even though tons of ex- 
pensive fertilizer are being added 
each season. 

The flat, good, row crop land like 


‘the field in the’picture produces a 


bale and a half per acre while the 
eroded hillsides adjoining these 
fields only make a half bale per 
acre. Soybeans are in the same 
shape, producing well on the non- 
eroded land while production suf- 
fers on the eroded hillsides. The Soil 
Conservation Service is making an 
all out effort this year to help 
eliminate or at least reduce some of 
the erosion of good agricultural 
land. Several concerned farmers 
around Harpersville and Wilsonville 
have already contacted S.C.S. and 
are helping to work on the problem 
before the 1979 planting season 
begins. 

Not only is erosion costly to the 
land owner, but it fills up streams, 
lakes and rivers. It destroys our fish 
habitats with tons of silt and mud. 
“Everyone pays when our environ- 
ment suffers!’’

decoration from seeds

The Family Living class at Calera 
High School has been collecting 
seeds. And even though they didn’t 
plant them in soil, the students are 
now in the process of creating at- 
tractive flower arrangements for 
Christmas gift giving. 

What students in Mrs. Ann 
McGaughy’s Home Ec classes have 
been learning is the craft of making 
seed flowers. And even the boys in 
the class, McGaughy reported, are 
enjoying the experience. ‘ 

It takes a lot of seeds to fashion 
the 600 plus flowers that will be 
made by the time the session ends, 
related the two UM student teachers 
who are instructing students in the 
crafts. 

In addition to seeds the class 
members brought in, teachers 
Vickey Seales and Jeanne Taylor 
said that several Clanton merchants 
had donated a variety of seeds. 

Flowers are made in several 
designs by using such seeds as 
yellow, white and Indian corn, pin- 
to, kidney and lima beans, water- 
melon, sunflower, and white pearl 
tapioca. 

After the seeds have been glued 
onto the backing, Seales explained 
they were sprayed with at least ten 
coats of clear acrylic paint. And 
then, she said, the flowers are 
arranged in containers such as plain, 
natural colored mugs, brass cricket 


boxes or small spitoons. 

“*I think one reason everyone in 
the class is enjoying this so much,’’ 
McGaughy remarked, ‘‘is because 
we don’t have an art class at the 
school.”’ 

“This is a very popular class,’’ 
she went on to say, ‘‘and there 
would be at ieast 45 students in each 
class if we didn’t have to limit the 
enrollment to 25.” 

After students have completed 
their seed flower arrangements, the 
student teachers report they will 
begin making salt dough ornaments 
to hand on the Christmas tree.

Snip cuttings for vifts 


A houseplant is a welcome 
Christmas gift for just about anyone 
on your gift list. 

Marian Cotney, County Agent 
Home Economics, says you can 
*‘make’”’ a lot of houseplant presen- 
ts for practically nothing by rooting 
cuttings from your own plants and 
putting them in attractive containers 
for giving. 

To get started, put some ver- 


miculite ind shallow’ pot or tray; wet™ 


it down and stick plant cuttings in it. 
To speed up the rooting process you 
can put the cuttings and their con- 
tainer in a plastic bag that you’ve in- 
flated, then tied at the top under a 
fluorescent light. Make sure the 
plastic bag isn’t touching the plants. 
You might want to prop the plastic 
bag up with sticks to keep the plastic 
off your cuttings. Dipping the tip of 
each cutting into a rooting hormone 
before placing it in the vermiculite 
will also speed the rooting process 
up. 

Check your plastic bag with the 
cuttings in it every three days or so. 


If the bag stays cloudy all the time, 
there is too much moisture in the 
bag. Open it up and let the plants air 
out for a little while. If the bag is 
partially clear most of the time, the 
moisture level is just about right. 


To check rooting progress, tug 
lightly on the plants; they will resist 
if they’re rooted. Wait until the 
plants are well rooted, then open up 


the .bag.gradually,to, harden, off, the, 


cuttings. 


After the plants have gotten ac- 
customed to life outside of the 
plastic bag, transplant them into at- 
tractive pots. There are many attrac- 
tive plant continers available. You 
might want to make your own or 
custom decorate store-bought plain 
pots. 

Cotney says some good choices 
for Christmas cuttings are wan- 
dering Jew, pilea, philodendron, 
pothos, pepperomia, Swedish ivy. 
No matter which kind you choose to 
give, your plants are sure to be ap- 
preciated by others, too.

permits inspection of books 


By approving a new business 
license schedule, Columbiana’s city 
fathers have paved the way for a 
more efficient and accurate system 
of determining and collecting fees. 
The action was taken at Thursday 
night’s Council meeting. 


Among the changes that should 
make the system work better are 
basing the fee for businesses that 
were on the inventory system on 
gross receipts. 


In this way, explains Finance 
Chairman Paul Smith, the tax can 
be determined both more easily and 
accurately. 

Under the new procedure, Smith 
points out, some merchants will be 
paying a lower fee. However, there 
will be some increase in rates for 
businesses paying a flat fee. 

Under the provisions of the 
‘business: license:schedule,; the books 
of a business may be examined if 
classification is in question. 

Another clause deals with penalty 
for late payment. Notices are being 
sent out this month and are due by 
Jan. 1. Businesses have till Feb. 15 
to obtain a license and after that a 
15% charge on the amount of the 
license and a citation fee will be 
levied when the license is issued. 

Failure to buy a license can result 
in a lien being placed against real

Jury finds Hope 


guilty of murder 


by Marilyn Kuhn 

After three days of testimony and 
3% hours of deliberation, a 12 man 
jury returned a guilty verdict in the 
Bobby Jo Hope case. The verdict 
also carried a life imprisonment sen- 
tence on the charges of first degree 
murder, 

The 28 year old Shelby man was 
found guilty of the murder of Louie 
Earl Jones by drowning him. 

The victim was slain on March 25, 
1978, and his body was found 
floating under the Highway 145 
bridge over Waxahatchee Creek. 
The body bore marks of a beating. 

On Thursday, December 14, 
James Nesbitt of Birmingham 
testified that he and three friends 
camped near the bridge on that 
Easter weekend. Mr. Nesbitt was 
awakened by the suunds of voices 
arguing around 1:30 a.m. on March 
25. He went down towards the creek 
to see what was wrong and saw two 
men down in the water and one man 
sitting on the bank. Nesbitt saw an 
arm go out to strike a crossblow and 
he heard the slap, but he would not 
testify to bodily contact. 

A former employer of the Hope 
brothers, Charles Barnett, a Shelby 
County building contractor, 
testified on the second day of the 
trial that the two Hope brothers said 
several weeks after the drowning 
death of Jones that they had ‘‘got 
rid of him.’’ Jones’ name was not 
mentioned in connection with the

remark. 

Bobby Jo Hope and Phillip Hope 
had trouble with Louie Earl Jones 
over some carpenter’s tools they had 
lent him. Jones hadn’t returned the 
tools and Phillip had said they were 
going to ‘‘whip his (Jones’) 


Tammy Jo Moton witnessed an 
argument between Louie Earl Jones 
and Phillip Hope the night before 
Jones was murdered. Phillip was 
angry with Jones because of a com- 


plaint Jones filed with the police 
against the Hope brothers several 
weeks earlier. She testified Phillip 
struck Jones during the argument. 

District Attorney Harold Walden 
in his closing remarks stated Bobby 
Jo Hope had the motive to kill 
Louie Earl.Jones. Jones had called 
the law on him. 

Defense Attorneys Karl C. 
Harrison and Sonny Conwill were 
unsuccessful in their attempt to

‘‘With my heart tearing...I can no 
longer be a part of it...with the 
present administration.”’ Larry Ac- 
ton, executive director of the Shelby 
County Youth Aid Bureau for the 
past several years, announced to the 
County Commission Monday that 
he has resigned. 


The Youth Aid Bureau has been 
the pet project of Sheriff C.P. 
“Red” Walker and as ‘“‘project 
director” Walker has virtually cop- 
trolled the budget. and run the 
bureau since it began. 

In announcing his resignation his 
voice was choked with emotion. Ac- 
ton did not call names, and declined 
to specify details, but he said he 
“*does not like what’s going on’’ at 
the bureau. When pressed he said he 
does not agree with the project 

irector. 

“7 have lost all heart trying to do 
for the young people...We need the 
kind of service that is on paper for 
the young people of this county, 
but not the way it’s going. I no 


* bea part of it... 


longer feel the young people will 
benefit from the bureau.’’ 

Thunderstruck Commissioners 
pressed Acton for specifics. He told 
them, ‘‘Originally I had a part in 
writing grants. That was taken from 
me. When I asked what my budget 
was...it became impossible to ad- 
minister.” 

Under other questioning, Acton 
vaguely alluded to a method of 
taking funds from one part of the 
budget to provide salaries under 
another part. He would not 
elaborate. ‘‘It does involve private 
lives,’’ he said, noting the presence 
of the press, ‘‘And I don’t want that 
in the papers.”’ 


*“‘Who is writing the grants?” 
Commissioner Doug Ballard asked. 
Acton answered, ‘‘Sheriff Walker 
and my secretary.’” 

(The Youth Aid Bureau has been 
a political hot potato since Walker 
first obtained LEPA grants to fund 
it. He originally wanted the County 
Commission to take responsibility 
for it but they turned it, down, 
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saying Walker insisted on a free 
hand that would have given him vir- 
tual control over all juvenile court 
proceedings in the county. As a 
result, Alabaster, and later, the City 
of Helena agreed to take over the 
program. There were two executives 
before Acton was chosen, but the 
bureau did not win the confidence 
and respect of the public until Acton 
came on the scene and started 
several new programs. He took on 
the additional duties of director of 
the Attention Home when it started 
last winter. The Attention Home is 
directly under the County Com- 
mission unlike the Youth Aid 
Bureau.) 

The Commissioners all expressed 
to Acton that they liked his leader- 
ship and had confidence in him. 
They passed a resolution asking him 


to remain as interim director of the © 


Attention Home at least until the 
new sheriff takes office. Acton said 
he has been paid through December 
31, but would be glad to serve 
without pay at the Attention Home 
until mid-January.

third sector of Brookstone. 

Citing devaluation to their larger 
lots and houses, heavier traffic on 
an ‘already dangerous’ Valley View 
Road, and three times the traffic, 
Brookstone residents opposed the 
new addition.

The commission voted 5-0 to ac- 
cept the new subdivision plat based 
on the corrections they requested, 
despite a request by the residents 
present to table the decision until 
next month. 

In other action, the commission 
approved a variance for a driveway 
entrance onto Indian Springs Road 
and heard a request to change 
Heatherwood Drive’s name back to 
Choshatt Road. James Roberts was 
on hand to plead the case on behalf 
of landowners in the U.S. Steel 
development.

Tangled webs 


The tangled webs woven by 
colorful Shelby County 
Sheriff ‘‘Red’’ Walker in his 
years in local politics are 
beginning to come apart. 

As he heads into the last 
days of his office, it becomes 
more apparent that his control 
and influence reached far and 
wide. But those who will pick 
up the reins of control are fin- 
ding some of those reins to be 
very thin. 


His writing of bills that 
passed the legislature, 
provided benefits for his 
department that may take a 
determined County Com- 
mission considerable work to 
re-write. The bill which 
provides year-end bonuses for 
deputies based on law enfor- 
cement experience, no matter 
where their experience oc- 
curred, is one example of this. 


The wording and the enfor- 
cement have been so scram- 
bled it takes an attorney’s 
opinion to straighten out the 
meaning. 


The mess at the Youth Aid 
Bureau and the Work Release 
Program, brought to light 
with Larry Acton’s 
resignation, is another. 


Walker was always able to 
swing large sums of money 
from Governor George 
Wallace’s office and from the 
federally 
programs. But now that he 
has lost his own re-election 
and Wallace will no longer be 
in office, the supporters who 
once rallied around the per- 
sonable sheriff are looking af- 
ter themselves. The LEPA 
programs, which were once 
98% funded by federal funds 


funded LEPA. 


are now dropping that percen- 
tage to around 60%. The 
programs do not look nearly 
as good when local money 
must be put into them as they 
did when Washington was 
footing most of the bills. 

One can only wonder what 
will become of the controver- 
sial ‘‘pistol permit’’ bill, 
which was passed by the 
legislature about a dozen 
years ago, and has provided 
some $7,000 to $10,000 an- 
nually since then to be spent 
on law enforcement ‘‘at the 
sheriff’s discretion.’’ 

Every passing week brings 
new surprises but that, doub- 
tless, comes as no surprise to 
the many Shelby Countians 
who have watched the 
maneuverings of ‘‘Red’’ 
Walker over the past few 
years.

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Christmas baking hints 


Desserts From The Freezer 

Christmas means fruit cake, 
cookies, pies, puddings -- and a lot 
of work for the busy baker. Your 
freezer can make the Christmas 
season less hectic for you, says 
Marian Cotney County Agent 
Home Economics. By baking and 
preparing ahead of time, you can 
enjoy your company and be a 
gracious, relaxed hostess without a 
lot of last-minute scurrying around. 

Here are some tips to keep in 
mind when ‘‘baking for the 
freezer,’’ Cotney points out. 

Most cakes freeze well; but bake 
first, then freeze. The same goes for 
cookies. Some pies need to be 
frozen and then baked -- fruit, 
pumpkin, mincemeat and sweet 
potato, for instance. It’s generally 
better to bake chiffon and pecan 
pies first. Don’t freeze cream and 
custard pies unless gelatin and cor- 
nstarch are used. Steam puddings 
and baked fruits are freezable. 

If you’re planning to freeze a 
cake, don’t use cream fillings or 
seven-minute or boiled icings. They 
don’t have good quality when 
thawed. Cooked candy-type and 


confectioners sugar-table fat-type 
are better. 

When freezing cakes, cover a 
piece of clean, heavy cardboard -- 
about 2 inches larger than the cake - 
- with extra heavy duty aluminum 
foil. Put the cake on this to freeze. 
When freezing desserts, it’s 
generally best to freeze unwrapped 
for several hours or until the top 
and sides are firm. You can use 
metal cake and cookie boxes for 
freezer containers if the lid fits 
tightly. Plastic freezer bags are 
good. Putting the bags into car- 
dboard boxes will further protect 
the dessert.

Low-income families will receive 
a cost-of-living increase in their 
food stamp allotments starting Jan 
1; according to David B. Alspach, 
Southeast regional administrator of 
the Department of Agriculture’s 
Food and Nutrition Service. 

The increase, prescribed by law, 
relfects the rise in the cost of food 
from March through September of 
this year. For a family of four, this 
translates into a 5.2 percent increase 
in-their food stamps.

required by the Food Stamp Act of 
1977. As a result, some states will be 
issuing food stamps under both old 
and new program rules while this 
transition is taking place. 

Under the program rules being 
phased out, a family of four with no- 
net income will have their allotment 
increased on Jan. 1 from the present 
$182 to $192. The maximum net 
monthly income a family of four 
may have and still be eligible for 
food stamps will increase from $607 
to $640. 

Under new program rules, a 
family of four with no net income 
will receive a $191 food stamp 
allotment. The net monthly income 
limit for a four-person food stamp 
family will be $542, or about $6,500 
per year. This nearly $1,200 a year 
lower than the net income limits un- 
der the old program rules that are 
being phased out.

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“Life more enjoyable then,” Tot says 


by Bert Seaman 

The house where she was born is 
still home to Patsy Chancellor. 

But now the retired school teacher 

by herself in the 143 year old 

home near Harpersville which has 
recently been listed on the State 
Register of Historicai Landmarks. 

However, Miss Chancellor isn’t 
altogether alone on the place her 
grandfather, William S. Chancellor 
purchased in 1869. Tot, the son of 
her grandfather’s slave Tosh, still 
lives in a cabin on the land where he 
grew up. 

Feeling a strong bond of loyalty 
to Miss Chancellor, Tot continues 
to look after her and the land. 


The Chancellor home is a one 
story frame building with Greek 
Revival characteristics, Porches on 
the front and side are supported by 
columns. 

Because of its _ historical 
significance, the 1835 home was one 
of the few in the state to be included 
in a Historic American Buildings 
survey that was conducted in 1935. 

A detached kitchen was originally 
located to the rear of the home. And 
Tot still remembers an Aunt Sue 
cooking in the building which has 
been town down. A _ nearby 
smokehouse is also gone now. 

About the only outbuilding still 
standing is a ‘‘dairy,’’ situated un-

der shade trees close to the house. It 
was used for cooling milk and but- 
ter. 

Located at the intersection of 
County Roads 76 and 79, the estate 
was originally owned by the Kidd 
family. Then in 1835 the land passed 
into the Fluker family, probably by 
marriage. 

Before Patsy Chancellor was 
born, her father Isaac moved into 
the home with his wife and two 
oldest children. Both her gran- 
dfather and father operated a ferry 
on the nearby Coosa River and far- 
med the land. 

Back in her grandfather’s time, 
Miss Chancellor reported, families 
living on plantations in the area 
would often gather at each others 
homes for square dances. 

And Tot recalled how the blacks 
working on the plantation would 
gather in the evening and listen to 
banjo music and sing. ‘‘Life was 
more enjoyable back them,’’ he 
remarked. 

Being musically inclined, Miss 
Chancellor studied for many years 
intending to make it her life’s work. 
But in college she decided to become 
a teacher. 

Miss Chancellor taught in the 
Bessemer City School system, in 
Childersburg, and in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 

Her last assignment was at Vin- 
cent Elementary School before 
retiring in 1969. 

Many of the furnishings in the old 
home place were handed down to 
her by her grandfather, Miss Chan- 
cellor related. These include an 
organ, several chairs, a drop leaf 
table, an oriental rug and a bed 
which was put together with pegs. 


Energy tax credit deadline Dec. 31 


Alabama taxpayers have until 
December 31, 1978, to qualify for 
the energy tax credit on their 1978 
individual income tax returns, 
Dwight T. Baptist, District Director 
for Alabama announced. Taxpayers 
can claim tax credits for residential 
energy expenditures made during 
the period April 20, 1977 through 
December 31, 1978, when they file 
their 1978 individual income tax 
returns, Baptist said. 

Baptist emphasized that tax- 
payers who had qualifying expen-

per gutters and downspouts in ad- 
dition to 18 inch shingles. 

Society president Miriam Fowler 
told the Commission that the group 
is engaged in continual fund-raising 
projects.

ditures during 1977 must claim the 
credits on their 1978 returns. They 
may not claim these credits by filing 
amended 1977 returns. 

The Energy Tax Act of 1978 
provides a tax credit of up to $300 
for qualifying energy conservation 
materials installed in a home. There 
is also a separate credit of up to 
$2,200 for installation of certain 
renewable energy source expen- 
ditures. Generally, the credits are 
for expenditures made on or after 
April 20, 1977. 

Qualifying energy conservation 
materials include insulation, storm 
doors and windows, caulking, 
weather-stripping and _ certain 
heating system modifications 
designed to conserve energy. 
Renewable energy source expen- 
ditures include those which use or 


Items that Do Qualify for Credit: 
* insulation, such as fiberglass and 
cellulose for ceilings, wall, floors, 
roofs, water heaters, etc.; 
exterior storm or thermal windows 
or doors; 
caulking or weatherstripping for 
exterior windows or doors; 
a furnace replacement burner which 
reduces the amount of fuel used; 
a device to make flue openings for a 
heating system more efficient. 
an electrical or mechanical furnace 
ignition system which replaces a gas 
pilot light; 
an automatic energy-saving setback 
thermostat; and a meter which 
displays the cost of energy usage. 


transmit solar, wind or geothermal 
energy to heat, cool or provide hot 
water for a residence. 

Baptist also pointed out that the 
credits could only be claimed by 
filing Form 1040. 

The form for claiming the tax 
credits will be in the 1978 Form 1040 
tax return packages that will be sent 
to taxpayers by the end of Decem- 
ber. Form 5695, Energy Credits, 
which will be used to compute the 
credits will also be available at the 
same time from banks, post offices 
and IRS offices. Form 5695 should 
be attached to the return. 

Further details on what qualifies 
and how to compute the tax credits 
are contained in Publication 903, 
Energy Credits for Individuals, 
available at most IRS offices after 
December 29, 1978.

Football buffs of Pennsylvania 
and Alabama will drive past a chain 
of ante bellum mansions from Nat- 
chez to New Orleans when they at- 
tend the traditional Sugar Bowl 
Game on New Year’s Day. This 
year’s game will be played by the 
teams of the University of Alabama 
and Penn State. 

Two of the galaxy of town houses 
in Natchez, Mississippi are Dunleith 
and The Briars. Dunleith, which is 
open by appointment in winter 
months, is an imposing and pic- 
turesque Greek Revival ‘‘temple’’ 
completely surrounded by colon- 
naded galleries. Home of Mr. and 
Mrs. W.F. Heins, Dunleith is fur- 
nished with English and_ French 
period furnishings of the 18th and 
19th centuries and is a National 
Historic Landmark. 

The Briars, situated on a high 
bluff overlooking the Mississippi, -is 
an elegant example of early planter 
architecture set in spacious gardens. 
Jefferson Davis, president of the 
Confederacy, married Varina 
Howell in this house in 1845. The 
Briars is colorfully restored with 
18th and 19th-century antiques. It is 
on the National Registry of Historic 
Places. 

An hour’s drive south of Natchez 
is St. Francisville, LA, one of the 
earliest French settlements in 
Louisiana and a town surrounded 
by a cluster of ante bellum man- 
sions, among them the famous 
Rosedown Plantation and Gardens.

Rosedown is a restored'empire, with 
French gardens in the style of the 
17th century. Rosedown was built 
by Daniel Turnbull, a wealthy cot- 
ton planter, for his wife Martha 
Barrow Turnbull, a member of the 
noted Barrow dynasty in West 
Feliciana. Nearby is Afton Villa 
Gardens, grounds of the famous 
Gothic house built in 1847 by 
David Barrow, another member of 
the opulent Barrow clan. Both 
Rosedown and Afton Villa Gardens 
are open year-round with the excep- 
tion of Christmas and Christmas 
Eve.

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Statler Brothers release Christmas LP

Christmas is just around the cor- 
ner and with it a few new albums 
and some singles to make the season 
bright. It is rare indeed to have a 
host of new albumis out. This year 
there are only two new ones - by the 
Statler Brothers and the Carpenters. 

Country Music fans will rave over 
The Statler Brothers’ new release, 
‘‘Christmas Card.’’ Not only is the 
cover of the album attractive but so 
are the songs. There are some good 
new country songs such as ‘“‘l 
Believe in Santa’s Cause,’’ 
‘Christmas To Me’’, and 
**‘Something You Can’t Buy.’”’ Then 
there are the modern country ren- 
ditions of ‘*White Christmas,’’ 
‘*Jingle Bells,’’ and ‘‘I’ll Be Home 
For Christmas.’’ They also do an 
excellent job of seven traditional 
Christmas Carols, This is a treat in- 
deed for country music fans. 

Perhaps the most well produced 
and best sounding recording this 
year is the first and only Christmas 
LP done by the Carpenters. It will 
make the Lawrence Welk people go 
batty over this one because the or- 
chestration and background vocals 
are superb in every respect as well as 
the music and vocals of Karen and 
Richard Carpenter. There is not a 
cut on the album that is bad.

Fortunately, the Pelham Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad is 
equipped with a giant can opener. 
And that’s the truth. 

Actually, it is a Hurst Rescue 
Tool, commonly referred to as the 
“‘Jaws of Life,’’ and used for 
vehicle extracation. 

Essentially, the Hurst Tool is a 
hydraulic jack driven by a five hor- 
sepower engine. The arms of the 
‘*jaws,’? made of forged titanium, 
have a maximum spread of 32 in- 
ches. Several attachments are used 
for the different situations which 
can occur during rescue operations. 

Using the standard, automotive 
jaws attachment, the tool exerts a 
pressure of 12,000 pounds. It can 
pop a car door off its hinges like a 
cork from a champagne bottle. 
Heavy duty tips, called aircraft 
jaws, can open the side of a bus, 
plane, or train car. 

The shears which attach to the 
tool cut with 17,000 pounds of for- 
ce. Making a convertible out of a 
hardtop poses no problem for the 
shears; they can be most useful in 
removing trapped victims. 

The chain attachment comes in 
handy for pulling steering columns 
out of the way. The tool itself can be 
used as a jack to release persons 
trapped under cars and other objec- 
ts. ,

The Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education (ACHE) has been 
charged with using the enrollment- 
weighted formula as the only 
method of determining budget 
allocations for state universities. Dr. 
James F. Vickrey, Jr., president of 
the University of Montevallo, 
challenged the commission at its 
meeting on December 15 that 
ACHE may not be following the 
state laws, 

The law (Title 16, chapter 5, of 
the Code of Alabama), Dr. Vickrey 
said, obviously permits ACHE to 
use a formula, but does not require 
it to use the formulas as their only 
method of examining a university’s 
needs and determining a university’s 
general operating budget. To use the 
formula exclusively and not 
evaluate each institution’s actual 
needs as indicated in its budget 
request appears contrary to 
language in the law, he added. 

Relying on the formula to deter- 
mine the budget, UM’s president 
said, also sometimes tends to force 
the state’s universities to try to in- 
crease student enrollment at the ex- 
pense of improving quality instruc- 
tion and even in contradiction to 
university policy set by its board of 
trustees. 

Most of Montevallo’s funds come 
through the formula-related general 
operating budget, but at several 
other universities, much of the total 
state allocation is not determined 
with a formula. Such “‘line item”’ 


allocations include funds for 
medical, veterinary and other 
specialty education needs that 
require relatively larger investments 
of state funds. 


Presently, Dr. Vickrey said, the 
only way to substantially increase 
state funding each year at UM is to 


strive for larger student enrollmen- 
ts, but the board of trustees wants to 
keep UM relatively small. 

For the past three years, UM has 
received the lowest funding increase 
percentage among the state’s 14 
senior institutions. Dr. Vickrey 
hopes that ACHE will not ignore 
UM’s demonstrated needs. 


Tree tips given 


**The first step in selecting your 
Christmas tree is to determine where 
in your home you’re going to 
display it,’’ said Richard Marks, a 
forester with the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

“That will help determine how 
tall a tree you’ll want and how many 
sides of it you’ll display. Try to find 
a tree that gives the height you need 
without having to cut a large por- 
tion off the top or bottom,”’ he said. 

**Make sure the needles are fresh 
and green. Bend one to see if it’s 
resilient. Stroke the needles gently . 
They shouldn’t drop off if the tree is 
fresh. Shake the tree or bounce it on 
the ground, to make sure the 
needles are firmly attached. | 

**Look on the ground around the 
tree. If there’s an excessive number 
of green needles on the ground it’s 
an indication that the tree may not 
be fresh.”’

Decorations add zest to holidays 


Holiday decorations add to the 
beauty and festivity of the season, 
but certain ones can be dangerous, 
according to Dr. Johnnie Stevens of 
The University of Alabama in Bir- 
mingham Family Practice Center. 


‘Many of the plants we use to 
decorate our homes during the 
holiday can be especially dangerous 
to small children,’’ said Dr. Stevens. 
“Holly, poinsettia, and mistletoe 
are all poisonous plants -- and the 
ingestion of only two mistletoe 
berries could kill a toddler. 


‘Parents may think that hanging 
the mistletoe out of a child’s reach 
removes the danger, but the berries 
will fall off as the plant dries out. 
For that reason, the poisonous 
berries should be removed before 
the plant is hung. 

“Other substances that we bring 
into our homes at this time of year 
are potentially harmful to young 
children, Angel hair may look like

cotton candy, but it is spun glass 
and can cut the fingers and the 
lining of the mouth and throat of a 
child who tries to eat it. 

‘Artificial smow spray causes 
nausea, dizziness and headache 
when eaten, and could kill if eaten 
in sufficient quantities. If you have 
young children in the house who are 
inclined to put into their mouths 
whatever looks interesting or ap- 
petizing, it’s a good idea to either 
not use these substances, or to make 
sure they are out of the reach of 
children.’’ 

Another hazard to be aware of 
during the gift-giving season is part 
of the wrapping of the presents. 

“The plastic stud that holds 
together some pre-made ribbon 
bows is unfortunately just the right 
size to lodge in a child’s trachea. 
Because of its shape, the stud is dif- 
ficult to remove by coughing, so 
every year several Alabama infants 
who swallow these studs die of suf- 


focation,”’ said Dr. Stevens. 

‘‘Christmas trees themselves can 
be a danger to the whole family if 
not set up properly. Live trees 
should be fresh and supple and 
should be set in a bucket of wet sand 
or a stand that holds water. Water 
should be replenished daily. 


“If you choose an artificial tree, 
flame retardant types are best. Elec- 
tric lights and wires must not be 
used on metal trees, however, 
because of the possibility of elec- 
trical shock. 

‘‘Lights or other electrical 
decorations used in the house 
should bear the Underwriter’s 
Laboratory (UL) seal. Also, they 
should be checked yearly for broken 
insulation, exposed wiring, and 
defective plugs and sockets.’’ Dr. 
Stevens concluded, ‘‘Being aware of 
these dangers and taking steps to 
correct them will help insure a safe 
and happy holiday.”’

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VA loan guarantee rises 


An increase from $17,500 to 
$25,000 as the maximum guaranty 
for Veterans Administration home 
loans is one of several important 
features of the ‘‘Veterans Housing 
Benefits Act of 1978’’, according to 
Wheeler Melton, Montgomery 
Regional Office loan guaranty of- 
ficer. 

The legislation, which was signed 
last month by President Carter, also 
permits certain severely disabled 
veterans to obtain a VA grant of up 
to $30,000 to buy or adapt a 
residence to meet their special 
needs, Melton said. 

VA grants for these so-called 
‘‘wheelchair homes’’ were formerly 


limited to $25,000. 

Melton pointed out that the new 
bill should be of special benefit to 
Alabama’s Vietnam Era veterans 
because it reduces the length of ac- 
tive duty service required for 
eligibility for VA home, con- 
dominium or mobile home loan 
guaranty benefits. 

Vietnam Era veterans now need 
to have served only 90 days on ac- 
tive duty -- one day of which must 
have been during the period of 
August 5, 1964 and May 7, 1975 -- 
to be eligible for these VA benefits. 

“‘The new law brings the 
eligibility requirements for Vietnam 
veterans in line with those for World

The legislation also permits VA to 
guarantee loans for energy-related 
home improvements, including in- 
stallation of solar heating and 
cooling systems. 


In addition, the law authorizes 
VA to guarantee loans for converted 
condominiums as of July 1, 1979. 
The agency is currently authorized 
to guarantee condominium loans in 
buildings constructed and sold as 


this type of dwelling. 

Melton said another significant 
section of the legislation restruc- 
tures VA’s mobile home loan 
program -- setting a $17,000 loan 
maximum and extending the 
maximum loan term for single-wide 
mobile homes to 15 years, an in- 
crease of 36 months. 

Melton said veterans may obtain

completed. Prisoners were tran- 
sferred in September to the ultra 
modern facility which boasts un- 
breakable glass instead of bars. 

Two fire districts struggled for 
existence this year with one suc- 
ceeding and the other failing. 
Homeowners in North Shelby 
County voted in the North Shelby 
Fire District. However, residents in 
the Dogwood - Beat 21 area covered 
by Shelco turned thumbs down on 
the proposal. 

In the field of education, turmoil 
reached the boiling point in two 
north Shelby County schools. 
Pelham principal Ernest Douglas 
finally resigned after the dispute 
that ensued when he recommended 
10 teachers be dismissed for incom- 
petence. 

Riverchase trustees brought suit 


against the County Board of 
Education after the board’s decision 
that their appointment was illegal. 
The trustees came out on top in the 
struggle and _ retained their 
positions 

POLITICS 

In the political arena, voters ex- 
pressed their desire for a change in 
the Sheriff’s office when they went 
to the polls in record numbers in the 
primary election and elected former 
Chief Deputy Buddy Glasgow. 

After resigning from the sheriff’s 
office in February, Glasgow had 
launched the campaign that outsted 
Red Walker from the job he had 
held for 16 years. 

At the end of March, Chief In- 
vestigator Reed Smith resigned and 
other deputies also left the sheriff’s 
office during the year. 

Other decisions voters made in 


the primary were to return a former 
coroner to office. Billy Thompson, 
who had previously served in the 
position, defeated incumbent Ed 
Burdett. 

The race for Superintendent of 
Education drew very strong interest 
and voter participation, since it was 
the first time in 16 years that the in- 
cumbent, Elvin Hill, was not a can- 
didate. 

The race attracted four well- 
qualified candidates: Jessie Butler 
Jones, Charles Knowles, Norma 
Rogers and Fred Winslett. 

In the runoff, Knowles defeated 
Dr. Rogers. 

J. Alpha Lowe handily won re- 
election to the County Commission 
from the eastern section of the 
county, 

Alabaster Mayor Harold Daven- 
port battled for a seat on the County

Steps continue towards securing 
written confirmation on the 
proposed exit off I-65 at County 
Highway 11 in Alabaster. Referred 
to as Project Interchange, the 
Alabaster Chamber of Commerce is 
spearheading the efforts and still 
hopes to receive a signed commit- 
ment from Governor Wallace 
before he leaves office on January 
16. 

In a letter to Wallace, dated 
December 15, John Ferree, Vice- 
president in charge of civic and 
community improvements, stated 
the views of the Chamber:

“To our knowledge, there is ab- 
solutely no opposition to this inter- 
change.

Gurnee cars loaned to UM

The Civil War coal mining cars 


_. are coming back home to Shelby 
~ County. 


U.S. Steel Corporation, on whose 


= property the cars were discovered 


last spring, has approved a plan to 
put them on a long-term loan to the 


® University of Montevallo where 


they can be properly displayed for 


" public viewing. 


The coal car and the water car, abandoned in a forgotten Shelby County 
coal mine at the end of the Civil War, will be coming back to the county in 
January for public viewing at the University of Montevallo library. 
Carefully restored by U.S. Steel, the cars and the handmade wooden 
tracks will be displayed in a plexiglass case. \ 


The coal car and the ‘‘water car’’ 
were discovered when U.S. Steel 
was excavating for its new un- 
derground mine at Gurnee, west of 
Helena and Pea Ridge. The 
discovery touched off intense in- 
terest among historians and local 
residents. It has been determined’ 
that the cars. made of chestnut 


wood, were in use until they were 
abandoned in an old mine during 
the closing days of the Civil War. 
Historians assume the cars had been 
submerged in the water that filled 
the mine shaft shortly after they 
were abandoned 113 years ago. 

One of the cars was used for 
hauling coal out of the mine. The 
other, with ingenious trap doors, 
was apparently used to haul water 
out of the mine that seeped in over- 
night. 

The cars were on handmade 
wooden tracks with picks, shovels 
and other tools lying nearby. They 
will also be a part of the display at 
the University of Montevallo. 

Several interested groups have 
been vying for the collection. UM 
President James Vickrey, Jr. said, 


when told of U.S. Steel’s decision, 
said, ‘‘We are pleased that U.S. 
Steel has accepted our invitation to 
house these important artifacts on 
our campus, and I look forward to 
their being brought here in early 
January for display in the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo library. 


‘A sense of history - of tradition, 
of the debt we owe the past - has 
always been a part of campus life 
here. 

‘The public presence of these 
relics at the University will under- 
score this reality and provide us a 
physical link with one of the most 
important parts of Shelby County’s 
rich past - the coal, iron and steel 
industry - recently celebrated in the 
production of Brighthope.”’

If Shelby County farmland 
owners are to take advantage of a 
special provision of the new proper- 
ty tax law they must notify their 
local tax assessor in writing before 
January 1, 1979, says Grant Gober, 
county agent coordinator. 

‘*This provision could be ex- 
fremely important in reducing 
property taxes,’’ Gober says. ‘‘But 
I’m afraid that a large number of 
our landowners are still unaware of 
this provision.”’ 

One feature of the ‘‘Lid Bill,’’ 

approved as an amendment to the 
constitution in the general election, 
is that farmers can value farm 
property based on its agricultural 
use rather than its current market 
value. That provision is expected to 
mean tax savings to farmers, Gober 
said. 
. The notification of intention to 
the tax assessor must be made in 
writing and must be dated before 
January 1, 1979, Gober em- 
phasized. This notification letter 
should be sent to: Bobbie Reynolds, 
Tax Assessor, and shou'd include 
the following information:

mail fraud, but is considered misuse 
of U.S. Mail facilities.

Pelham council approves 
industrial park zoning

The Pelham City Council voted to 
rezone 33 acres on the Southern side 
of Cld Highway 31 from A-1 to B-2. 
The site is to be developed into a 
commercial park by John E. Owens 
of Pelham.

A heavy crop of berries 
places a big demand on the plant 
and causes the stress. 

This stress has been worse than 
normal this year because of ex- 
tremely dry weather during the 
fruiting season. This condition is no 
real significant problem to the 
plant, but it is unattractive. 

To aid the plant, apply three to 
five inches of mulch. Water the 
plant during extreme drought even 
in winter. Wait to fertilize the plant 
until early spring. 

* * * 

Window Shades Block Heat Loss 

If the winter weather and high 
cost of home heating are giving you 
the shivers, take heart. As much as 
31 percent of the heat lost through 
glass windows can be kept inside by 
pulling shades down to block its 
escape. For homeowners, this can 
mean a savings of up to eight cents 
per heating dollar. 

Windows, the second largest 
cause of heat loss in the home, are 
responsible for up to 35 percent of 
the warmth lost to the outdoors. 
Window shades provide a barrier so 
interior heat can bounce back and 
remain in the home. The heat- 
retention characteristic of window 


*. shades far exceeds that of either 


venetian blinds or draperies, which 
were shown to be only one-fourth as 
efficient. 

Be sure to keep your shades 
drawn in the evening and 
throughout the early morning when 
the air outside is most cold. During 
the sunny, daylight hours, pull your 
shades up. You’ll be letting in some 
of the sunlight which will help to 
warm the interior and cut your use 
of heating fuel.

How to Remove Cosmetic Stains 

If you smear lipstick or mascara 
on your favorite blouse, you will 
receive better results if you treat the 
stain as soon as possible. Stains 
respond much better when they are 
fresh. 

There are two methods of 
removing cosmetic stains from 
washable fabrics. The method you 
choose. depends upon. the. type of 
stain. Non-greasy cosmetic stains 
from powdered makeup, eye 
shadow or blusher can be removed 
by first dampening the stained area. 
Then rub with bar soap, detergent 
paste (made with detergent granules 
and water) or liquid detergent. Rin- 
se and launder. 

If the stain is from oily cosmetics 
such as lipstick, rouge, liquid 
makeup or mascara, pre-treat with a 
pre-wash soil and stain remover. Or, 
place the stain face down on paper 
towels. Sponge back of stain with a 
dry cleaning solvent. Move fabric to 
a clean area of the towel frequently 
to take out more color. Dampen 
stain with water and rub with bar 


soap or detergent. Rinse and laun- 
der. If stain remains, treat with 
chlorine bleach, if safe for fabric, or 
use oxygen bleach.

Serving Potatoes 

Potatoes are generally well-liked 
by most all people and may be ser- 
ved in a variety of ways to retain the 
good flavor. ‘ 

Bake your potatoes to preserve 
vitamin C. Wash potatoes well and 
grease the skin with cooking oil 
before baking. Also prick the 
potatoes with a fork before they are 
baked so that the steam will escape 
and your potatoes will not be soggy. 


Potatoes that are peeled, cut and 
cooked in water lose most of their 
vitamin C. Besides, it requires more 
time and energy to prepare potatoes 
this way. 

There are many delicious top- 
pings you can put on potatoes after 
they are baked to add more zest. 
Here are some suggestions: Toasted 
sesame seeds, whipped butter and a 
dash of poppy seed; a mound of 
slivered pimento and green pepper; 
sliced mushrooms marinated in low- 
calorie dressing; melted butter or 
margarine thinned with lemon juice; 
or a spoonful of stewed tomatoes 
and coarsely grated cheese.

BRER TOM’S CLOSING TIP: 
Keep your hooks so sharp they 
will hang on your thumbnail 
when tested.

Carry a good, six- 
inch file, and touch up every 
hook point that needs it. Then, 
practice how and when to set 
that hook, and the fish will get 
the point!

to plague Harpersville. 

A new well that was constructed 
after an earlier one collapsed into a 
sinkhole was deemed unsuitable by 
the State Health Department. An 
agreement was reached with Vincent 
to supply water and lines have been 
installed between the two towns. 

In the meantime, Westover has 
been providing water whenever they 
have had a surplus in their system. 

Alabaster was the first 
municipality in the county to adopt 
a leash law and other cities are now 
seriously considering adopting a 
similar ordinance. 

Pelham received the lion’s share 
of ad valorem taxes that went to 
cities during 1978. The reason was 
the 12% mil tax the city placed on 
all property within the city limits. 

Out of the $400,000 from the 
taxes, Pelham received $182,091.87. 

Intercity cooperation was exem- 
plified in a variety of ways during 
1978, but perhaps the best example 
is the interconnection of water 


| @@tystems between Montevallo and 


Calera. After more than a year of 
discussion the two systems were 
joined with a meter marking the 
junction. 

Although both municipalities 
have their own sources of water, the 
interconnection can be used in 
emergencies such as fires, or in the 


‘4 case of a breakdown in pumps. 


Among the accomplishments of 
Montevallo during 1978 is the con- 
struction of a utilities building. The 


. new facility not only serves as a 


headquarters building for personnel 
of the streets, water and gas systems 
but also provides indoor parking for 
municipal vehicles such as trucks, 
cars, road graders, tractors and 
front-end loaders. 

During 1978 Montevallo 
established an industrial park com-

plex that is a joint venture between 
the city, the city’s Chamber of 
Commerce and the city’s Industrial 
Development Board. The park 
already has one industry, Line Fast, 
a firm that serves the international 
shipping industry. 

As 1979 begins, the park is 
moving ahead with installation of a 
municipal sewer system, additional 
water lines and the cohstruction of a 
series of roads. 


SCHOOLS 


Probably the biggest uproar in the 
county school system took place at 
Pelham High School when Principal 
Ernest Douglas recommended firing 
10 teachers for incompetence. 

Approximately 50 students 
walked out of school the day 
teachers received their dismissal 
notices to protest the action. 

The teachers were called in in- 
dividually to talk with nfmbers of 
the Board of Education. Band 
Director Wayne Alexander was sub- 
sequently fired and Douglas 
resigned his post. Dr. Edwin Belue 
was selected to take over as prin- 
cipal. 

There were also fireworks at 
Riverchase even before the doors of 
the new school opened for the first 
time. The Shelby County Board of 
Education contended the school’s 
trustees were illegally holding their 
positions. 

A decision rendered by the Board 
said that the men and one woman 
who were appointed could not be 
considered patrons of a_ school 
which had not opened. The trustees 
brought a suit against the Baord and 
were upheld by the court in their 
right to be trustees. 

Bobby Anderson was appointed 
principal of the school and four of 
the teachers Douglas cited for in- 
competence were hired despite 
trustees’ protests.

The hospital’s intention of 
building a primary Health Care 
Center in Riverchase was quashed 
by the state committee on Public 
Health. However, persmission was 
given to Brookwood Health Care 
Services, Inc. to construct a health 
care center on Valleydale Road. 
That facility is now in operation.

issue to a vote in the Nov. 7 general 
election saying there would not be 
enough time to study the matter 
thoroughly. 

Doctors who use the hospital 
expressed their wholehearted disap- 
proval of the proposal, but at year 
end the issue was still alive. 

The hospital’s financial position 
was declared to be good by its 
auditors at the end of fiscal year 
1978 and plans to make major ad- 
ditions to the building were 
proceeding. 


COUNTY COMMISSION 


The county’s Attention Home 
near Alabaster was dedicated in 
June and YAB Director Larry Ac- 
ton was placed in charge of the 
facility. 

However, in December, Acton 
resigned from the Youth Aid 
Bureau saying that he didn’t agree 
with Project Director ‘‘Red’’ 
Walker aad ‘‘Didn’t like what was 
going on.”’ 

Acton did agree to keep on with 
his duties at the Attention Home un- 
til a replacement was found. 

The County Commission was 
given a staggering order by Circuit 
Judge Kenneth Ingram during the 
latter part of the year. As a result of 
a suit filed by Sheriff’s Deputies 
against the Commission for the pay 
raise that had been given State 
Troopers, the judge ruled that the 
Commission reimburse deputies 
$159,000 in back pay. 

No decision has yet been reached 
in the suit filed by former deputy 
Wayne Lucas against Sheriff Red 
Walker, who he claimed, fired him 
for political reasons. The Com- 
mission was also named in the suit 
for failure to appoint a Personnel

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Old Courthouse 


in 1929 


In 1929 the historic old 
county courthouse in Colum- 
biana looked like this when it 
was featured in the Bir- 
mingham Age-Herald. Mrs. 
Gaston Walton of Colum- 
biana has kept a copy of that 
newspaper and loaned it to the 
Shelby County Reporter for 
reproduction here. The 
building was originally con- 
structed in 1854 and was con- 
sidered of historic importancé 
in 1929. Several changes havé 
been made in the building in 
the intervening years. Present 
day Shelby Countians will 
notice that it has been painted 
white since 1929 and the front 
porch and balcony removed. 
The courthouse is again in the 
news as the Shelby County 
Historical Society studies bids 
of over $43,000 to put a new 
roof on the structure. 
Renovation is the major 
project of the Society, which 
one day hopes to convert it to 
a museum which could house 
important records and artifac- 
ts dealing with the county’s 
history.

Lane Aero was approved by the 
Commission to take over the airport 
franchise from Gulf Aviation. 
Later, as the airport sought to ex- 
pand by lengthening runways, 
homeowners in the area protested 
the increase in air traffic and noise 
that would result. 

The dilemma seemed to ease when 
Lane Aero changed to a right hand 
landing pattern which takes planes 
over open land rather than homes in 
the area. 


Progress was made on 
establishing a county park to be 
located west of Columbiana on 
McDow Road. A plan was submit- 
ted to the County Commission in 
March by M.M. Argo, Jr., Chair- 
man of the county’s Recreation 
Authority. Columbiana Kiwanians, 
who sponsor the annual county fair. 
offered their support to the idea. 


Another proposal the Com- 
mission considered was the erection 
of an Agri-Center building. The 
idea came about after Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden suggested 
moving the Food Stamp Program to 
the Community Services Building 
and farm connected federal agencies 
into the vacated building. 


Two private investors submitted 
plans for the center but the county’s 
governing body finally decided to 
engage Dampier-Harris architec- 
tural firm to maked a study of the 
most feasible course of action. 

The question of space for the ex- 
pansion of county offices continued 
to be debated at year-end. 


In order to produce more tax 
dollars for the county the Com- 
mission requested a special census 
be taken to prove a significant 
growth in population during the 
past seven years, 

The census proved the point with 
the result of producing more income 
from the gasoline tax. Revenue 
sharing money, also based on 
population, will increase too, due to 
the survey which normally would 
not have been conducted for 
another three years. 

After four years, the county’s 
jund reappraisal program was com-

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pleted and work on reconciling the 
figures got underway. In the spring, 
teams were set up in Columbiana to 
answer questions and make any ad- 
justments deemed necessary. 

Many landowners and 
homeowners were dissatisfied with 
the values placed on their proper- 
ties. The new statewide con- 
stitutional amendment governing ad 
valorem taxes was approved by 
Shelby County voters, but as the 
year drew to a close many problems 
were appearing in regard to the 
taxes that individual property 
owners would pay. Tax Assessor 
Bobbie Reynolds drew up a form 
for landowners to use in asking that 
their assessments be based on 
current use of the land rather than 
its highest possible use. 


AGRICULTURE 


Dairying continued to be big 
business in Shelby County. The 
weather was favorable during the 
year for crops of cotton and soy 
beans and county farmers had one 
of the best years in a long time. 

The farmers’ strike, organized 
with the enthusiastic backing of a 
few local farmers, did not succeed in 
reducing the number of acres that 
were planted, but as the year drew 
to a close, there were indications 
that the issue was still alive. 

The county’s forestry industry 
suffered at the hands of arsonists, 
both in the spring and in the 
unusually dry fall season. 


ECONOMY 


Construction of new housing con- 
tinued to be one of Shelby County’s 
major industries during 1978. The 
pace of housing was so steady and 
strong, in fact, that it seldom was 
considered news. The areas with the 
largest number of new houses con- 
tinued to be northwest Shelby 
County. Riverchase, Helena and 


Maylene added new houses at a 
rapid rate. 

The new coal mine being built by 
U.S. Steel at Gurnee was about 
ready to open at year-end. The mine 
will eventually employ 200 people as 
it takes coal from the depths of the 
earth with the most modern 
methods of underground mining

known today. The new machinery 
will be in sharp contrast to the han- 
dmade wooden coal cars that were 
found by mine builders when they 
were excavating the site last spring. 
(The story of the coal mining 
equipment that was abandoned in 
the last days of the Civil War 
provided the Reporter with its most 
interesting feature story of the 
year.) 

Many of the county’s businesses 
and industries expanded during the 
year, but few of them made public 
announcements of the extent of 
their expansion. Products continued 
to be made at the county’s factories 
and foundires that made their way 
to countries around the world. 

Overseas production of textiles 
and a drop in the demand for blue 
demin took its toll of jobs at Siluria 
Mills, however as the plant cut 
production severely during the year. 

But the total employment picture 
at year-end was good in general 
throughout the county, as demand 
for workers in various lines of work 
rose. 

One indication of good economic 
times in the county was in the num- 
ber of new restaurants that were 
opened during the year. On the 
Highway 31 strip at least five new 
ones appeared, some of them 
national franchised quick-food 
outlets, Lloyd’s, a well-known 
Shelby County restuarant that was 
in business for years on Highway 
280 at Chelsea, moved north this 
year and opened in a new building 
near Cahaba Valley Road. At least 
four other restaurants opened in the 
county during the year to satisfy the 
needs of those who were too busy to 
cook at home. 

The county’s banks showed 
strong financial conditions on their 
quarterly reports, reflecting both in- 
creased deposits. 

Bulldozers carved out two new 
shopping centers, the Shelby Mart 
in Pelham and the Davis Plaza in 
Columbiana. The Pelham Mall the 
Alabaster Shopping Center expan- 
ded during 1978, adding space for 
new businesses. 

The Shelby County Reporter 
celebrated its 135th year of con- 
tinuous publication. 


FIRES 


Thousands of acres of the coun- 
ty’s woodlands were .once.. more 
ravaged by arsonist set fires. The 
worst burning took place during Oc- 
tober when nearly 9,000 acres were 
burned. Shelby, along with other 
counties in the state were placed un- 
der a no burn order, 

And a blaze deliberately set by a 
19 year old Calera girl took its toll 
of one of the town’s historic lan- 
dmarks. The Peoples Hotel was 
completely destroyed by the blaze. 

In early April, the derailment of 
an Amtrak passenger train sent 25 
persons aboard to the hospital. 
However, none of the travelers was 
seriously injured. 

The kidnapping of their son by an 
escaping bank robber caused some 
anxious hours for the Alabaster 
family of Paul Thompson. 
However, the THS student was 
released unharmed by his abductor 
in Florida. 

As the year drew to a close, a jury 
found Bobby Joe Hope of Shelby 
guilty of murdering Louie Earl 
Jones. The victim had been 
drowned. Hope’s brother Phillip 
was also charged with the murder 
and will stand trial later.
